Then did the Midianires perſecute 
them with ſo much croclty, that they were forced to for- 
fake their houſes, and to mike them dens and caves in the 
mountains, to ſii lter and hide themſelves from them, Jud. 
vi. 2. Yea, for ſeven years tog ther. they tyranaiaed over 
: And when the Iſraelites had fown their land, they 
came up in ſuch multitudes, that they deftroped the increaſe 
of the earth, and leſt no ſuflenance for Iſrael neither ſheep, 
nor cx, nor aſs, ver. 3, 4. Then the Philiſtines again, and 
the Ammonites lorded it over Iſrael. and brought them in- 
to great diſtreſs for eighteen years, Judg. x. 8 After that. 
the Philiſtines, yet again, oppreſſed them for forty years 
together, Judg. xiii. 1. and afterwards they flew of them, 

two battles, thirty four thouſand, and carried away the 
ark of God alſo, r Sam. iv. 2, 10, 11. Then in Savl's 
Philiſtines ſo diſtreſſed Iſrael, that the people 
to hide themſelves in caves, and thickets, and 
in rocks, and in high places, and ia pits; yea, ſome of 
them forſook their own country, and fled bi yond Jordan, 
1 Sam. xiii.

that he violafed all conventions and conditions formerly 
made, equally raging agaialt his owa and the adver ſe pat 
ty, ſparing neither friend cor foe: Then he ſpailed the 
temple, and carried away the veſſels dedicated unto God, 
the golden table, the golden candleſlic, the cenfers, &e. 
leaving nothing behiad him of any value; yea, he inhibite d 
the godly Jews from off-ring their uſual and daily facriti- 
ces to God, and having (ſpoiled. the whole city, he ſle w ma- 
ny of the inhabitants, and carried the reſt away into cap- 
tivity, with their wives and children, to the number ot 
ten thouſagd : He allo burned the faireſt buildings of the 
city, and brake down the walls, and raiſed a fortzre(s in the 
lower city, and having incloſcd it with high walls, he 
planted a garriſon of Macedanians therein. with whom re- 
mained the ſcum of the apoſtate Jews. He allo cauſed an 
altar to be erected in the temple, on which he command- 
ed (wine to be offered in ſacrifice, contrary to the law. 

He conſtrained the Jews to forfake God, and adore thoſe 
idols which himſelf worſhipped ; he forbade them to cir- 
cumcile their children, and appointed overſcers to con- 
ſtrain them to fulfil his commandments, ſo that many for 
fear of puni ſhment contormed themſelves to his will; but 
ſuch as were of upright hearts, and valiant minds, little 
reſpected his menaces; whereupon they were beaten, and 
expoſed to cruel puniſhmcnt many days together, in the 
midſt of which they yickled up the ghoit; for aticr they 
were whipt, and maimed in their bodies, they were tor - 
tured and crucified; the women were llrangled,. and the 
circumciſed children were hung up about the necks of cheir 
parents; and where any books of the ſacred ſcriptutes were 
found, they defaced and burnt them, aud ſuch with whom 
they were found, were put to moſt cruel deaths. 

At this time there dwelt at Modin (a viflage of Jewry) 
one whoſe name was Matthias, a prieſt of the rank of Jo- 
arib, that had five foas, John called Gaddis, Simon called 
Matthes, Judas called Maccabens, Eleazar called Aaron, 
and Jonathan called A This Matthias often com- 
plained to his ſons of the miſerable ſtate of their country, 
of the ſackiag of their city, the profanation of the temple, 
and the miſerics of the people; telling them, that it was 
better for them io die for the law, thaa to live in ignominy. 
When therefore the king's commiſſuries came unto Mo- 
din, and commanded the people to ſacriſice accurding to 
the king's edict; they firſt applied themſelves to Matthias, 
as to the moſt honourable perſon amongſt them, requiring 
him firſt to offer ſacrifice, that others might follow his ex- 
ample, promiling that the king would much honour him 
for it. Matthias anſwered that he would by no means com- 
mit that idolatry, aſſuriag them, that tho' all other nati - 
ons, either for love or fear, ſhould obey the cdifts of An- 
tiochus, yet that he, nor his children could not be induced 
to for ſake the religion of their fathers. As ſoon as he had 
thus ſpoken, a certain Jew ſtepped for ih to offer (ſacrifice 
according to the command of the king, wikcrewith Matilĩ- 
as, inflamed with zcal, was fo diſplealcd, that he and his 
ſons fell upon him, and with their (words hewed bim to 
pieces; he alſo flew Apelles the king's captaia, and fome 
other ſoldiers, who would have withitcod him. Then he 
overthrew the altar, and with a loud voice, he faid, It

80 ontrageous was 
the emperor in the begian.ag of this perſccution, that in 
Nicomedia he Jew the chicteſt prigces of his court, whom 
a little beture he prized as his own children. 

Alſo one Peict was koiſt:d up naked, and fo beaten and 
toru with whips, that his bones might be ſcen; then they 
puurcd upon him falt and vinegar, and laſtly roalted him 
with a ſoft fire. Deothens and Gorgonius, men of great 
authority under the emperor, after divers tormenis were 
ſtraugicd with an halter. Anthimus biſhop of Nicomedia, 
with givers others, having made a good cunfeilion, were 
behcaded. Yea, Serena the wite ot Diocleſian the empe- 
ror was martyred for her religiun. Some others were 
bound hand aud foot to a poſt, and fo buat. 

Alſo many Chriſtians of all ages aud forts, 5 
together in a church to celebrate the memorial ot Chriſt's 
nativity, Maximinian the emperor ſcut ſome to fire the 


church, and burnt them all; but firſt they commanded a 


crier to proclaim, That whoſoever would bare lite ſhould 
come out and ſacriſice to Jupiter, otherwiie they ſhould be 
all burat; then one ſtepping up boldly, in the name of all 
the ret, faid, * We arc all Chiiflians, and believe that 
* Chiilt is our ouly Cod and King, aud we will ſucriſio to 
none out him: Hercupoa the fire was kindled, and fome 
thouſand; ot men, women and children wie burnt in that 


In Arabia many martyrs were ſlain with axes. In Phry- 
gia, the emperor ſent his edidts to a city, commandiog 
them to facrifice to the idols: But the major, and all the 
citizens proteſſed themſelves to be Chriſliaas, whereupon 
the emperor made his army environ the city, and fet it on

Euſtatius an Armenian, and ſkilful in the Greek tongue, 
highly honoured and advanced by the emperor, who alſo 
had executcd mavy Chriſtians; beholding the marvellous 
conſtancy of the martyrs, privately lcarued the Chriſtian 
religion. burned exceedingly with a deſire of 
and not ſlaying for accuicrs, profeſſed himſelf to be a 
Chriſtian, openly execrating the vanity and madneſs of the 
heathens ; being therefore apprebend<d, be was tied up 
parch<d with fire 
put to his bowels, then baſted with ſalt and vinegar, then 
ſcraped and bemangled with ſharp cutting ſheils, that his 
whole body ſecmed to be bur one wound, yet atterwards, 


thro' God's goodacts, it was reftor:d again whole. And | 


laſtly was he burned. 

In Alexandria Peter the biſhop, and bis deacons con- 
ſtantly ſuffered martyrdom; as alto many other biſhops 
in Egypt, together with many famous and excellent men, 
{uffered about the ſame time. 

A whole legion of Chriſtian ſoldiers that lay at Thebes 


ia Egypt, under their Chriſtian colonel Mauritius, becauſe 
- | they refuſed to ſacrifice to idols, were ficlt titked over by 


the empcror's command, once and again, and afterwards 
by the exhortatica of Mauritius, they died all together con 
{tant martyrs. | 

The perſecution raged not only in Aſia and Africa, bot 
alſo in Italy, France, Spaia, &c. in all which countries an 
ionumerible company of Chriſtians were martyred by ſua 
dry kinds of deaths. In Trevers were D many Chri 


loured great rivers; yet this ſufficed not the tyrant, but 
he ſent abroad his horſcmen to command all thoſe which 
had apprehended any Chriftiags, immediately to put them 
to death. 

At Collen alſo, and in Rhetia many were martyred; yea, 


this perſecution extended into our Britain, where all the 


Chriſtians were put to death.

Yea, faith Sulpitius. then the Chr iſliaus with more greedy 
deſire preſſed and ſought for martyrdom, than now they 
do for biſhoprics. Yet ſome thro” igtirmity in this perſe- 
cation fell back, for which they were excommunicated by 
the church. 

Damaſus and others witnefs, that there were ſlain in 
thirty days, ſeventeen thoniznd perſons, beſfides a great 
number that were condemned to the metal mincs and quar- 
ries, with the like cruelty.

- | Collen three hundred. Mauritius with his Chriſtian le- 


gion, being fix thouſand, fix huedred and ſixty fix, whole 
ſtory, deſerviug perpetually to be remembred, is this: 

Maximinian fent for this Mauritius with his legion ot 
Theban ſoidiers. under a pretence of employing them a- 
pain{t his enemics: Vſhen they came to Rome, Marcellus 
the bleſſed biſhop laboured to confirm them in the truth, 
to whom they promi led per ſevctance in the faith unto the 
death. Then they followed the imperial army into France, 
and when they were come thither, Maziminian offered ſa- 
crifice te the devils, aud called all his ſoldiers to the fame, 
ſtrictly charging them to fight agaiuſt his enemies, and 
againſt the Chriſtians which were encmics to his gods. 
Theſe Chriſtian Thebans rcfolvcd rather to dic than to fa- 
crifice, or to bear arms againft the Chriſtians, wherewith 
the tyrant being enraged, commanded every tenth man of 
the legion to be put to the fword; hercupon they ftrove 
who ſhould ſubmit their necks to the firoke. Mauritius 
-ncourageth them greatly hcrenato, and being called before 
the emperor, he ſaid, We, O emperer, your ſoldiers, and 
yet the ſervants of God, owe thee ſervice of war, but to 
* him inuocency; of thee we receive wages, but of him 
life; theretore we cannot obey thee to deny God out 
Lord and yours alſo, will ye nil ye: We are ready to o- 
bey you, if you enforce not us to diſubey him: Other- 
* wiſe we will rather obey kim than you; We offer here 
our hands againſt any other en mies, but to defile our 
hands with the blood of innoc:ats, we may not: Theſe 
* hands of ours have (kill to fight againſt wicked encmics, 
* but not to murder godly friends, &c. We have 
our faith to God, we cannot be true to you it we break 
* covenant with him, c. Weſce our brethren and fellows 
in arms, cruelly put to the ſword, which we rejoice in,

haaſe; beating and abuſing the miniiters and church offi- 
cers. making them to attend upon them as ſlaves. After 
heir departure, the Moors, on the contrary, cleanſed the 
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churches, curied out the dung, kneelod down to, and rc 
verenc'd the miaiflers, and diſtribute d money to the poor; 
acd thus they did coatinnally. 


Then did Cabaon prepare to give his enemies battle: 


and whereas the Vandals were all horſemen, and very well 
mounted, their horſes were fo affrigited at the fight of th: 
Mocr's camels, that they were preſently put into diſorder, 
and the Moors with darts and arrows did fo pelt them, 
that they put them to flight, and {lew many of them ; 
wherecot Thrafamand ſhortly after dicd of grief. 

Then did Ilderic the ſon of Huaric ſuceced ia the king- 
dom, who was equally mild and geatlc both to the Vaa- 
dals and Chriſtians, and one that kept very fait correſpon - 
dence with the emperor Juſtinian. But Gilimer, a cun- 
ning and ambitions man, de him, and uſurped the 
kingdom to himſelf. Whereupon Juſtioian ſent again!! 
him that brave and pallant gencral Heliſarius, who ovcr- 
came him in ſeveral battlcs, took him priſoner, freed the 
Chrillians from perſecution, and ſabvcrted the empire ot 
the Vandals in Afric, after they had rcigned there for the 
ſpace of ninety years, wherein, for the molt part, they 
had been cruel perſecutors of the true church of Gull. 

Salvian, who was bithop of Mafilia, and lived at tha 
ſome ſeaſon, complaineth, That before theſe hrutiſh Van- 
dals came into Atric, the church of God there was much 
deg-nerated from its anticnt purity, aad the power of god 
tincfs was much decaycd; infomnch, as they which lived 
cxactly according to the rule of God's word, were hifſed 
at as they went in the (treets, as if they had becn monſters. 
* Whereupon, faith hc, the poſſige of the Vandals into 
* Afric, was not to be impured to God's zigour, but to 
* the Atrican's wickcdacts,” &cc.

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The Perſecution of the Nuldenſer, which began anno Chriſti 1160. 


chriſſlian world. fo that kings and princes employ - 

ed their authority to eſtabliſh the Romith idola 
ty, appointing to laughter ſuch as denicd tranſubilantia 
tion. adoration of the hoſt, bowing the knees befor: it, &c. 
This occaſioned many Chriſtians to deteſt this ſuperſlition, 
as noknown to the apoſtics and primitive church. And 
tirſt of all, God raiſed up ius preſently after the 
year one thouſand, who boldly and faithfully preached the 
truth. and againſt the Romiſh errors, continuing his mini- 
ſtry till about the time that William the Conqueror came 
into Eoglagd ; whercupon the goſpellers were call h. 


W's: the durkneſs of Popery had overſpread the

rengarians, till about the year one hundred and tea. At 
which time, common notice being taken of their tion 
from the church of Rome, and their difagrecing from fo 
many of their tenets, they were branded with the odious 
name of heretics. And twenty years after, when they 
were grown into à very great multitude, they had one Pe- 
ter Bruis for their molt famons r, who taught long 
and publicly at Tholouſe, under the protection and favour 
of a noble earl called Hildephonſus; whereupon in thoſe 
parts they called Petro Brutians. For Peter Bruis, 
anno Chrifli 1120, publiſhed their tenets in a book called 
Antichritt, whereia he declared both the ground of their

Twenty years after this, they were grown into a migh

Anm Chrilli 1147, they had Henry of Tholovſe for 
their moſt eminent preacher, whereupon they beg n to be 
called Henericians; and becanſe they were well read in the 
ſcriptures, eſpecially in the epiſiles of St. Paul, whom by 
way of eminenecy, they called The Apoſtle, — 
out of him, and wonl4 admit of no teſlimonies the 
proof of religion, bat only ont of ſcripture; they were 
called Ap Hohes. And thortly after God raiſed up Peter 
Valdo, a citizen of Lyons in France, who ſhewed himſelf 
moſt courageous in oppoting the Popiſh inventions; withal 
raxing divers other innovations which were crept into the 
church of Rome; and he wis the more eagerly hearkned 
vnto, becauſe he was in high eſteem for his learning and 
piery, and his liherality to the poor: For beſides the nou- 
rithing of their bodies, he did alſo feed their fouls, by ex 
harting them to ſcek Jeſus Chriſt and ſalvation by him. 
The archbiſhop of Lyons being informed that Valdo uſed 
thus to iaſtruct the people, boldly taxing the vices, luxury 
and pride of the pope and his clergy, forbade him the 
fame upon pain of excommunication, and a 
nainſt him as an heretic. Valdo replied, * That he could 
not be ſilent in a cauſe of fo great importance, as the fal- 
vntioa of men's fouls ; wherein he muſt obey God rather 
than man.” Chen did the archbiſhop ſeek to have him 
apprchended, but could not effuct it, Valdo many 
great friends, aud being gencrally beloved, whereby he 
cotianed (tho? clolely) in Lyons three years, 

Pope Alcxander the third being informed that divers 
perſons in Lyons queſtioned his ign authority over 
the whole church, curſed Valdo and his adhcrents; com- 
manding the archbiſhop to proceed againſt them by cccle- 
fraſtical cenſurcs, to their utter extirpation ; whereupon 
they were wholly chaſed out of Lyons. Valdo and his fol- 
lowers were called Waldenſes. which afterwards ſpread 
themſelves into divers countries and companies.

- | cruel way than was uſed formerly. For by this means the 


people were dclivered by thouſauds into the magiſtrates 
hands, and by them to the cxecurioners; whereby, in a 
few years, all Chriſtendom was moved with compaſſion, 
to ſee all thoſe burat and hanged that did wult only in 
Chriſt for ſalvation. 

The Pope ſecing that this ſuppreſſed not, But rather in- 
creaſed the number of his enemies, ſent certain biſtops 
and monks to preach in thoſe places of the W aldenſes; 


- | but their preaching converted not any cf them from their 


former opinions. 

Amongſt thoſe monks was Dominic, who was 2 zealous 
perſecutor of theſe faints of God, both in word and deed ; 
ſeeing himſelf to be in authority, inftitated an order 
of begging monks, called after his name Dominicans; 
which order was confirmed by the Pope, for their z-alous 
aſſiſting of him againſt the Waldenſes ; and this Dominic 
laboured in the inquiſition with ſuch contentment to the 
Popes, that from that time forward, the monks of his or- 
der have always been employcd ia the inquiſition.

topped the mouths of parents, Kinsfolk, and fricnds, that 
they durit not intercecd each for other. If any did but 
convey a cup of cold water, or a pad of ſtraw to the poor 
jaints that lay in ſtiaking dungeons, he was condemned as 
4 favourer of the heretics, and brought to the fame or 
worſe extremitics. 

No advocate durſt undertake the defence of his ncareſt 
kinſman, or friends: no rotary durſt receive any act in his 
favour ; yea, death itſelf made not an end of their puniſh- 
ment, for ſometimes they paſſed ſentence agaiaſt the bones

when they returned home, they muſt not ſo much as en- 
quire whether theſe Monks had in their abſence lain with 
their wives, leſt they ſhould be condemned as back ſliders, 
and unworthy of favour.

This perſecution grew exceediag hot, the inquiſitor and 
councellor ſending as many as they could catch to the fire 
without admitting any appeal; and if any interceded for 
them, tho' the father for the child, or the child for the fa- 
ther, he was preſently committed to priſon, and indicted 
as a favourer of heretics. 

Anno 1 794, Anthony Fabri and Chriſtopher de Zalience 
had commitiions feat them from the Pope, to commence 
ſait againit the Waldenſes in Dauphine, who apprehend- 
ing the widow of one Peter Berand, they impritoncd, and 
often examined lar, and thereby drew from her whatever 
1: knew of the aſſemblles of the Waldenſes, of the per 
{>03 that frequented them, and of the places and times of 
their meeting, which afterwards brought great trouble 
to the ſaid churches of Chriſt, and of gain to the inquili-

King Lewis the XII. ſucceeding king Francis, ans 
1 598, the inhabitants of Frail.niere petitioned him to take 
ſome order fer the reſtitution of their goods, which by 
the inquiſitors were detained from them. The kiag re- 
ferred it to his chancellor, who procured a commiſſary 
from the Pope, and commillioner from the king, to be 
ſeat down to examine the buſineſs; theſe accordingly hav- 
ing examined divers witneſſes againſt the Waldenſes. and 
finding their innocency, did at laſt abſolve them; the king's 
commiſſioner publicly profeſſiog, that he deſired to be hut 
as good a Criſtian as the worſt of thoſe of Fraſſaniere 
were: And returning to the king, they made report to him 
of that which they had dane; the king thereupon ordered 
that the goods of the Waldenſes ſhould be reſtored. 

han the king's order came to Ambrun, it was the o 
pinion of muſt mn. that ſecing molt of theſe goods were 
ia the poll iliun of the archbiſhop, that therefore he ſhould 
give a good cxawple in the beginning to reſtore them, but 
the archbiſlup auſwered, That the goods which he held 
* were annexcd to his archbiſhopric, and incorporated to

That theſe prople lived not according to the manner and 
belief of the church of Rome, That they offered uot fur 
the dead, cared not for maſſes, abſolutions, or to get auy 
of theirs out of the pains of purgatory, &c. Hereupon the 
archbiſhop perſecuted them, complaining of them to their 
princes to make them odious : But the prince enquiring of 
their neighbours, heard that they were of a good conver - 
fation, fcaring God without deceit or malice, loving plain 
dealing, always ready to frve their prince with atacrity, 
Sc. he therefore purpoſed not to moleſt them: But the 
pric!t; and monks gaining nothing by their belief. charged 
them with an iuſinĩite number of calumnics, and ever and 
anon catching our or other of them, they delivered them 
to the inquiſitors, and the inquiſitors to the exccutioncrs, 
ſo that there was icarce a town or city in Picdmout, where 
ſome of them had not been put to death.

They ſeat alſo to Geneva to make a large ſupply of books 
fit for the inſtruction of the people; but their meſſenger, 
a* he paſſed over the hill de Gap, was apprehended for a 
ſpy by the lord of ion, and as ſoon as they knew 
him to be a Waldenſian, they ſent bim to Grenople, where 
he was firſt impriſoned, and then in the night drowned in 
the river, leſt he ſhould ſpeak of his belicf before the 


Shortly after there happened wars between Fran- 
cis the I. and the princes of Pie dmont, which, thro' God's 
grace, turned to the great peace and quiet of thoſe poor 
people; which peace continued till Pope Paul the III. fo- 
licited the parliament of Turin to perſecute them as per- 
nicious heretics; whereupon the parliament cauſcd a great 
number of them to be burnt at Turiu. Then theſe Wal- 
denſes petitioned the king that they might not be perſe- 
cuted for their religion, in which they and their anceſtors 


- | had lived for many hundred years. But the king rejected 


their petition, commanding them to live according to the 
laws of the Roman church, upon pain of being puniſhed 
as heretics; adding, that he did not burn the Lutherans 
thro' his whole kingdom of France to let them amongſt 


the Alps eſcape. 

Hereupon the of Turin commanded them 
preſently to ſend away all their miniſters, and receive the 
prieſts to ſiog maſs, &c. to which they anſwered, That 
they could not receive any ſuch commandment, it being 
contrary to God's word, whom they would rather obey 
than men. But thro' God's mercy the king had other em 
ployment elſewhere, whereby they wanted leiſure to pro- 
ſecute thoſe ſervants of Chriſt, and theretore they. only pro- 
cecded by the inquiſition, receiving ſuch as the monks cou- 
demacd to the fire. 

Anno 1 555, they increaſed the perſecution, condemning 
to the fire Bartholomew Hector a ſtationer, to be execut - 
ed at Turin, who died with admirable conſtancy, and ſo 
edifying the ſpectators, that they wept and compaſſionated 
him, juſtifying him in their ſpceches, and praying for him. 
Hercupon the pacliament refolved wholly to extirpate them, 
and for that end fertt two men with authority either to re- 
form or root them out. 

Theſe perſons went firſt to Perouſe, where, by procla- 
mation in the kiog's name, they command all to go to 
maſs upon pain of loſing their lives. Then they went to 
Pignerol, where they cited many to appear before them;

Remund having read over theſe articles, ſnewed them 
to the king, who adviſed him preſeutly to mount on 
horſeback, leaſt ſeizing upon bim, they might the better 
become malters of all his eſtate, which accordiogiy he did. 
The legate was much troubled that he had thus loſt his 
prey, and deſpairiog to do any more by ſubtilty, he te 
ſodved to ſet upon bim by force; and thereupon be beficg- 
ed the caſtle of Montferrand, where Baldwin, the brother 
of the earl of Tholouſe was governor. Baldwin, at caſt, 
pretending inability, to defend the place, yiclded it up, 
and abjuring his opinions turned Papilt.

come to obtain by obcying the church, and not by com- 
manding as the ſon of a king. The prince diſſembled his 
diſpleaſure at this audacioumeſs; and the poor Albingen- 
ſes were fo ſſed by new armics of pilgrims, that they 
funk under the burden of ir. 

The prince, when his forty days fervice were expired, 
retired himſclf, being much diſcontented to fee fo much 
tyranny excrciſcd againſt the Albingenſcs. 

Then did earl Simon beſieg: the caſtle of Foix, but 
having lain ten days before it, he found to his colt that 
the place was not to be won by him: For where as carl 
Simon's brother quartered at Varilles, the earl of Foix 
diſlodged him, and flew him with his launce, putting to 
flight all his men. News hcreof being brought to earl 8 · 
mon, he ſwore that he would drive the carl of Foix be- 
hind the Pyrenzan mountains: But preſeatly he had in - 
telligence that a great army of te Arrogondis, and Cata- 
lunians were come into the carldom of Beziers, threaten- 
ing to be revenged on him for the death of their good king, 
whereupoa he levied his ſiege ia haſte, and marched thi- 
therwards : But the earl of Foix, who knew the paſſages 


ting, | better than he, lay in ambuſh for him in a place fit for his 


of all fias to all that died in that quarrel: Hereupon Simon 
divided his army into three Battalia's in the name of the 
Triaity, and ſo jaining battle, they fought very gallantly 
on both ſides, till at leugth the king of Arragon was ſlain, 


gave the victory to the popelings, and there 
the tight and purſuit, about two millions of the Albingenſes, 
as their enemies The Albingenſes attributed this 
loſs to God's judgm-nt upon the human confidence of the 
king, who truſted too much in his great numbers, and 
was feaſting whillt his ene mies were plotting, 

Alter this victory the Pope's agents ſent abroad their 
letters into divers countries for a new ſupply of pilgrims 
utterly to root out the heretics. 

With this victory carl Simon was fo puff d up, that he 
fummonred the earls of Tholouſe, Foix and Commiages, 
and the prince of Bearn, to deliver to him the keys of thoſe 
cities and caſtics which they poſſeſſed : They returned no 
anſwer, but each of them betook himſelf to his own ter- 
ritories, to provide the beſt they could tor their affairs. 

Earl Remund retired to Montallon, wrote to them at 
Tholoute, that underſtanding that the biſhop of Arras was 
coming with a great army of pilgrims againſt them, and 
that he was altogether diſabled ro defend their city, he did 
therefore adviſe them that they (ould make the beſt terms 
they could for themſcives with carl Simon, yet defired 
them to reſcrve their hearts for him, till God ſhould give 
him means to free them from thoſe miſcries. lu the in 


ferim, the earls of Foix, Comminges, and the prince of | ſcoundre 


Bearu did what they could to iuſeſt the enemies armies. 
Upon the former advice the citizens of Tholouſe ſent 
ſome deputics to earl Simon, to proif-r him the keys of 
their city, whom he reccived honourably, and preſently 
wrote to Lewis fon of king Philip, that the city of Tho- 
loule was offered to him, but his deſire was that he ſhould 
come and have the honour of taking it: The prince went 
thither immediately, and had Tholouſe delivered to him: 
Let the legate reſolved that the pillage of it ſhould be giv- 
<a to his pilgrims, and the city diſmantled, which was 
preſently ex: cured, though contrary to the promiſe made 
to the citizens, that no wrong ſhould be done to the city. 
Then came there a new | gate of the Pope's called Bo- 
naventure with thoſe that had taken on them the croſs.

number of them, only earl Simon with a few others cap - 
ed, and went to Carcaſſun ; but before he came thither, 
the Arrogonois were gone, clſc might they eaſily have diſ- 
comfited him; yet ſhortly after they returned again, and 
carl Simon was ſoundly braten by them, fo that he was 
forced to ſhut himſclt up in Carcallon, till he had a new 
ſupply of pilgrims. 

— qua Remund the ſon of earl Remund out 
of England, where he had been bred under bis uncle king # 
John, with an army, and quickly made himſelf maſter of

There carl Simon loft a hundred gentlemen 
that he had laid iv ambuſh near unto the city, whom 
young Remuad in a ſally cut in pieces. 

Anno 1214. The legate called a council at Montpelier, 
for rene wing of the army of the church, and to confirm 
the authority of carl Simon; where they declared him to 
be prince of all the covatries conquered from the Albin- 
genles, which title was confirmed to him by the Pope alſo, 
who ſtiled him, The actiue and dexteraut feliter of Fefus 
Chrift, and the invincible defender of the catholic faith. 
But whillt carl Simon was in the council receiving this 
his new henour, a great rumour was heard in the city, 
aud a meſſenger brougut word that the people, hearing 
that carl Simon was there. butook themlelves io their arms, 
purpoſing to kill him; whereupon he ſtole away by the 
walls of the city cn foot. without any company, and fo 
eſcaped; ſo that in one hour he faw himſclf honoured as 
a god, and flying diſguiſcd, hiding himſelt like a baſe 
I, for fear ot the raſcal multitude. 

Anno Chrifti 1215. There was a council held by the 
Pope at Lateran, where they gave the inquiſitors ſuch 
power agaialt the golp- lIcrs, that poor people were every 
where horribly tortured that were but ſulp:cted tor he- 
rely, and (as Tritemius faith) Frier Conradus of Mar- 
parg, the Pope's inquiſitor, if he but ſuſpected any as 
guilty of hereſy, uſed to try them by the judgment of red 
hot ixons, and ſuch as were burned by the irons he deliver- 
ed as heretics, to the H cular power, to be burned in the 
flames ; whercupon moſt of thoſe that were accuſed, wer 
by him condemned to be burt, few eferpius 1! ot 
irons: Infomuch as noble, ignoble, clerks, monks, was, 
burgeſſes, citizens, and country-wen were unde: the name 
of hereſy (by too head long a ſentence of the inquiſitor | 
on the fame day whercon they were accuſed) caſi into the 
cruel flames, no refug: of appcal or defence doing them 
any good. 

By the ſame Lateran council, earl Simon had th fore- 
mentioned lands of the .!bingenſcs confirmed to him, and 
thereupon he haſteued to i!.c king of France to receive in- 

0 ve lliture, 
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veſtiture, and as he went (faith the monk of Sernay) ia 
every cy and town the Popiſh clergy, and people met 
hin, crying, Bld is ke that cometh to us in the name of 
the Lord, aud evcry mau thought himſclf happy that could 
but touch the hem of his garment. 

When he had received his iuveſliture from the king of 
France, being attended with :n hundred biſhops that had 
prenched the crols in their dioccls, and with an exce@in 
{zreat army of pilgrims he hafled to make himſelf lord 
al! thoſe countrics, which the Pope had given him. 80 
that all men trembled at his approach, and with this great 
u my of pilgrims he took in divers plac: e, uſiag great cruel. 
ty, putting men, women and children to the fwd. Then 
was ke marching to Tholouſe, purpoſing to pillage and 
raze it to the ground: But by the way, his wife ſent him 
word that he muſt fpecdily come to her rclicf, being be 
lieged in the caſtle of Narbeancs, by the carl of Tholouſe; 

but by this time many oi. his pilgrims were returned into 
France. 

Yet Earl Simon haſted to the teſief of his wiſe, and b- 
ing come before Tholouſe, the people by their frequent 
fallies made that place too hot for his abode. The l:pate 
perceiving, that he was much aſtoniihed at it, faid to him, 
Fear nothing, we ſhall quickly recover the city, and then 
vill deftroy all the inhabitants; and it any of our pil 
* grims are (lain in the fight, they ſhall, as martyrs, im 
* mediately pats to paradiſe,” Hercupon one of earl $i- 
mon's great captains faid, * Monſicur cardinal, you talk 
* with great aſſurance, but it the carl believe you, it will 
de little tor his profir, for you, and other Prelates have 
* been the cauſers of all this evil, and will be of more, if 
he believe you. Then was it teſolved that the city ſhould 
de belicged on the fide of Gaſcon, but the citizens made 
'ach a blunt fail:y, that they put their enemies to flight; 
and preſently the carl of Foix coming with ne ſupplics, 
*.1; upon ear] Simon, chaicd him to the river Garonne, 
where mmy of his pilgrims were drowned, and the carl 
with his horſe fell iato the river, and hardly eſcaped. 

The eu Remund cauled public thankigiving to God 
tor this happy victory. 

Earl Simon be ing in great ity, a biſhop bid him 
be of good comfort, for that the cardinal had ſent meſſen- 
nets throughout the world to riſe him fuccours, and ſo 
ne was inturced to wait, with much impaticacy, the com- 
ing of theſe new ſupplies. 

Anno 1218. There came to him a hundred thouſand 
Pilgrims, and he was relolved that they ſhould earn their 
par daus, knowing: that at the end ot forty days they would 
vanith : Whereupon the next moraing they were ordered 
ro give a gencral aſſault ro Tholouſe: But carl Remund 
perceiving in the night that they were very ſecure, becauſe 
of their great multitude, he fallicd out upon them, and 
tat with ſo good ſucceſs, that ere ing all the ſield 
was cwered with their dead bodics, and the carl with his 
men being weary with killing, returned into the city to 
give thanks unto God for his aſſillance. 

Then did carl Simon enter iato the caſtle of Narbonnes 
to ſce if he could difc:ra any way to enter into the city, 
but finding none, it much troubled him, whereupon two 
lords gave him counfel to come to ſome honourable agree 
ment: yet the cardinal Bertrand told him that there was 
no need tor him ſo to do; to whom ane of them an{wer- 
ed. Moaticur cardinal, pray you where find you, that you 
* ihould take from earl Remund, and his fon that which 
belongs uato them: If 1 had known as much as I know 
* now, I had never taken upon me this buſineſs.” 

After nine months ſiege the citizens of Tholouſe made 
:nother ſally, killing as many of the croſſed ſoldiers as 
they encountered wich; and carl Simon coming in to the 
relicf of his men, had his horſe ſhot in the head with an 
arrow, which cauſed him to run away with him, which 
one of the Albiageuſes ſeeing, with his croſs bow he ſhot 
him thorow the thigh ; Simon iving that he loſt much 
blood, was labouriog to get out of the prefs, but juſt at 
that preſent, a woman diſcharging an cogine from the 
walls of Tholouſe, a ſtone parted his head from his 
ſhoulders ; and thus by God's juſt judgment, he that had 
been the deſlourer and murderer of many women, was him- 
Elf lain by a woman.

Upon his rc turn the legate Bertrand di ing weary of theſe 
wars, wrote io Pope Honorius the II. detiring to be te- 
called becauſe of his : yet withal, he fipnificd a ne- 
ceſſity of cominuing thele wars. Otherwiſe (faith he) not 
only the land of the Albingenſes will be loft, but the 
church of Rome iifelf will be ruined, the doctrine of the 
Aldinger fs (haking the authority of the Popes themſelves : 
And (faith he) this wer hath coſt us very dear, for with- 
in leſs than fifteen years there hath died above three hun- 
dred thouſand croiſ.d foldicrs: and therefore all will be 
loſt. except th ſe heretics be virerly de ſſroyed. 

This occaſoned the Pope to fend a nw legate [Conra- 
dus biſhop of Peortua? alſo he granted to z croffod l- 
diers that ſought agaiuſt the Albiog-olts the fame ipdel- 
gences as to thoſe that went to fight again:t the Saraccus 
in the Holy Land: Morcover he took king Philip of Fracce 
'nto his protection, and made peace berwint him. and 
young king Henry the III. of England : fo that Philip 
wholly bent himſclf to root out the golpelicrs. 

Anne Chrijls 1229. El Cuido of Monyrt, fon and 
heir to carl Simon went againſt the Albiagertes, but was 
ſoon after ſlain by the earl of faiat Giles as ke belieged a 
callle in Tholouſe: Then did his bother Alacric beliepe 
the fame caftle, and ſwere that he world never depart 
{rom it till he had taken it: Hut atter « while, his hop.d- 
for aids failed him, he was fain to leave ihe ſie ge and depart. 
After whoſe departure the Albingenies recovered many 


Arne Chriſti 1221. The young emperor Frederic, by 
the inſiignation of the Pope, publiſhed a cruel, and biocdy 
edict againſt tie goſpellers within his Cominions, wherein 
e damned them with tual iguominy, and declared 
them pub ia enemies: Commanding their goods to be con · 
filcated, without redemption; their ſons to be diſin- 
herited. As alſo that all of them that were apprehended 
by the inquiſicors or others, ſhould be kept in priſon, till 
they were killed with an abominable death: The like pu- 
niſhmeut he commanded to be iuflicted on all fuch as 
ſhould aid, or aſſiſt them. Alſo he took away all benefic 
of appcal from ſuch as were reczivers, or favourers of 
them, And further, he commanded that their houſes, 
and the houſes of ſuch as ſhould receive, defend, or fa- 
vour them, cither where they have or Here they 
have laid or hands, ſhould be down, aud never 
more repaired. 

Alſo the fame year ſome of theſe Albingenſes going into 
Zoſina »nd Dalmatia drew many of the peoplc to cmbrace 
their faith, whereupon the biſhop of Collen was ſent chi- 
ther by Pope Honorius as his legate, and required to force 
them to retura to the catholic faith (as they called it) ei- 
ther by perſuaſion, or by the arms of the croiſed ſoldiers, 
bur when neither prevailed, he being weary of the work, 
left it to the Frier predicants to ſce if by arguments they 
could convince and convert them. Colummiaus the ki 
aſſiſt ing them : and (ſaith mine author) when they 

got footing, they burnt with fires thoſe that were obſli- 
nate in their hereſfics, and pu the churches which 
were defiled by them : Leander de v:ris ill. ordinis pre» 
dieatorum. 


Anno Chrifti 1223. Bartholomew, the biſhop of the Al- 
biupruſes of Tholouſe, ordaiacd 2 biſhop tor Bulgary, 
Croatia, and Dalmatia, where their faith ipread ſo falt. 
that biſhops themſelves were drawn to be of their opiuicu, 
whereupun Conradins biſhop of Portua, the Pope's legate 
wrote to the archbiſhop of Roan, and his (utfragun b:thops, 
to meet, with other biſhops at a council ro be held at Sens 
againſt the faid Bartholomew : who (faith the legate) in 
his letters, files himſelf ſervant of the ſervants of Cod : 
and runs about, creating biſhops, and endeavouring prr- 


Upon his death, the legate and all the biſhops fled, ne 


fidioully to gather churches. Matthew Paris, 
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Anm Chrifti 1226. (Saith the fame author,) The croſs 
was preached all over France by Romanus the Pope's le- 
gate, againſt the Albingenies, whercin he commanded all 
that were able to bear arms to themſclves with the 
fgn of the croſs againſt the earl of Tholouſe, and his peo- 
ple: And at his preaching, a great multitude of Prelates, 
and lay-men took upon them the fign of the croſs, yet 
more for fear of the king of France, and for favour of the 
legate, than induced by the juſſueſs of the cauſe, But the 
king of France being ſigned with the croſs, would not 
rake upon him the expedition, unleſs the Pope would for- 
hid the king of England under pain of excommunication 
to move war againſt him for any land that he poſſeſſed at 
that preſent, either juſtly or unjuſtly : which accordingly 
the Pope did, and our king Henry the III. upon receipt 
of the Pope's letters aſſembled his nobles to conſult with 
them what he ſhould do upon this inhibition, at which 
time there was preſent one Mr. William Perepund, ſkiltul 
1n aſtronomy, who conſtantly affirmed before the king; 
That if the king of France took upon him this expedi- 
tion, he ſhould either never return alive, or elſe ſhould 
mcet with as great confuſion as might be, both of his 
* perſon, eſtate, and followers.” 

The king of France having thus ſettled his affairs at 
home, he, together with the lepate, appointed a perempto 
ry day for the croſſed ſoldiers to come to a rend: z rous with 
their horks, and arms at Lions, from which at the time 
appointed he began his cxpedition with an huge army 
which was accounted invincible, whom the legate follow 
ed with archbiſhops, biſhops, &c, In the army there were 
reckoned to be fifty thouſand knights, and men at arms 
on horſc-back, beſides an innumcrable company of foot 
men; and then did the legate publicly excommunicate the 
carl of Tholouſe, putting all his favourers, and lands un- 
der InterdiCt.

of armed men throoged upon the bridge that goes over the 
river of Rhodanus, that the bridge breaking under them, 
three thouſind of them were drowned in that ſwitt 
river. 

Preſcntly after as the French were one day t dinner, 
the citizens diſcovering their carclefne(s, ſuddenly {allied 
forth, and violently fetting upon them, ſuddenly flew 
_y thouſand of them without any loſs to themſclvce, 
and fo retired : And the king of France commanded the 
dead bodies to be throwa into the river affording them no 
other burial : Then did he alſo remove his ſiege to a far - 
ther diſtance, and to prevent the like attempts, cauſed a 
great ditch io be caſt up b:tween the city and his camp: 
and the legate with his Prelates not knowing how other- 
wiſe to revenge themſelvts, Anathematized the earl of 
Tholouſe, and all the ſubjects: But, whom they curſed, 
the Lord bleed: For ſhortly after he {cart a very great 
plague in the French camp, fo that king Lewis, to eſcape 
the ſme, retired himſelf into the neighbouring abbey of 
Monpenſier, where he reſolved to remain till the city ſhould 


be taken un to whom came Henry, earl of igne, de- 
firing to be diſmiſſed, having now ſerved his days : 


But the king denied his requeſt. To whom the earl ſaid, 
That having perſarmed what was enjoin:d, he neither might 
nor would be flayed any langer: The king being very an- 
gry hcreat, ſwore that if he departed, he would waſte his 
whole land with firc and ſword ; yet the earl, accordi 

to his former reſolution, went his ways; and ſhortly at-

Anno Chrifti 1415, The fryers inquifitors raiſed a 
great perſecution agaiuſt the Goſpellers in Paſſawin Auſtria, 
and buracd many of them; who continued very conſtant 
in the faith, and took their death very cheartully, Amongſt 
the reſt, one of them that was burnt at Vienna, confeſſed. 
That there were eighty thouſand of them in Bohemia and 
Auſtria at that time: Their chicfeſt miniſters were Bartho» 
lomew Fanſtus, James Juſtus, Bononatus, William, and 
Gilbert; of whom, James was murthered berween two 
walls by the mercileſs inquiſitors: Bononatus was burncd 
alive, and William, Gilbert, and Bartholomew, were con- 
demned after their death. The 1 where they uſed to 
preach, was pulled to the ground, and all that adhered to 
them were Anathematized. 

Anno Chriſti 1322. Lollard Walterus (from whom our 
Engliſh profeſſors were called Lollards) was taken at Col- 
kn, where he had privateiy preached, and through God's 
ble ſſing, drawa many from ignorance and errors, to im- 
brace the truth, and perſiſting conſtantly in his opinions : 
He was condemned and burn:d alive. | 

Yer notwithſtanding all cruelties uſcd agaĩaſt them, their 
cnemies could never prevail to a total extirpation of them, 
but they {till lay hid like ſparkles under the aſhes, deſiring 
and longing to ſee that, which now throngh God's grace, 
their poſterity do enjoy, viz. The liberty to call upon God 
in purity of conſcience, without being inforced to any Su 

ion and idolatry: And ſo inſtrufting their children 
iv the ſervice of God, the Lord was plcaſed to preſerve a 
church amongſt them, in the midit of the Romith corrup- 
tions, as a Diamond in a duoghil, 2s wheata chat. 
as gold in the fire; till it pleaſed God to dilperſe the goſpel, 
in a more general and public way, by the miniſtry of Lu 
ther, and his aſſociates and fellow-laboruers in the Lord: 
At which time theſe Albingenſes received, with greedineſs, 
the doctrine of the goſpel, and fo became more eminent 
ia their profeſſion of piety, then they were formerly.

The Perſecution of the Church of Cod in Bohemiz, which 5e- 
gan Anno Chritti 894. 


HE Bohemians were heathens and idolaters, till their 
Duke or Captain Borivoius going into Moravia, An- 
no Chrifti 894. by a providence of God was con 


ſtrange 
verted to the knowlege and faith of Chriſt; whereupan, 
he together with thirty other Palatines. was baptized: At 
Eis returu into Bohemia, be took along with him Methu- 
dus, biſtop of Moravia, by whole miniltry, Ludomilla, 
the duke's wife, was converted and baptized. 
Borivoius bu(riog himtelt in erecting divers ſchools and 


j beauty, but a heathen; yet ſhe pro- 
miſed, after inſtruction, to be baptized: And during her 
huſband's life, ſhe cunningly conccaled her hatred agai 
Chriſtians, but he being dead, the grand mother (Ludo- 
milla) educated the elder — ( — — Drahomi- 
air took the younge ( Boliſlaus) and uſurped the government, 

the < churches to be ſhut up, the ex- 
erciles of their worſhip to c-afe, prohibiting miniſters from 
 inſtrufting the people, and ſchool-maſters from teachi 
youth; ſuch as diiobcycd were impriſoned, baniſhed, 
put to death. 


At Prague the magiſtrates were changed, and cruel ida. 
laters ſubilituted in the room of Chriituns, by whoſe in- 
citements the poor Chriltians were cet, openly, and 
uaworthily murdered and abufed, whi:lt the murderers 
went away with impunity : But if ay Chiiſtian killed a 
heathen, tho' iu his on defence, ten Chriſſians were waſ- 
facred for that one. Yet the intatiable cruelty of Draho- 
mira was not fatisticd herewith, but that ſhe might deftroy 
all the Chriſlians, he dealt wich one Balloius, a cruel 
wretchy whom ſhe had ſet over the city of Prague, carnef! - 
ly intrcating him by fraud or force to cf. & ir, promiſing 
him a great reward if he did it. He thercupon arms fix 
hundred confoirators at his own houſe, with whom be 
haſtens to thoſe chat were deſipned for (lavohter: But the 
plot, thro' Gods mercy, being diſcovercd tothe Chriſtians, 
tour hundred of them met to defend their own Eves. The 
ifuc of the tight was victory to the Chriſtians, the ireers 
being polluted with the blood of cight hundred thut were 
lain. Then did Drahomira pretend that ſhe was muc! 
dilpicaſed with the rumulr, commanding, that arms 
both parties ould be brought into the city mag wine, fe- 
ver. ly forbidding any man to walk with dart or fword. 
The Chriitians, though ſulpecting her fraud, yer, that 
they might not ſecm diſobedient, brought their arms to 
the mag. zige, the enemĩes pretending alſo to do the like. 
This being done, Drahomira empioys her cut throats, in 
the night, to (et upon the unarmed Chriſtians. whereby 
above three hundred of them were (lain in one night. This 
Drahomira much rejoiceth at, but yet not fatistied, ſhe 
commands the mojor of Prague to deſtroy all ti Chriſli- 
ans. Whercupon he buicts all the ſtteets and palſiges, 
and flays all that he mects with; vill the Chriſtians gu- 
thering themſ. lvcs together, encounter with him, put him 
to flight, and in the purſuit le this wicked perſon. This 
ſo emaged Drahomira, that ſhe commanded ihe tuochuch - 
es to be burut down, in one of which, Her huſbicd was 
interred. Whilit (he was thus raged agaiaſt the Chriſtians, 
Wencellins, now grown to years, by the advice of his 
grand-mother, and the Chriſtian nobility, took upon him 
the government, and th: better ro eſtabliſh peace, ke aſ- 
ſigned the city of Bolilavia, and adjacent parts to his 
mother, and younger brother. 

Drahomira yet laid not aſide her hatred and bloody de- 
ſigas againſt the Chriſtians, which ſhe firſt ſhewed againſt 
holy Ludomilla, fi ing two wicked villains, in the 
night, to murder her: Theſe fellows finding her at her 
prayers in her oratory, ſtrangled her. Some there were 
that much provoked Wenceſlaus to revcuge that wicked 
aft, which he refuſed, becauſe he judged it contrary to 
that duty which he owed to a mother; and to the mo- 
deſty and paticnce of a Chriſtian. But he was ſhortly af- 
ter ill N quited by this unnatural monſter, who affecting 
domination, began to detame Wencrſlaus, as i{luggith 
and unfr for government; but when ſhe perceived that 
his ſubjects loved him excerdingly, fic waitcd a fitter op- 
portunity, which thus feil out. 

Boliſlaus having a ſon, ſhe invited Were: lars to the 
baptiſing of this his nephew at Boliflavia ; he going thi- 
ther, ſhe cntertained him with much diſſembied love: 
but, in the night, as he was making his prayers to Ged, 
his brother boliflaus aſlaults him; being aſliſted with 
ſome other cut throats. fl-w him ann ge. Boilllaus hav - 
ing by this fratricide, obtained the government, threatacd 
impriſonmcnr and death, to all minittcrs and Chriſtians, if 
they did not preſently depart Bohemia: His mother ad- 
ded, That their dead bodies ſbeuld not be buried Herenpoa 


- | many ficd, others were ſeized on, and tormented to death 


dizers ways; but God ſuffered not Drahomira to eſcape 
his revenging hand, for ia that place, where the minillcr's 
bones lay unburi d, the carth opened of itſclf, and fwa!- 
lowed her up alive with her chariot, and all that were in 
it ; which place is to be ſcen before the caltic of Prague, 


to this day. 


Others alſo, who were her ioſtrumcsts in maſſucring 
the innocent Chriſtians; ſome of them ran mad, and threw 
themſelves down from high places; others ſ1:w themſelves 
with their own ſwords, wuerewith they had murdered ih · 
innocent men; and the place where Wenceſlaus blood 
was ſhed, could never be waſhed off, bat remained as a 
perpetual witneſs of that villaoy. es 
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Theſe. things ſo affrighted Boliſlaus, that he became 
more mild to the Chriſtians. 

Ann» 979. Woytich, the ſecond biſhop of Prague, la- 
bout ing ſeriouſly in converting the relifts of the Gentiles, 
and retorming their wicked lives, they raiſcd ſo great a 
dition againſt him, as enforced Woytich to a voluntary 
baniſhment. Then did the Pagans riſe up againſt his 
brethren, and murdered five of them, and then conſpired 
ag uinſt their prince, but were overcome in battle, &c. 

Not long after, the Pope having uſurped domination o- 
ver other churches, ſought to obtrude his ſuperſtitions u 

the Bohemians alſo : But eſpecially he commanded, 
that all their ſacred ſervice ſhould be ia the Latin tongue, 
and that they ſhould not have the cup in the ſacrament. 
The Bohemians ſent two miniſters, and four others to 
Name, Anno 977. to the Pope, defiring to be caſed of 
theſe grievanccs, and at laſt obtained their requeſt. 

Yet afterwards they were again inhibited the uſe of their 
own language in holy fervices ; whereupon Urateſlaus, 
duke of B hemia (who ſhortly after, for his valiant ſer- 
vice to the Roman empire, was created king) ſent ambaſ- 
fadors to Rome, requeſting a confirmation of the liberties 
formerly granted to them. But the Pope (Hildebrand) 
adſolutely refuſed it. 

Anno 1197. Pope Celeſtine ſent à cardinal into Bohe- 
mia, to inhibit miniſters marriage, and to divorce ſuch as 
were married ; but the biſhops and miniſters almoſt ſton- 
ed him to death. 

Aifo, when afterwards the cup was taken away in the 
ſacrament, there were many that oppoſed that ſacrilege, 
and amongſt the reſt, Jobha Melicins, of a noble family 
and fervent ſpirit, much honoured for his rare learning 
and holineſs of life. In his miniſtry he earveſtly exhorted 
bis auditors to a frequent communicating in both kinds ; 
at laſt he was much moved in ſpirit to go to Rome, aud 
there to teltify, that the great antichriſt was come, and 
cid then reiga. 

He prayed unto God, with faſting and tears, deſiring, 
that unleſs theſe thoughts came from God's Spirit, he 
might be delivered from them: But when yet he could 
fiad no inward quiet, he went to Rome, and wrote 
the cardinal's doors, Antichrift is come, and ſitteth in the 
church. He alſo in his confcrences with many, aſſerted the 
ſame. For this, the Pope impriſoned him, and excom - 
muuicated both him, and his auditors. 

Mr. Matthias of Prague alſo, was a zealous defender of 
the communion in both kinds. Ann 1375. he with ſome 
ather carued men went to king Charles that then reigned, 
requaſled him to call an c2cumenical council, for the re- 
formation of the church. Charles ſending to the Pope a» 
baut it, be was fo incenſed at the meſſage, that he com- 
m aled the king ta puniſh thoſe raſh and heretical men. 
Wr:reupon Rlatthus wis baniſhed the kingdom, and then 
was tie uſe wt the facrament in both kinds prohibited 
trough all Bohemia: So thit the godly could not admi- 
nitier, and receive it, but ig private houſes, in woods 
«nd caves; and yet ncither fo, but with the hazard of 
their lives : For they were ſet upon in the highways, 
pluadered, bcatcn, aud drowacd in rivers; fo that at laſt 
they were neceſſitated to go together in companies and 
armed. And this coatinucd to the days of John Hus. 
C-n-cruing the periccution of John Hus, and Jerome of 
Prague; (ce in my tirſt part their lives. But when theſe 
aoly men of God were fo uujuſlly burned at Conſtance, 
lic alverfarics were not fatisfied with their blood, but 
tock farther counſel for the deſtruction of the whole na- 
tion : For when fifty eight of the chief nobles of Bohemia, 
in tc name of all the commous, anne 1416, had ſent let · 
ters from Prague to the council, !aigiug, that their 
pallor, aa innocent and holy man, and faithful teacher of 
the uuth, was unjuſtly condemned. The council, in 
!tcad of anſwering them, wrote thcir letters to ſome vio- 
lent Papiits, who were in authority, to aſſiſt their legate 
in oppreſſiag the heretics. 

Thus the Bohemians were incited more and more 
mutual conteations ; the prieſts daily from the pulpits 
vulged their encommunicatious and cxecrations agaiaſt the 
Hullites, and to (tir up th. greater hatred agaiuſt them, 
they uſed lying ligas ; for, putting dirt about the wicks of

dirt, the taper went out. Then cried they out, Th 
God by miracles declared his hatred of theſe wicked heretics, 
who were unworthy to enjoy the light : And thereupon 
they perſecuted them all manner of ways, and they uſed 
ſuch violence, as raiſed a tumult at Prague, anno 1419. 
wherein the enraged multitude threw twelve ſenators of 
Prague, with the major, out of the windows cf the fe. 
nate houſe, who fell upon the points of ſpears. 

After this, the Pope publicly excommunicated the Bo- 
hemians at Florence, exciting the emperor, kings, princes, 
dukes, c. to take up arms againlt them, intreating them 
by the wounds of Chriſt, and their own ſalvation, unani- 
mouſly to fall upon them, utterly to extirpate that curled 
generation, promiſing univerſal r<miſſfion of fins to the 
molt wicked perſon, if he did but kill one Bohemian. 
Herenpon great wars were raiſed againſt them; but it 
pleaſed God ſtill to give them the victory under that 
brave captain Ziſca. Whercof {ce more in my ſecond part 
in Ziſca's life. 

Yer til] as the Popiſh party prevailed at any time, they 
exerciſed all manner of ci nelty upon the poor ſervants ct 
Chriſt, inſamuch, that at Cuttenburgh, where were deep 
mettal mincs, ann? 1420. they threw into one of them'a 
thouſand and ſeven hundred perſons, and into another 
a thouſand thirty eight, and into a third a thoutand thi ce 
hundred thirty four perſons. 

Allo a merchant of Prague coming to Preſlaw in Sileſia 
the emperor and Pope's legate being there, was in his ian 
drawn into diſcourſe, where pleading for Hus, and the fa- 
crament in both kinds, he was caft into priſon ; the next 
day a ſtudent of Prague was caſt into the fame priſon. 
The merchant exceedingly encouraged him, ſaying, * © 
© my brother! What an honour is it, that we are called 
thus to bear witneſs to the Lord Jeſus? Let us 
the trouble with chearfulneſs; the fight is but ſhort, 
the reward is cternal. Let us remember the Lord, what 
* a cruel death he underwent for us, and with what guilt- 
© leſs blood we are redcemed, and what torments the 
* martyrs have patiently endured, Cc. But when they 
were brought to exccution, and the ropes by which the

recanted. But the merchant, like an unſhaken rock, told 
them, that their hopes of any ic cantation from him were 
but vain. I am ready te die, faith he, for the gaſpel of the 
Lord Jeſur. And fo being drawn lowly through the 
fircets, ke was brought to the place of exccution, and 
there burnt, anno 1420. 

Pichel, the chicf magiſtrate of the city of Litomeritia, 
having taken twenty four of the chief citizens, and 
them his ſon in law, put them in an high tower, and at 
laſt he brought them out half dead with hunger and cold, 
and adjudged them io be drowned. When they came to 
the river 4lbis, their wives, children, and friends greatly 
mourning; the major's own daughter came wiinging her 
hands, and falling at her father's feet, beſceched him to 
fave her huſband's life: But he, harder than a rock, bade 
her give over, ſaying, What ? Can you nt have a worthier 
huſeand than this ? To whom ſhe anſwered, ſeeing bis 
incxorableneſs, Tu ſhall never any mere eſpouſe me to any. 
And fo beating her breaſt, aud tearing her hair, ſhe follow- 
ed amongſt the reſt. When the martyrs came to the river, 
whilſt terries were preparing, they with loud voiccs call 
heaven and earth to witneſs their innocency ; and fo tak 
ing their leave of their wives, children and friends, ex- 
horting them to conſtancy and zeal for the truth, they 
were carricd and caſt into the midſt of the river, with 
their hands and feet bound together, and fo drowned ; 
and if any were driven to the banks, they were flabbed 
with iron · ſorks and pikes. The major's daughter ſeeing 
her huſband thrown into the river, leaped in to him, 
caught him about the middle, but being unable to draw 
him forth, they were both drowned ; the next day th 
were found embracing one another, and were both 
in one grave, anno 1421.

Anns 1468. There came out a new decree apainſt theſe 
brethren, requiring all: e nobles of Bohemia, within their 
ſeveral juriſdictions, to apprehend as many as they could, 
and to proceed againſt them. 

Many therefore were apprehended and put it to priſon, 
where they were kept for a long time : Bat through the 
wonderful working of God, the more the enemies labour 
ed to put out this ſpark, the more it brake forth into a 

: For many of their peers ſubmitted to the 
diſcipline of the brethren, building churches for them in 
their 
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their towns and vilzges, fo that anno 1150. they had in 
Bohemia and Moravia, about two hnndred churches. 

After the death of Pogi-bracius, Uladiſlaus, a Polonian 
ſucce4dcd in the kingdom, to whom the brethren wrote 
au apology, by reaſon of many foul accuſations that were 
carried to him againſt them: This ſo exaſperated their e 
nemics, that they endeavoured by a moſt impudent inven. 
tion, to ſtir up the hatred of all men againſt them. The 
way they uſcd was this: They ſuborned a wicked villain, 
to ſay that he came from amongſt them, and that he had 
been an elder, but had therefore forſaken them, becauſe 
in their meetings they nſed to blaſpheme God, the virgin 
Mary, and the faints, to traduce the facraments, to min 
gle theraſelres inceſtuonlly, after the minner of the Ada 
mites, to commit murder, and practice witchcrafr, &c. 
This man they led through the towns and cities as a ſpec 
tacle : They brought him to their church, where he muſt 
abjure his errors, and beſeech the people to pray for him, 
a moſt miſcrablc ſinner; and tu take heed, by his exam- 
ple, of the wicked Piccards. They alio publithed his con- 
teſſion in writing, being couſir med with the ſeals and ſub 
ſcriptions of ſome deans and prieſts, caulicg them to be 
read in the churches to the people. 

But the devil was befooled n-rein, for the brethren, by 
public writings did confare theſe lies; and the villain, 
trembling fo often to forſ wear himſelf in the fight of the 

confeſſed at laſt that he was ſuborucd to do what 

did, and that he knew not any of the Piccards : Yet 
thus far it made for good, that ſome to make experience 
of ſo great villanies, began privately and diſguiſed, to fre 
quent the aſſemblies of th= brethren, and finding it to be 
tar o herwiſe than it was reported, did aſſociate themiclves 
with them, as with true Chriſtians. 

Ann 1438. Mathias king of hungary, baniſhed the bre. 
thren from Moravia, which cauſed ſome hundreds of them, 
taking a minift-r along with them, to go into Moldavia: 
Wher cupon the brethr u in Bohemia ſent one of their el 
ders to them, to exhort them unto patience under this

vhortly after the reſtleſs enemies of God and his church 
raiſe] 1nother perſecution againſt the brethren in Bohe 
ma: For ſome biſhops conſulting together, ſuborned the 
queen, great with child, (ſo that they conceived that the 
king would deny her nothing in that ſtate,) to requeſt of 
him, that he wonld ſeverely puniſh the Piccards: The 
king diſpl-aſ.d at her requeſt, only nodded his head. but 
gave no anſwer at all; Yet the biſhops, in his preſence, 
began to draw up the edit. The king going into his 
chamber, fell down on his knees, and with tears beſought 
God to forgive the guilt of thoſe bloody counſels, and to 
grant no ſucc: ſ to them; and God heard his prayers, and 
ſhew:d ſome examples of his ſever: judgments on the au- 
tnors of this conſpiracy. * 

The queen who propoſed to her fancy, what

Many others of them felt the like judgments of God; 
ſo that it grew into a proverb amongſt them: If you be 
weary of your life, attempt ſomething againſt the Pic- 
cards, and you ſhall not efcipe a year to an end. 

About this time God ſtirred up in Germany, undaunt · 
ed Luther, the thanderbolt agniaſt the Pope, which oc- 
eaſiont d many of the Calixtines to reſolve to embrace the 
purer ductrine of the goſpel, and to ſeck for the ordina 
tion of their miniſters from Wittenburg, rather than from 
Rome. But among theſe, there was one Zahere, an a- 
poſtate, who to ingratiate himſelf with the king and Pope, 
would enforce the paſtors and citizens cf Prague, to ſub- 
ſcribe to ſundry articles, or elſe they muit be profcribed.

The governors of 
the univerſity and conſiſtory met together, having former 
Iy had power given them ſo to do, and chooſing fix per- 
fons, two barons, two knights, and two citizens, to con 
fult what was beſt to be done io this time of their enemics 
iaſolency ; there preſently came an injunction in Czfar's 
name to inhibit them to call any together. and that if any 
man was called, he ſhould not dare to appear upon the 
pain of high treaſon. 

Notwithſtanding which, the major part of the ſtates 
met, and when as new prohibitions and threats were ſpread 
abroad, and the ſtates were informed that thoſe thunder- 
bolts came not from the king, but from the caſtle of 
Prague, their abuſed pati: ace i 
and being guarded with a great troop, they went to the 
caſtle, and apprehended two of the chief authors of theſe 
troubles, and threw them head long out of the caſtle win 
dows, together with their ſecretary that was privy to all 
their deſigns : But God intending to preſerve them to be 
the Bohemians ſcourges, they caught no hurt in the fail, 
falling upon the graſs, and great ſlorc of papers. 

Hereupon a great tumult was raiicd in Prague, but the 
ſtates d it; and the firſt thing they did was to ba 
niſh the Jeſuirs out of Bohemia, as the chief contrivers of 
theſe miſchiefs : Then did they write to Cæſar, that they 
had no intention againſt his royal majeſty, but only to 
bring to puniſhment the diſturbers of the public peace, 
being authorized thereto by his majeſty's letter, and bound 
by their proteltation ; yet he reſolved to revenge: this trea 
foa (as he calied it) by force of arms, aud the Bohemians 
on the other ſide reſolved to defend themſelves, and for 
that end they choſe thirty dircftors, and the Moravians and 
Zilc ſians refolved to join with them, when they perceived 
religion to be the cauſe of the quarrel. And indecd this 
was that which the -nemies aimed at, and therefore they 
provoked the Bohemians by all ways, that fo they might 
make a conqueſt of Bohemia, and for this end an imperial 
army preſcutly entred the kingdom under Dampier, and a 
Spanith army under Bucquoy.

dia ind to be their king, who was ſo open an enemy both 
to their religion and liberties, and who was obtruded up-

the Proteſtant army bring o-crthrown in a ſet bal un- 
der the walls. and their new king fled, they delivtied up 
the city to them, the conquer or promiſing to ker p articles 
agrecd upon, but pe forming nothing leis. For they did 
more miſchief to the church of Chriit by their ſubtil and 
flow proceedings, than lately by their outragious fury: 
when the ſword, fir, «nd wheel were the iultiruments of 
their rage againſt the faithful. 

For a little before, when it was debated at Rome how 
they ſhould d: ai with the Bohemiavs, and Germans :fter 
the conqueſt ; it was agreed, that fecing their for aer 
ſtrong purges which they had uſed to exp«] heretical nu- 
mours, had not proved effectual; they therefore refolved 
not to put them to death, herein they did glory as in 
martyrdom. but rather to weary them and to c ange the 
hateful name ot inquilition, into the milder name of re- 
formation. 

And whereas there was a debate amongſt the imperia- 
liſts at Prague, whether ali the Proteſtants ſhould be pre- 
ſently bamiihed, the negative was reſolved on, becauſe 
tney would then carry much away with them, aud ſo ſpoil 
the province, and endure their baniſhment with ter 
eale. and therefore they concluded that they mu rd be 
iqueezed, and deprived of their goods: and ft this end 
the foldicrs at Prague were 2uthorized to olunde : the bouſ- 
es of noblemen and citizens : yet this was done at feveral 
ſeaſons, and moſtly in the night; by which mens, as the 
enemies boaſted. they took from the Proteſlant ſome mile 
lions of gold: For indeed hither were all ©: ches 
brooght in the time of war, as to a place of the greatelt 
ſecurity. But as this fell to the commanders ſhares, fo 
the neighouring places were expoſed to the fury of the 
reſt, the common ſoldiers obbiog and ſpoiling villages, 
towns, and churches, burning and killing without any 
reſtraint : The foldicrs that were placed in gurt iſons wonld 
not only have tree- quarter. but exiorted moncy from their 
landlords c very day. 

Then werc commiſſions ſent abroad, promiſſing ſccuri- 
ty 'to thoſe noblemen, knights, corporations, and mini- 
ſters, that would bring iu a goud ſum of money to pay the 
army, which yet they would not reccive as a free gift, but 
only defired ro brow it. Czfar's protection was alſo pro- 
miled to thoſe that were Rberal, the teſt were threatnacd to 
be plundred by the ſoldicrs. 

They ſet down alſo what ſums they from eve- 
ry one within ſuch a time; they promiſed alſo, That when 
that was paid, the toidiers ſhould be removed; which made 
every one to bring in their plate, money, and jewels, the 
more willingly. 

Then wert commiſſioners ſent to require certain cit-s, 
that belonged to the Proteſtant noblemen, to maintain the 
ſtanding forces of the kingdom, and to contribute corn for 
their public granaries. But whileſt they were fed with a 
vain hope of leſſ:ning and ing the ſoldiers, there 
were more liſted, which raiſed the taxes fo high as was im- 
poſſible for the people to pay; and whereas fome were al- 
lured to deny the truth, that they might be caſed of taxes, 
and quartering of foldiers. This was cot performed, 
whereupon they complained that promile was broken with 
them; but the Jefuitcs anfwered them. That they had no 
cauſe to camplain, for they had provided fer their fouls ; and 
thereſere they cug bt chearſully te help the king by contributi- 
ons, and quarterings of ſoldiers ; and that heretics muſh be 
dealt with, as mad men and children : From whom if you de-

there was * great fear, and forrow frized on his army, 
and the ſoldiers being 4i7ided am-*ngft themſelves, cor part 
of them choſe for their captain Procopius Magnus, who 
fill retained the name of Thaborites. The other part, 
thinking none worthy to ſucce d Ziſca. named themſclve: 
the Orphanes, by reaſon of the loſs of their cyptain ; yet 
vhenſoe ver their Popith adverſariea came againſt them, 
they borh joined together to d fend the mſclocs, and the 
liberty of the goſpel in Bohemia. 

About this time Pope Martin percriving the goſpel and 
the profeſſors of it ro increafe daily in Bohemia, he ſent 
the cardinal of Wincheſter, an Engliſhman, into Germa- 
ny, to ſlir up the emperor and German priaces to make 
war againſt the Bohemians. Hereupon three armies wer- 
kvicd, One under the duke of Saxony; The ſecond un- 
der the matqueſs of Brandenburg: The third under Ortho 
archbiſhop of Trevers : Theſe three armies entred ohe 
mia three and at laſt joining all in one, beſieged the 
city of Miſna, which but the night before was won from 
the Papiſts by one Prichicho, 2 learned and zralous Pro 
teſtant, and therefore the Popith armies reſolved to take 
thar place before they marched any further: But ſoon as 
news came that the Proteſtants had raiſed an army, and 
were haſtiag to the relief of Miſoa, they ſpecdily fled be 
fore they ever ſaw an enemy, leaving their engines of war, 
and a great booty bchind them. 

The cardinal meeting them in their flight, uſed all the 
arguments that poſſibly he could tothe nobics and captains, 
to turn them back again, magnifying their number and 
proweſs, and vilifying their enemies. but when nothing 
would prevail, himſeif was fain to accompany them in 
the flight. Preſcutly the Bohemians purſuing, fell upon 
their rere-ward, which made their flight much more fear- 
ful and difordcred than it was before, neither did 
cave flying till the Bohemians left purſuing of them. 

The emperor hearing of this ſhamefal flight, weat-to 
Noremberg and by the afliſtance of the cardinal, a new 
army was raiſed under + — — Frederick mar- 
queſs of Brandenburg. whi mia one way, 
and another great army under Albert archduke of Auſtria, 
which entred another way.

This made him give over {c-king after 
temporal ircafure, and inſtead tEcreof he bought good 
books, by reading of which, and conference with the mi- 
viſter, he much improved his knowlege in all the chief ar · 
ticles of religion. Thrn did he write letters to his coun- 
trymen at Antwerp, wherein he firft gave thacks to Cod 
for revealins his truth to him ; And did bewail the groſs 
ignorance cf his .cormtrymen, beſceching Gcd to open their 
eyes to under ſland the word of faivatica, and to promiſcd 
ſhortly to retrin to them to confer with them abonr the 
grace of God, which he had received; and tolily, he de- 
Clared his purpoſe of going into Spain, to acquetnt his pa- 
rents and tricads with that wholefome dottrinc which Cod 
had com municated to him. 

He wrote oer letters alſo to the emperor Charles the 
v. opening to him the miſerable Nate of Chrift's church, 
deſiriag him to tender the goud thereof ; eſpecially to re- 
form the groſs cot ruptions © the church of Spain; be 
wrote allo a caiechilm, and iome other treatiſes in the 
Spauiſh roogne. 

The merchants at Antwerp baviag received his letters, 
ſent for him, pretending much good will, but fecretly 
praftifing his deſtruQtica : For agaioſt his coming, they 
ſuborned ſome friers, who ſo ſoon as he was alightio 
from his horſe, ſcized npon him, rificd his books, — 
carrying him into a mcrchant's houſe, examined him ; 
but he mightily confuting them, they bound him hand 
and foot, cling him Lutheran; they alſo burnt his books 
before his face, threatning to burn him likewiſe. Then 
was he ſent priſo”. r to a tower fix miles from

The emperor all this while heard him 
gently, promiſing him to conſider of the matter, and fo 
to do therein as he truſted ſhould be for the beſt. | 
Francis being cucouraged with this anſwer, went agai 
to the emperor a i:cond and third time, and till reccived 
a quiet anſwer as before; yet not ſati- fied herewith, he 
went a fourth time, but was repulſed by ſome Spaniards 
about the emperor, who were ſo incenſed againſt him, that 
immediately they would have thrown him headlong into 
the river Danubius, it the emperor had not reſtrained 
them, willing that he ſhould be judged by the laws of the 
ire: Then was he caft into pri 
i ic, at which time he, with ſome 
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report amongſt the common people that they recanted 
their hereſies at the laſt hour, and ſo came home to the 
church of Rome, and therefore they felt no pain in the 
fire at all, which made them take it ſo paticntly. 

Such as are not condemucd to dic, are carried back to 
priſon, and the next day brought up to be whipt, after 
which ſome of them are ſent to the gallies, others kept in 
priſon all their life time : But all have this ſpecial charge 
given them that they never ſpeak of any thing that they 
have heard, ſeen, or felt, during their impriſonment in 
the inquiſition ; for if the contrary be ever proved againſt 
them, and they utter any of their ſecrets, they ſhall be 
taken for perſons relapſed, and be puniſhed with great. (t 
ſeverity, their judgment being death without redemption ; 
and they keep in all their knavery and tyranny 
9 — to themſelves: And if any of them be re- 
leaſed becauſe their faults were but ſmall, they are fo care- 
ful leſt their cruelty ſhould come to light, that they inhi- 
bit them the company or conference with any other, than 
ſuch as they ſhould appoint and allow them; neither will 
they ſuffer them to write to any friend, except they firlt 
have the peruſing of their letters. 

Sometimes alſo, after they have impriſoned men in ſuch 
a miſerable ſtate, for a year or two, and can extort no- 
thing out of them by thcir torments, nor prove any thing 
againſt them by witneſs, fo that they mult neceſſarily dit- 
miſs them, they then call them into the court, and begin 
to flatter them, and tell them what a good opinion they 
have of them, and that they are reſolved to fend them 
home, for the which fatherly favour extended towards 
them ia ſaving their lives and goods, theyare to account them- 
felves mach den to their lordſhips, &c. And fo at 
lall they diſmiſs him with ſpecial charge of filence ; and 
when he is gone, they have ſpi cial ſpies abroad to ke how 
he takes the matter; and if they find that he complains of 
his puniſhments, or diſcloſes their ſecrets, they preſcarly 
commence a new fuit againſt him. 

On a time the inquiſitors at Sivil apprehended a noble 
lady; the cauſe was, for that a ſiſter of hers, a very vir 
tuous virgin. who was afterwards burned for religion: 
had confeſſed in the extremity of her torments, that ſhe 
had ſometime had conference with this her ſiſter about 
matters of religion: This lady when ſhe was firſt appre- 
hended, was gone with child about fix months, in re 
ſpe whereof they did not ſhut her up ſo cloſe at firſt, nor 
deal fo ſeverely with her as they did with others: But with 
in four days after (he was brought to bed, they took the 
child from her; and the ſeventh day after, they ſhut her 
up in cloſe priſon, and uſed her in all things as they did 
other priſoners ; the only worldly comfort that inc had io 
her miſery, was, that they lodged her with a virtuous 
maiden that was her fellow priſoner for a time, but after 
wards burned at the ſtrke : This maid whilſt they were 
together, was carried to the rack, and fo fore ſtraiged 
and toru thereon, that ſhe was almoſt pulled in pieces; 
then was ſhe brought back and thrown upon a bed of 
flags, that ferved them both to lic on: The good lady 
was not able to help her, yet ſhewed ſingular tokens of 


love and compaſſion towards her. 
The maid was ſcarce recovered when car 
ried out to be ſerve I with the ſame ſauce, fo ter 
ribly torment:d in the trough, that by reaſon of the 
{training of the firiogs, piercing to the very bones of her 
ums, thighs and ſhins, ſhe was 
to her priſon, the blood 1. i 

bundantly. 


Upon ouc of their days of triumph, there was t 
out one John Pontio, of a noble family, a zcalous . 
for of the truth, and one of an holy and blameleſs life, 
and well lcarued; he was eminent alſo in works of chari 
ty, in which he had ſpent a great part of his eſtate : Being 
apprehended for the profeſſion of the goſpel, he was call 
into priſon. where he manfully maintained the truth in 
the midſt of all their crucl d:alings with him. At 
laſt caſt into priſon to bim one of their flies, 
his ſubtilty and craft, fo wrought upon him, 
drew from him a promiſc to yield obedience 
the Romill church, But though God ſuffered

him to fall a while to ſhew him his frailty, yet at- 
terwards in much mercy Le raiſed him up again with © 


| 


double ſtrength to that which he had before, and before 
his execution he manfully defended the truth againſt a 
ſubtil frier. The things which he was condemned for, 
were theſe ; * That he ſhould fay, that from his heart he 
abhorted the idulutry which was committed in worthip- 


ping the bolt. That he removed his houſhold from place 


to place, that he might (hun coming to the maſs That 
the juſtification of a Chriſtian refteth only in the merits of 
J-fus Chriſt apprehended by faith, Sc. That there was vo 
purgatory. That the Poup.'s parduns were of no value, 
Sc. And for myſelf, faith he, I am not only willing bur 
defirous to die, and ready to ſuffer any puniſhment for the 
truth which I have proſe ſſed . I cſieem not of this world 
nor the treaſures of it more than for my neceſſiry uſes, 
and the reſt to beſtow in the propagation and maintenance 
of the goſpel : And I beſeech God daily upon ry kners 
for my wife and children, that they may all continue in 
in this quarrel even to the death.” And when he came to 
his execution, he patiently and comfortably ſle pt in the Lord. 

At the ſame time there was alſo brought forth one John 
Gonſalvo, formerly a prieſt, but by his diligent ſtudy of 
the ſcripture it picaſcd God to reveal his truth to him, fo 
that he became a zealous preacher of it, labouring in all 
his ſermons to beat into mcns minds the true way, and 
means of our jultitication to conſiſt in Chriſt alone, and ia 
ſicdfaſt faith u him; for which he was and 
caſt into priſon, where he endured all their cruelty with 2 
Chriſtian courage: At laſt, with two of his filters, he 
was condemucd. His mother and one of his brothers were 
alſo impriſoned with him for the truth, and executed 
ſhortly after. When he with his ſiſters went out at the 
callle gate, having his tongue at liberty, he begav to ſing 
the cvi pialm before all the people, who had often heard 
him make many godly fermons : He alſo condtmacd ail 
hypocrites as the worſt fort of people: whereupon they 
locked his tongue. Upon the he never changed 
countenance, nor was at all daunted. When they all came 
to the ſtake, they had their ton looſed, and were 
commanded to {ay their Creed, which they did cheerful- 
ly hen they eame to theſe words. The holy Catholic church, 
they were commanded to add, of Rome, but that they all 
retuſedw ; hereupon their necks were broken in a trice : 
And then it was noiſed abroad that they had added thoſe 
words, and died, confeſſing the church of Rome to be the 
true Catholic church. 

There was io Sivil a private ion of Gcd's peo- 
ple, moſt of which the inquiſitors conſumed in the fire, 
as they could diſcover any of them: Amorg(t others that 
were apprehended, they took four women, famous above 
the reſt for their holy and godly converſation, but eſpeci- 
ally the youngeſt of them, who was not abore one aud 
— years old, who by her diligent and frequent read 
ing of th: ſcriptures, and by with godly and 
lcarned men, had attained to a very great mcaſure of 
knowlege; ſo that whilit he was in priſon, the uon plus d and 
put tolhume many of the friers that came to leduce her. 

Another of theſe women was a grave matrua, whoſe 
honſe was a ſchool of virtue, and a place where the faints 
nſed to mect, aud ſerve God day and night: But the time 
being come wherein they were ripe for God, they 
ther with other of their neighbours, were apprehended 
and caſt into priſon, where they were kept in dark duo- 
geons, and forced to cndure all the cruel and extream 
tormcuts which are before mentioned: At laſt they were 
condemned, and brought forth to the ſcaffold amongſt 
other priſoners. The young maid eſpecially came with a 
merry aud cheat ful countenance, as it were triumphing 
ov:a the inquiſitors, and having her tongu: at liberty, ſhe 
began to ling pſalms to God; whercupoa the inquiſitors 
cauſed her tongue to be nipped by ſetting a barnacle upon 
it. After ſentence read, they were carried to the place of 
execution, where with much conſtancy and courage they 
ended their lives: Yet the inquſitors not ſatisfied here- 
with, cauſed the houſe of the matron where the churci: 
uled to meet, to be down, and the ground to b- 
id waſte, and a pillar to be crected upon it with an in- 
icriptioa ſhewing the cauſe. 

There was ao apprehended another worthy member

man, iS hike of life, very famous. He had 
ſpent eight years in educating of youth, and had endea- 
voured to ſow the ſecds of piety in the hearts of his ſcho- 
lars, as much as lay in him to do in a time of fo great 
ation and tyranny ; being at the laſt apprehended 

a Lutheran, he was caſt into priſon, and terribly tor- 
mented upon the gibbet, and in the trough, whereby he 
was ſo haken in every joint, that when he was taken 
down, he was not abl: to move any part of his body; yet 
did thoſe cruel tormentors draw him by the heels into his 
priſon, as if he had been a dead dog: But notwithſtand 
his torments, he anſwered the inquiſitors very ſtout 
would not pield to them one jot.

t of, and ſorrow forſhis fin, he at laſt ſtrengthned 
in the promiſe of free grace and mercy, Hereupon 
defired a day of hcaring, where before the inqui- 
Gtors, he ſolemnly renounced his recantation, deſiring 
that his former confeſſion might ſtand, whereupon the 
featence of drath paiſed againſt them both: After which 
the inquiſitors aſced Ferdinando, Whether he would re- 
yoke his former hereſies; To which he anſwered, * That 
de had profefſ:d nothing but what was agreeable to the 
pure and perfect word of God, aud ought to be the pro- 
teſlon of cvrery Chriſtiaa man, and therefore he would 
flick to it to the death. Then did they clap 2 barnacle 
upon his tongue, and ſo they were burued together. 

There was alſo one Juliano, called, The little, becauſe 
he was of a ſmall and weak body, who going into Germa- 
By, was there converſant with divers learned and 
wen, by which means he attained to the knowlege of the 
wuth, and became a zealous profeſſor of it, and czrneſtly 
looging after the ſalvation of his countrymen, he under 
took a very dangerous work, which was to convey two 
great dry fats full of Bibles printed ia Spaniſh, into his 
own country : In this attempt he had much cauſe of fear, 
the inquiſitors had ſo ſtopped every port, and kept ſuch 
firick watch, to prevent the coming in of all ſuch com- 
modities : But t God's mighty protection, he 
brought his burdcn 
miraculous, he conveyed them ſafe into Sivil, notwith- 
landing the buſy ſearchers and catch- poles that watched 
io every corner. Thele Bibles being diſperſc d, were moſt 
joyfully and thankfolly received, and through God's blef- 
ſing, wrought wonderfully amongſt God's people to ripen 
them again(t the time of harveſt But at laſt the matter 
broke out by the means of a falſe brother, who going to 
the inquiſi ors, played the Judas, and betrayed the whole 
church to them. So that there were taken at Sivil at one 
time, eight hundred Chriſtians, whereof twenty of them 
were afterwards roſted at one fire. 

Amongſt theſe, this Juliano was one of the firſt that was 
apprehended and ſent to priſon. where he lay without any 
company, laden with irons above three years; yet was 
bis couit.ocy ſo great and wonderful, that the tormentors 
themſclves were ſooner wearicd in inflifting, than he in 
ſuffcring torments; and notwithſtanding his weak and 
wearyith body, yet he remained undaunted 
in undergoing all their tyrannies, fo 


thithcr, and which was almoſt | 


vants and ſoldiers of Chriſt, and ere long we ſhall have him 
to witneſs with us again; and within a few hours we ſhall 
triumph with him in heaven for ever: But here they 
preſently clapt a barnacle upon his tongue that he ſhould 
ſpeak no more, and fo he was led to his execution; but 
though he could not ſpeak, yet by his countenance aud 
geſtures he ſhewed his chearful and quiet mind: Then 
kneeling down, he kiſſ.d the ſlep whereoa he ſtood, and 
being tyed to the ſtake, he endeavoured by bis looks and 
geſtures to encourage his fellow martyrs in their ſuffer- 
ings, and fo they quictly and paticatly reſigned up their 
ſpirits unto God. 

There was alſo John Leon, a taylor by trade, who out 
of a blind devotion to ſerve God, reſolved to cnrer into a 
monaſtry, but by God's providence it fo fell out that he 
centred into a cloiſter at Sivil, whercia moſt of the monks 
were well affected to the true religion, amongſt whom in 
two or three years ſpace, he was fo grounded in the prin- 
cipl:s of religion, that he re ſolved to leave that kind of 
life, which accordingly he did, and went into the conn- 
try, yet after a time he had a great mind to confer with 
his former ichool-maſtcrs: but when he came back to the 
cloilter, he found that they were all fl-d into Germany: 
Here upon he reſolved to follow them, and through many 
dangers and perils, it pl. aſed God at laſt after a long and 
tedious journey, to bring him ſafe to Franckfort, where 
he met with ſome of his old acqua.ntance, and with them 
he travelled to Geneva, About which tim queen Mary 
ſuddenly dying, and quc en Elizabeth of bleſſed memory 
ſaccecding her, the Engliſh exiles that lived in thoſe parts 
were called home; whereupon divers Spaniards that ſo - 
journed at Geneva, thinking England a fitter place for 
their ion, reſolred to accompany the Engliſhmen ; 
and for this end they diſperſed themſelves into ſeveral 
companies that they might travel with the more fafety : 
The inquiſitors took the departure of theſe monks fo ill, 
that not ſparing avy coſt, they ſent their flies abroad to 
apprehend them, who way laid them, c ſpecially at Collen, 
Franckfort, Antwerp, and in all the ways that led from 
Geneva. This Joha Leon had gotten him a companion, 
with whom he travelled towards England, who being dif- 
covered at Argentine, were dogged into Zcaland, and as 
they were to take ſhip, they were apprehended. 
John Leon took his arreſt very compoſedly, never chang- 
ing countenance at it: They were preſently carried back 
into the rown, where they were miſcrably racked to dil- 
cover their fellows, and not long after were ſhipped for

Hereupon there weredaily complaints made againſt them 
to the inquilitors, eſpecially againſt Dr. Ægidio, who did

truth. But it fo fell out, by Ged's providence, that

the cathedral churchia Sivil, became very 
to the inquiſi:ors in his behalf. 
Ir fell out alfo, that juſt at the 
dio was in prifon, three of his greateſt adverſaries 
the inquiſitors, and the prime enemies againſt 
ſickned and dicd ſhortly one after another, 
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id. and much cc wforicd and confirmed them: But in his 
return home, his agi d body b ing 
journey, having not been uſed to travel of a long while be 
fore, he ſickned. and within a few days departed out of 
this troubleſome life, to ev-riaſting reſt. 

But within three years after, the new inquiſitors think 
ing that the former had dealt too gently with him, digged 
him out of his grave, and buried in his place a poppet of 
ſtraw ; then they brought his corps upon the ſcaffoid, and 
uſed it in the ſame fort as they would have uſed bimicif if 
he had been alive. 


The Life of Dr. Conflantine. 
OC TOR Conſtantine, of whom mention hath been 


became a new man, thinking all bis former 


Conſtantine. 33 
excellent orator ; and he ſtndicd the ſcriptures fo hard. 
that he grew very cxquiſite therein. He was alſo fo elo- 
quent in his own language, that all his auditors were 
t into a admiration of him: He was very diſ- 
creet in all his doings. Which parts he attained to, both 
by his ſtudy, long praftice and experience, but eſpecially 
r 
benſocver he preached, there was fo great refort to 


having a good canonſhip in the church of Toledo profer- 
red him, he refuſcd it, together with divers other prefer- 


generation of them: So that they hated him deadly, yer 
could find nothing whereof to accuſe him, but what 
would re dound to their own ſhame. 

But for all this, he neglected not to preach the truth 
faithfully, though he knew that they lay at catch, wait- 
ing for an opportunity to infnare him: And it was the 
ſingular providence of God, that that city ſhould enjoy 
fuch preaching, when there were ſo many powerful and 
malicious enemics to oppoſe it. For at this time Varquio 
read g-_ golpel according to Matthew, and upon 
the Agidio preached daily, and Conflantine, 
though not fo often, y-t to as great fruit and cdification : 
Thus continuing till God feat fiorms io try cach man's 
faith. in the midit of which tempeſt, Varquio died, and 
Conſtantine was ſent for by the emperor, io be his houſ- 
hold chaplain; only Egido was left alone, like a lamb a- 
mongſt wolves, to be the object of their fury, of whoſe

11 city of Venice was n 
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ſpiritual cdification, and made collections for the poor 
among them. And anno 1566. they called to them a 
miniſter of the goſpel, and conſtituted a church. where 
they enjoyed all the ordinances with much comfort. But 
ſome falſe brethren creeping in amongſt them, after a 
while betrayed them; then were many apprehended, caſt 
into the ſea and drowned : Others were ſcat to Rome, 
where they were caſt into priſon till they rotted and died 
there. 


Amongſt others that were cond-mned to be drowned at 
Venic:, was one Mr. Anthony Ricetto: To whom, af 
ter his condemnation, his fon, a youth about twelve 
old, came, beſceching him with tears to yield, that his life 
might be ſaved, and himiclf not left fatherleſs. To whom 
he anſwered, * A Chriſlian is bound to forcgo chil- 
dren, — and life itſelf for the maintenance of 
God's and glory. For which cauſe* (ſaid he) * 1 
am now refolved to lay down my lite, the Lord aſliſting 


me. 

The lords of Venice offered to reflore to him his patri- 
mony, which was partly mortgaged, and partly fold, if 
he would ſubmit to the church of Rome; but he reſolute- 
ly refuſed that condition. Not long after came a captain 
to him, and told him of one Francis Sega, hi 
low, that was reſolved to recant, 
cd, What tell you me of Sega? I am refolved to per- 
torm my vows to the Lord my God. Then was he car 
ried forth bound to the boats, and by the way a 
ſeated him with a wooden croſs, exhorting him to 
&c. But he on the contrary, perſuaded him and 
to come out of the ſnares of the Devil, and to cleave t 
Jeſus Chriſt, and to live, Not according to the fleſh, 
but according to the Spirit. For,“ (faid he, otherwiſe 
your unbelief will bring you into the lake of fire, that nc- 
ver ſhall be quenched. When he came to the place where 
he was to ſutfcr, the captain faſtued the chain and ſtone to 
him; whereupon, lifting his eyes to heaven, be faid, 
* Father forgive them, they know .not what they do. 
Lord Jcfus, into thy hands do I commend my ſpirit. 
And fo in the ſea he ended his life. 

A few days after, one Mr. Francis Spinola was appre- 
bend: d and committed to priſon, and when he was brought 
forth before the ioquilitors, they ſhewed him a treatiſe a- 
bout the Lord's Supper, demanding whether he was the 
author of it; which he acknowleged, avouching, That 
the doftrine that was contained therein, was to 
the holy ſcriptures. Then was he returned to his priſon, 
where the aforementioned Sega was, who waiting i 
coming, as he paſſed by, faluted him by his name; af- 


the goſpel: And Sega having beard that had

Anno 1595. There was at Rome a Engliſiman,

ILLIAM Gardiner was born at Briſtol, and well

he heard pronounced againſt him, he ſung the 122d. 
Plaim. When be came to the place of his martyrdom, 
they aſked him if he would have his pain ſhortened, he 
anſwered, No; fur faith he, God that hath been with 
me hitherto, | tru(t will not now leave me when Il have 
moſt need of him. When faggots were. heaped about 
him, he ſong the 51ſt Plalm, and fo continued ſinging 
till ine flame and ſmoke took away his voice and life. 

Shortly after the commendator that fat as chief judge 
npon him, dicd ſaddenly . Alſo his fellow judge hearing 
the ſudden noiſe of ſome guns that went off at the coming 
of the king of Denmark into the town, was ſo overcome 
with tcar, that he ſuddenly fell down and died. 

Ove John Huglin a miniſter, was burned at Meſperg 
tor religion, Anno Chrifft 1 526. 

At Munchen in Bavaria, one George Carpenter was ap 
prchended aud caſt into prijon tor his religion, and at laſſ

Whereupon he was caſt into pri 
ſon amongſt malefactors, whom he inſtrufted, and much 
comforted in their diſtreſſed condition : and one of them 
being half naked, he gave him his gown. His father vi- 
liting him in priſon, encouraged him to conſtancy: Ar laſt 

was condemned, and forth to execution with 2 
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74 
ſo was beheaded: But the woman being more conſlant, 
was put into an iroa-grate, and fo alive. 


There was alſo one maſter Peter Bruly, about the fame 
time, ſometimes 2 preacher in Straiburg, but now at the 
:equeſt of the faithful in Dornic, à diligent preacher 
there: He uſed to preach in houſes, the door ſtandiug 
open. The magiſtrate hearing of it, laid wait for hi 
ſhutting up the city gates, and ſearching days 
him: But the brethren in the night time let him down in 
a baſket over the wall. And when he was down, one of 
them leaning over the wall, to bid him farewel, unawares 
threw down a looſe ſtone, which falling upon hi 
brake it in pieces. He complaining 
men heard him, and apprehended him. 
thanks to almighty God, who by that providence (ta, 
him there to bear witneſs to his truth. Whilſt he was in 
priſon, he ceaſed not to inſtruct and confirm all them that 
came to him in the word of After four months im- 


have bat a {mail Gre, that his pain might be the more in- 
creaſed, yet heconſtantly and chearfulls ſuffered martyrdom. 

God made the miniſtry of this good man very powerful

Then was the queen of Navar ſent for by the king of 
France to Paris, to prepare all things againſt the wedding: 
gut preſently after her coming, the fell fick of a fever, 
made her will in a moſt Chriſtian manner, had much in- 
ward joy and comfort, and at five days end died, not with- 
out ſuſpicion of poiſon from certain prrfumes given to 
her: And after her death, the ſurgeons were nor ſuffered 
to open her head, where the miſchief lay, whereby it was 
the better concealed. 

The admiral was again adv: rtifed of Eis danger; but 
he, reſting upon the tellimony of a good conlcicnce, and 
the providence of God, miſ ivterpreted thote 2d vices, as if 
they proceeded from men deſirous of new troubles. Many 
lords and gentlemen of the religion accompacied the lung 
of Navar, and the prince of Conde to Paris. 

The king of France, the better to delude the Proteſtants, 
ſpake openly, That he gave not his fiſler to the king of 
Navar only, but, as it were, to the whole church of the 
Proteſtants to join with them in an indiſſoluble union, and 
as a tie to their peace and ſafety. 

Auguſt 17. Anno 1572. The king of Navar, and the 
lady Margaret were married by the cardinal of Burbon, 
upon a fcaffold, in the fight of all the people, and that 
day was ſpent in banquets, dances, meſks, with a ſtrange 
mixture of pruteſlants and papilts together: But in the mean 
time the queen mother with her privadoes, as alſo the duke 
of Anjou, with the Guiſes, conſulted about killing the 
admiral, and dividing the proteſtants. 

Five days after, as the admiral came from the court, 
accompanied with abour fifteen gentlemen, reading a peti- 
yon as he went, one ſhot at him with a caliver ; the bul- 
let taking away his right forefioger, hurt him in the left 
arm. He that hot had a Spaniſh jennet at the back-decr 
of his lodging, upon which, be immediately mounted and 
eſcaped.

firects, aud whipt by certain young ſcholars, who were 
ſet on by their popiſh tutors to do it. 

A godly young man going carly abroad on the ſabbath 
morning, and hearing of the drath of the admiral, and 
ſceing the inſurrection, out of a ſingular child-like affeclĩ- 
on to bis mother, he hafted home, informed her of the 
danger, fecured her in a place of great ſecrecy ; after which 
he (hut himſeif up in his (rudy, by prayer to fit himſelf 
for death. inte which the mordcrers breakiag with bartle- 
2zes and faves, ſo loaded him with blows on the head, 
that de received his blood into his owa hands; and when 
they had killed him, they threw him into the river. 

Tod miniſters belonging to the king of Navar were al. 
ſo murdered, and thrown into the river: God miraculouf 
iy preſerving all the other minificrs in the city. 

A jeweller being in bed with his wife, who at that time 
tad the midwife with her, being near the time of her de- 
livery, theſe bloody villains came knocking at the door, 
and ia the king's name demanded entrance the woman 
as ill as ſhe was, opened the door, whereupon ruthing in, 
they ſtabbed her hulband in his bed ; the midwife ſeeing 
that they were bent to murder the woman alfo, earneſtly 
entrente} them to tarry at laſt fo long till the infant 
(which would be the twentieth child that God had given 
her) was born; but notwithſtanding her requeſt, they 
took the woman, 2rd thruſt a dagger into her fundame nt 
up to the kiits ; the woman finding herſelf mortally woun- 
fed, yet deſirous to bring forth her fruit, fled into a corn 
loft, whither theſe tygers purſaing her, gave her another 
flob, into the belly, aud fo caſt her out of the wiadow 
into the ſtreet, and upon the fall, the child came forth of 
ter body, the head foremolt, gaping and yauniog in a pi- 
tiful maaner. 

One of theſe murderers ſuatching up a little child in his 
arms, the poor babe began to play with his beard, and to 
ſmile vpon him; but inttcad of being moved to compaſſi 
on, this villain, whoſe heart was harder than the rocks, 
wounded it with his dagger, and caſt it all gore blood in- 
to the river. 

The king's letters being come to Meaux upon the ſam- 
ſabbath, to Coſſet the king's attorney there, upon the ſight 
of them. he preſently went about to his cut throats, warn 
ing them to come to him armed at (even o'clock at night, 
withal cauſing the gates of the city to be (hut up; the 
honr being come, be with his partiſans went up and 
down crue'ly mnrdering the innocent ſervauts of Jeſus 
Chrift, in which blovdy employment they ſpent all that 
night: the next day they pillaged their houtes, and took 
above two hundred proteſtants more, and ſhut them up 
in priſon; the day towards cvcning, Coſſet with his 
companicas went to the priſon, where having a catalogue 
of the priſoncrs names, Colſet called them out one by one, 
and then they murdered them, till they were weary: then 
they went to ſupper, that \» they might breathe and refreth 
themſ-tves ; and then filling themſelves with wine, they 
went back to giut themſeives with blood alſo: they took 
with them butch: rs 2%2s, that they might diſpatch them 
the more eafily, with which, as they called them forth, 
they knocked them down and murdered them. Amonyit 
thoſe that were thus butchered, was an eider of the re- 
formed church, w praying for his enemies, they laughed 
him to fcorn ; and becauſe he had a buff coat on, which 
they were loth to ſpoil, they opc ned it before, and ſtabbed 
him into the breaſt. 

Another was an ancient man that hed been ſheriff of the 
city, him they were not cont nt to kill our-right, but firſt 
tut off his noſe, er, and privy members; then they gave 
him ſeveral ſmall thruſts into the body, toffion him up 
nud down, till throngh loſs of blood he fell down, calling

ſtreet, he bade him make a great trench in the midſt cf 
the priſon, and to cauſe certain vcſſels to be ſet into it to 
receive the blood. This Martin going back with abhor- 
rency of the fact, conccaled it from tlic jailor ; the next 
day the bailiff came to the priſon, and ſmiling, aſked the 
the jailor, * If it was dong? but he, being ignorant of his 
meaning, afked him. What ſhonld be dune? berenpon 
the bailiff was ſo cnraged, that he was r:zdy to ſhike him 
with his dagger, till he promiſed to perform bis will: then 
did the jailor go to the priſoners, who were in the court 
recreating themicives, and ſhut them up ore by one in 
their ſeveral cells; which made them ſuſpect that they 
were deftinated to laughter ; and therefore they betook 
themſelves to prayer. The jailor colled his companions 
about him, acquainted them what was given him in charge, 
and cauſed them to ſwear to exccute it: but when they 
approached to the priſoners, they were ſo ſurpriſed with 
fear, that they ſtood gazing upon one ancther, having oor 
hearts to act ſo horrid a deed. Whereupon they returned 
to the jailor's lodge, and ſent for eight quarts of the 

wine, with other things, to intoxicate their 
brains. Then they took a catalogue of all their priſoners, 
and gave it to one Martin to call them forth in order. The 
firſt priſoner being called for, preſented himfelt with a 
chearful countenance, calling upon the name of the Laid; 
then opened his breaſt to them, recciving the mortal 
ltroke, whereof he died. 

Another being called forth, one of them thruſt at bim 
ſeversl times with the point of his halbard, wounding, but 
not killing him: whereupon the priſoner took the poiat of 
the balbard, and fer it againſt his heart, ſaying with 2 
ſtedfaſt voice, Here foldier, here, right at the heart, 
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other, ſome of them yet breathing; yea, one 
railed up bimſeif above his fellows, whereupon th 
in carth, and fo ſmothered him. But the bailiffs 
making a treach being not obſerved, the blood of 
ran ſo abundantly out of the priſon door, that 
through the channel, it ran into the river, aud 
iato the colour of blood, which bred an horror in the ve 
ry papiiis themſelves which faw it. 

At Orleans the king's edit for obſerving the treaty 
peace was folcmnly publiſhed, which made thoſe of the 
religion very ſecure, whereupon above three hundred 
of them, men, women, and children, met together at 2 
ſermon ; but the ſame night came the king's letters for the 
maſſacring of them all: then did the major and ſheriff 
raiſe the companics in arms to put it in execution. One 
of theſe murder: rs, with fome of his companious, went to 
a noble counſcllor's houſe, bidding — to ſupper : 
the counſellor ipuoraut of their intent, made them good 
cheer ; but when ſnapper was ended, with horrible ble#- 
phemies they murdered him, and then plundered his houſe. 

About the ramparts of the wall, inhabited many of the 
religion, amongſt whom, all night was heard nothing bn: 
ſhooting of gurs and piſtols, breaking open of doors, fear- 
ful out-cries of men, women, and children, that were 
maſſacred, trampling of horſes, rumbling of carts, that 
carried the dead bodies away, and the cryings ont of the 
murderers that went up and down, howling cut, * Kill, 
kill them all and then take the fpoil.” 

This maiſacre continued all the week long, the bloody 
bealts crying out to theſe whom they murdered, * Where 
is now your God ? what is become of all your prayers and 
pfalms now? Let your God whom you called upon, fave 
yon if he can.” Others ſang in icoro to them the forty third 
plalm, Judge and revenge my cauſe, O Lord. Others, 
Have mercy on me, O God, Sc.“ Yet notwithſtanding 
all theſe taunts, the faithful died conragioutly. lu thi: 
maſſacre the papiſts boaſted, that they had (iaio abw. 
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+ ive thouſand men, bid. s women and children : fome 
them faid eighteen thouſand. 

On Teciday night ſome of theſe murderers came and 
:nock-d at the door of 2 doctor of the civil law, and when 
de op aed it to them, they told him. That he muſt die,” 
»:1crenpon he fell to prayer with ſuch ardency and affc*ti- 
20, that they being amazed and over-ruled by a divine 
20wer. only robbed him and went away. The next day 
me ſome ſcholars to his houſe, defiring to ſce lis libra- 
ry, which be ſhewed them; then they aſked, ſome one 
Hook, ſome another, which he gave them; yet they told 
ibey were not ſatisfied, but they muſt kill him. Where- 
np20 inp himſeif to prayer, when he was done, he 
6-fired them to kill him there, which they refuſed, for- 
dog him out into the ſtreets, leading him by the ſchools ; 
and there he again de ſired them to kill him in that place, 
where he had taught fo long, but they (till refuſed: and 
when they had led him a little farther, they knocked him 
2n the head. 

Others meeting with an apothecary who had brought 
phyſie to a patient, cut off one of his arms, and then had 
aim forth into the mercat-piace, where they murdered him. 

A cock that had hid himfelf three days, was at laſt 

hunger forced to come forth, and ſo was ſlain. 

and to tuitil the meaſure of their cruelty, ſuch proteſ 
tants as through fear revolted to them, they placed them 
in the fore front of their companies, putting weapons in 
their hands, compelling them to give the ſirit onſet, cry 
ing, © Smite them, ſmite them; are they not your holy 
brethren and filters? And if any refuſed, they preſently 
flew him. 

In Lyons, Mandolet governor thereof, hearing of the 
maſſacre at Paris, preſently cauſed the city gates to be ſhut, 
raiſed forces, commanding them, that if any of the pro- 
reftants came out of their houſes, but with ſwords, 
they Mould preſently kill them: bur the proteſtants ſceing 
1 ſtorm coming, which they knew could not ariſe with- 
ont the ſpecial providence of God, ſet themſelves to bear 
it with invincible patience. The day following, if any 
of them did ——— 

were prt ſently clapt in priſon; and whca night came, 
— entered SS Racks which they rifled and 


ſome they ſlabbed in the ftreets, others they threw 
into the river, whereof ſome were carried down the ſtream 
baif a mile below the city, by which means they eſcaped. 
The day after ion was made by ſound of trum- 
pet, that all of the religion ſhould appear at fuch a place 
to koow the king's pleaſure concerning them: many went, 
but ſo ſoon as they came, they were ſent to the ſeveral 
priſons, and the night following every corner ard part of 
the city was full of lamentable cries and ſhreekings. partly 
of ſuch as were but maſſacred in their houſes, partly of 
fuch as were but half murd-rcd, and fo haled to be thrown 
into the river; and from that time there were ſuch horri- 
ble murders commitied in that city, as if the devils in the 
likcnefs of men. ran roaring about to do miſchief ; the Sab 
bath morning following, thoſe that had hitherto eſcaped 
moſſacring, were then diſpatched. 

In the arch-biſhop's houſe there were three hundred and 
fifty priſoners (hat up, and a bloody crew of cut-throats 
were appointed to murder them, to whom the keys were 
Celivered, and they ruſhiog ivto the great court, gave no- 
tice to the prifoners with a lend voice that they muſt die; 
then having firſt taken al the priſoners purſes, they fell 
vpon them with barbarous cruelty, hacking and he wing them 
in a furious manner, fo that within an hour and an half. 
they were every one cut in pieces: the prĩſoners were all 
fin, with their eyes and hands lift up to heaven, whilſt 
their hands and fingers were cnt off. 

There was a merchant called Francis de Boſſu that had 
two ſons ; the father ſecing the horrible maſſacres, faid to 
his ſons, © Children, we are not now to learn that it hath 
always deen the portion of belie vers to be hated, perſecut 
ed. and devoured by unbelievers, as Chriſt's ſheep of ra- 
rening wolves; if we ſuffer with Chriſt, we ſhall alfo 
reign with him: let not therefore theſe drawn ſwords ter 
rify us, they will be but as a bridge whereby we ſhall paſs 
ta et rnal life : we have lived long enovgh amonpſt the 
wicked: let us now go and live with ov God, ler os oy 
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fully go after this great company that is gone before us, 
ge.” When he ſaw the murderers come, he claſped his 
arms about his two ſons, and they theirs about him, as 
if they ſtrove mutually to ward off the blows cach from 
other, who were afterwards found dead in their mutual 
embraces. 

The murderers went up and down the city boaſting that 
they had dycd their white doublets red in the blood of the 
Huguenots ; one bragging that he had killed an hundred. 
and ſome more, and ſome lefs : when the people went in- 
to the arch biſhop's houſe, and ſaw the ſlaughter that 
had been made there, though they were papiſts, yet they 
ſaid, that ſurely they were not men. but devils in the 
habit of men that had dune this. The dead corps were 
carried out, and lay ſpread like dung upon the face of the 
earth, and when they were about to throw them into the 
river, an apothecary told them that much money might 
be made of their greaſe, whereupon all the fat bodies were 
ſought out, and ripp«d up, and their fold for three 
ſhillings a pound; which being done after many jeers be- 
ſtow: d upon the dead carcaſes, ſome were tumbled into a 
great pit, others thrown into the river. The countries 
which lay below upon the river, were amazed to fee ſuch 
muititudes of dead bodies to come down the ſtream, fome 
with their eyes pulled out, others their noſes, cars, aud 
hands cut off; and ſtabbed into every part of their bo- 
þ » fo that fome had no part of human ſhape remain- 


ing 

Sh after the pope's legat came thither, and as he 
came out of the great church from maſs, all the chief 
maſſacres knecled down for ve his abſolution, and 
when be was 
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ing where her huſband was? She faid, * that he 
walking in bis garden, directing him the way to hi 
when he came to him, he jovingly embraced him, and 
faid, * Do you koow wherefure I am come unto you? the 
king hath commanded me prefently to kill you,” and there- 
withal he preſented a piſtol to his breaſt ; the miniſter re- 
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give me leave to pray to God, and beg mercy at his hands ;* 
which being granted, he m»de a ſhort prayer, and then 
willingly pretented his body to the murderer, who piſtollcd 
him, and fo departed. 

Preſently after the king ſent one Pugiiliard, who drown- 
ed nine or ten more in that place, and amongit the reſt, 
the wife of this Mr. Maſco, who ſhewed an admirable 
conſtancy of faith, even to her laſt breath. | 

In Roan in a few days they murdered above ſix thou- 
ſand men, beſides women, upon whom they excrcifcd no 
leſs cruelty than upon the men; their dead bodies they 
carried out in timbrels, and threw them by heaps into 
great pits digged for that purpoſe. 

The news of the maſſicre at Paris coming to Tholouſe, 
the great gates of the city were preſently ſhut up 
plcaſed Gd, that that morning moſt of the

la one month's ſpace, the enemy diſcharged above thir:

made many aſſaults, wherein they ſtill went away with 
the worſt. Then came the duke of Anjou to the army to

Yes, faid ſhe, if it may ſtand with the good will 
of God: Then, faid they, it thou wilt do but a mat- 
ter thou ſhalt be at liberty; if, ſaid ſhe, it be not con- 
trary to God's glory and and mine own falvation, you 
ſhall hear what I will fay to you. No ſuch thing, faid 
they, for all that we require is but this, that a ſcaſfold 
being ſet up in the chief part of the city, you ſhall there 
crave pardon, for offending the law, and fire being by, 
you ſhall burn your Bible in it without ſpeaking a word. 
I pray you my maſters, faid ſhe, Tell me, is my Bible 
a good book or no? Yea, ſaid they, we confeſs it is:

„My joy dran Thomas, I love you well, and therefore l 
mutt give you counſel how to govern yourſ-if;* the dean 
thanked Him, and then he proceeded, * My joy dean Tho- 
mas I am informed that you preach the Epiille and goſpe! 
every ſunday to your people, and that you take not your 
dacs from them, which is very prejudicial to the church 
men; and therefore my joy dean Thomas, I would have 
you take your ducs, or elle its too much to preach every 
Sanday; for by fo doing, you make the people think that 
we ſhould do fo alſo; lis enough for you when you find a 
good cpiſtie or goſpel, to ſer forth and preach the liberty 
of the holy church; and let the reſt alone.” 

Thomas anſwered, My lord. | preſume none of my 
pariſhoners complain for my not taking my dues; and where 
as you lay it is too much to preach every Sunday, I think 
it is too little, and wiſh that your lordſhip would do the

When Sieur Galatee returned, he was overjoyed, as 
well for the proſperous ſucceſs of his iations, as for 
the great hopes of a profound peace, 


ſmooth promiſcs of his majeſty,

Quiceliausand Kiacgilfus, kings of the welt Saxons, en- 
vying and hating Ed ſuborned a cut. throat privily to 


murder him, who watching his opportunity when the 
king had but a few with him, ran at him with an enve- 
nomed ſword, but one of his ſervants ſuddenly ſiepped 
between the king and the thruſt, and fo received the 
fword thorow his own body. the king alſo being fome- 
what wounded by the fword's point: the murderer being 
a conſeſſod by whom he was ſet; and the 
king lay long ſick of the poiſoned wound before he was 
healed: but when he was almoſt well, he raiſed a great 
hoſt to go againſt the weſt Saxon kings, who had fo baſely 
dought hisdeſtruttion, withal, promiſing unto Jeſus Chriſt, 
rhat if he obtained the victory, he would preſently be 
baptized + and whereas his wife was brought to bed of a 
daughter at that time, he cauſed it to be baptized, toge- 
ther with twelve more of his family. Then went he forth 
"gainſt his cnemics, and thorow the power of Chriſt, ob- 
tained a great and glorious victory, vanquiſuing and put 
— — flight, and fo returned home with 
honour and great joy; yet did the pomp and glory of the 
world ſo dazle his eyes, that he had little mind to perform 
his vow of being baptized, only ke heard Paulinus preach, 


and gave. over his idolatrcus ſervices, but he told him, that | pr 


he could not ſuddenly forſake the religion of his forefathers, 
nor be baptized but upon mature deliberation, and good 
advice of his council. 

About the ſame time Boniface biſhop of Rome ſent to 
him and his queen ſome preſents, and hortatory letters to 
forſake his idolatry, and to embrace the Chriſtian faith; 
yet neither would this prevail with him, infomuch as Pau- 
linus ſecing how he was hardened, and would not be per 
ſuaded to be baptized, he poured out his prayers inceſſant- 
ly before God for his converſion : after which the former 


viſion ſhewed to Edwin, was revealed to him; whereup- 
on Paulinus coming to the king at a fit ſeaſon, layed his 
hand on his head. aſking him, if he knew that token. The

Afterwards Oſwald the ſccond fon of Ethelfride, ſuc- 
ceeded in the northern kingdom, which when Cedwalla 
bad notice of, he with king Penda raiſcd a mighty hoſt, 
thinking to (lay Oſwald as he had defore lain Edwin; buy 
Oſwald hearing the approach of his numerous enemies, 
betook himſelf to prayer unto God who is the giver of 
victory, beſecchiug him meekly to ſhew his power in pro- 
tecting and faving his own people from the power of their 
enraged enemicz: after which, ' joining battle with Ced- 
walla, and Penda, though their army far cxceeded his for 
number, yet through God's mercy, he obtained a great 
and glorious viflory over them, Cedwalla himtelf being 
Mia in the fight. 

Much is ſpoken of this Oſwald by way of commendation 
for his fervent zcal in the Chriſtian religion, for his mercy 
and charity to the poor, and for his other rare virtnes : 
and for the further propagation of the goſpel amongſt his 
people, he ſeat into Scotland for a godly biſhop and famons 
preacher called Aldanus: and the king being well acquaint. 
ed with the Scotiſh language, Aidanus prezching in the 
Scotiſh tongue to the Saxons, the king bimſelt ioweprered 
it, not diſdainiog to expound it to his nobles, and ſub- 
jects in their own language. His tender pity to the poor 
was ſo great, that bring upon an caller day at dinner with 
Aidanus, and ſerved in filver, one of the ſervitors telling 
him that there were a great number of poor fitting in the 
ſtreet, defiriog an alms of the king: ke cauſed the meat 
for him{clf to be f.nt unto them, raking a filver 
dich alſo that flood before him, and breaking it in pieces 
be diftributed it amongſt them: Aidanus ſering this, and 
wondriog, at it, he took him by the fund, praying to God 
that that hand which was the inftrument of ſuch 
might never rot, which as ſome authors ſay came to paſs, 
Alſo by the mcans of this Oſwald, Kinigilſus king of the 
Welt Saxons was converted to the faith of Chriſt, eſpeti - 
ally by the godly labours of Berinus, ſent over by the bi- 
ſhop of Rome to preach to the Engliſh. After which 
Berinus, through God's grace, converted and baptized 

inus, brother to Kinigilſus, who was king in Dar-

thoſe parts by his bloodſhed and cruelty he ſubdued the 
people, and cauſed the nobles and rulers to {wear fealty 
to him: Then did he paſs the river Treat, ſubduing aud 
conquering ali before him, and forcing the people to give 
tim pledges, whom he ent priſouers to his navy, under 
the cuſtody of his fon Caautus. Then did he march into 
Mercia, killiog and flaying all the way as be went: He 
took alſo Oxford and Wincheſter : Then did he march to. 
wards London, but hcaring tkat the king was there, he 
turned into Kent, and beficged Canterbury, which he at 
laſt took by treachery, plundering the inhabitants, and at- 
terwards fetting the city on fire. They tiched the monks, 
ſlaying oige by crucl torments, and only kerpiag the icoth 
alive, whom yet they kept in miſcrabie Nlavery. In all,

King Edward ia the thirteenth year of his

King Edward had fome pur- 
poſe: of making this Edgar his heir, but fearing the incon 
ttancy of the Engliſh, and the pride and malice of Har old, 
earl Goodwin's fon; he ſent folema ambaſſadors to his 
conſin William duke of Normandy, aſſigning him to be 
his lawful heir, and ſucceſſor to this crown, 

After this, Harold as he was croſſing the ſeas, was 
driven into Normandy, where he ſwore to duke William, 
that after the death of king Edward, he would keep this 
land for his bchoof, according to the will of king Edward, 
and at his return, Harold relates this to the king, who 
was pleaſed with it. This vertuous and bleſſed king Ed- 
ward, having reigned almoſt twenty four years died. He 
enacted many excellent laws in his life-time, collecting 
moſt of them out of all the laws made by his predeceſſors. 
They were ſo juſt, equal, and profitable for the public 
good ; that afterwards the people would endure to be go- 
verned by none other.

: he wrote alſo againſt the pope s power and trmporal 
dominion, for which he was perſecuted, and baniſhed by 
Langton archbiſhop of Canterbury and died in exile. 

Anno Chrefti 1210. Guolter Maxes archd-acon of Ox- 
ford, a famous and learned man, having been »t Rome, 
where he ſaw the pride and ambition of the pope, at his 
return, preached vehemently agaia(t it, and wrote a book 
called the Revelation of the Ramiſh Grtiah; and divers 
others againſt the wickedneſs of the clergy, againſt the 
pope, and court of Rome, &c. For which he was much 
hated, and perſecuted, 

Anno Chrifti 1255. Sebald, archbiſhop of York, ear- 
neſtly contended againſt the tyranny of the Romiſh court : 
he faid, that the pope was permitted by God for the great 
hurt of many : he wrote to the pope to abſtain from his 
accuſtomed tyranny. and to follow the humility of his 
holy predeceſſors, and after Peter's example to feed the 
flock, not to piil, waſte, and deſtroy them: the pope 
contemned his counſel, and perſecuted them for it. 

Ann 1260. William Strengham, doctor of divinity, 
wrote for the ſuſſiciency of the holy ſcriptures, as only 
neceſſary for falvatiun. 

Anno Chrfti 1270. Roger Bacon, f: flow of Merton col- 
lege in Oxford, a tamous divine, ſpake freely againſt the 
antichriltian errors of his times, ſo that pope Nicholas 
the IV. condemned his doftrine, and impriſcacd him. 

Anno 1290. John Scotus of Merton college, a great 
ſchool· man, called doctor Subtilis, preached againti the 
abuſe of the keys, and that tranſubſtantiation could nei - 
ther be proved by ſcripture, nor good reaton. 

Anno Chrifli 1320. John Baronthorp, doctor, and pu- 
blic reader of divinity in Oxford, called doctor Reſolutus, 
taught againſt the pope ; affirmed his power to be ſubor- 
deceits and impoſtures of antichriſt. 

Anno Chrifti 1326. Nicholas Lyran, a divige of Oxford,

Alſo the fame year Mr. Nicholas, a canon of Ely, waz 
forccd to endure three whippings about the cloitter of the 
cathedral church ia Norwich, and was afterwards kept in 
priſon, for turning his fac: from the high altar, and re- 
proving thoſe that did reverence to the ſacrament. 

Anne Chriſti 1431. Thomas Bagly, a miniſter, being 
a valiant diſciple of Chrilt, and adhering to the doctrin e 
of Wicliſfe, was condemaed at London by the biſhops, 
degraded and burnt in Smithfield. 

Anno Chrifti 1439. One Richard White or Wichie, 2 
miniſler, was apprchended and examioed, and when he 
would not be Crawa from his opinions, he was condemned 
to be burnt at the tower hill for hereſy: at the place of ex- 
ccution he ſore: old that the poſteru o the rower ſthoni4 
ſink. which ſnartly after came to paſs, and fo in the flames

He was of a mcck and gentle diſpoſition, 2 
lover of the commonwealth, a ſuppor icr of the poor com- 
mons, wile, diſcreet, fladions, a lover of religion, a friend 
to virtue, and an enemy to pride, eſpecially in the clergy, 
which made him to be much hated of them, and in the cad 
brought him to an immature death. His learning was rare 
and memorable, and his diſcrect wiſdom uo leis cxampl3- 
ry, whereof take this inſtance . the king in his minority, 
being under the government of this good duke, was to ga 
to St. Alban's, againſt which time a beggar with his wite, 
were ſuborned to come thither by the biſhops, where he 
begged up and down fire or fix days before the king's com- 
ing, ſaying, that ke was born blind, and never faw in all 
his life, and that he was waracd in a dream to come from 
Barwick, where he had always lived, to St. Albanc, from 
whom he ſhould receive his fight ; but having been at his 
ſhrine he yet remained blind, and therefore he would go 
and ſeck him at ſome other place. But when the king was 
come, and the town full of his retinue, this blind beggar 
going again to the faiat's ſhrine, had his fight reſtored to 
Rim: this miracle was much obſcrved by the popiſh cer - 

gy, and a ts deum ſoltmoly ſung, and nothing was talked 
of ia the town but this miracle: duke Humphrey hearing 
of it, ſent for the beggar, and ſhewed himſelf joytul for 
the recovery of his ſight, exhorted the man to humility, 
and to thankfulneſs to God for reſtoring his light, &c. aud 
then looking upon his eyes, aſked him it he had never ſecn 
any thing in his liſe before? The and his wite

calm for the ſpace of twenty five years: but God's jodg 
men's followed all the contrivers and actors of this mur - 
d:r: The queen, who thought hereby to preſerve the ho- 
uger of her huſbacd, and her own ſtare, on the coatrary 
lott her huſband, and he loft his kingdom, and the king 
dom loft Anjou, Normandy, Aquitaine, and all they held 
in France, except Calais: The year after the cardinal, the 
chief contriver of the duk -s martyrdom, was ſtrickan by 
God with an incurable diſeaſe, who hearing that ke muſt 
needs dic, murmured and grudged exceedingly, that hav- 
wy ſo much riches he muſt yet leave all, ſaying, That if 
the wholc realm would purchaſe his life, he was able eicher 
by his policy to get it, or by his money to buy it: 
* therefore, faith he, Fie, will not death be bribed ? will 
moucy do nathing ?* Kc. The duke of Suffolk alſo did 
uot long cſcape unpuniſhed ; for in 2 parliament he was 
accuſed as a traitor tothe kingdom, a murderer of the duke 
of Gloceſler, and robber of the king's 5 ny for which 
the king at laſt was forced to baniſh him for five years, 
thinking that iu that ſpace the pcoples hatred of him would 
be allaycd: the duke took ſhipping ia Suffolk, intending 
to po into France, but being preſently encountered by a 
a man of war belonging to the tower, was taken and car- 
ricd into Dover Road, where on a fide of a ſhip boat one 
{truck off his head, anno 1450. and thus God ſuffered not 
the innocent blood of that good duke of Gloc. ſler to go 
unpuuiſhed. 

Not long before the duke's death, he had complaired to 
the king his nephew, of ſundry injuries which the cardi- 
nal of Wincheſlcr had done, not only to him, but to the 
king and whole kingdom, which he put into writing in 
twenty four articles, and preſented them to the king; 
king Henry committed the examination hereof to his coun» 
cil, who (being for the moſt part clergy-men,) the buſi- 
neſs was ſhuffled up, andthe duke catrapped, as we heard 
before: Allo to aggravate his affliftion, they accuſed his 
religious dutchefs, the lady Elinor Cobham of witchcraft 
and treaſon, as if to advance her buſband to the crown; 
e had practiced by forcerery and inchantment to deſtroy 
the king's perſon: And hereupon they enjoined her in a 
[liſgraceful manner to go through Cheapſide with a Taper 
in her hand, and to do pcnnance in three publick places of 
th: city, and afterwards to be comirred to perpetual impri- 
ſonmcent in the Ille of Man, under the cuſtody of Sir John 
Stanley knight. 

Nuring the life time of the duke of Cloceſler, there was 
one Rainold Peacock, who publickly in the univerſities diſ- 
pated apaialt Anoats, Peter pence, and other the juriſdic- 
tions of the ſce of Rome, freely declaring his judgment a- 
bout the fame, and was protected therein by the faid 
duke; but after the duke's death he was perſecuted by the 
prelates and their inftruments. He was a very learned 
man, traullated much of the ſcriptures into Englith, and 
wrote many books: the duke made him firft his 
then bi*op of St. Aſaph, and afterwards biſhop of Chi- 
cheſter: the arch biſhop ſummoned him to appear before 
him; when he came, the arch-biſhop with divers other bi 
thops, laboured by all means either to reduce him or def- 
troy him; many terrible menaces and threatnings they 
gave him, many fair and flattering promiſes they made to 
him, ſo that at the laſt they drew a recantation from bim; 
yet afterwards, thro' God's mercy, he recovered and re- 
pented of his recautation, for which he was cat into prif- 

and at length was condemned for an heretic, 


to be burat : the ſheriff b. ing a d.avitable man took bi 
home to his houſe, labour ing much with kim to recant hig 
herefies, and thereby to deliver himſelf from death: Huff 
anſwered that for his religion he was at a paſs, and acither 
could, nor would recant the fame, but deſucd the ſhrrif 
to give him ſome mcat, for that he was fore an hungry: 
the ſheriff commanded meat to be brought him, wher: of 
he did cat heartily, faying to the ſtanders by, I eat now 
a good and competent dinner, for I ſhall pafs a little & 
ſhower ere I come to ſupper:* When he had dined he 
gave thanks, and required that he might forthwith be led 
to the place of execution, where ia the flames he meckly 
reſigned up his ſpirit unto Cod. 

Anno Chriſti 1494. There was one Joane Boughten wi- 
dow mother to the |:4y Young, being «bout eighty years 
old, that was accuſed fer hereſy in ho'diag many of Wick. 
liff's opinions : ſhe was fo Nout, and « conſtant defender 
of the truth, that all the doQtors ia London could not tua 
her from one of her opinions, and when thæy told her thut 
ſhe ſhould be burnt for her cbitiaacy, and hereſy, the (ct 
light by all their threats, and when the was in the flames 
ſhe cried unto God to receive her foul into his holy hands, 
and fo quietly yielded up the gho?. 

Anno Chriſti 1493. There was a godly man, and fith- 
ful martyr of Chrilt burnt in Norfolk called Bubram : and 
the year after another old godly can was burat in 
$mithi-1d. 

Ans Chriſti 1506. There was one William Tiliworth 
convented before doctor Smith biſhop of Linco!n, by whom 
he was condemacd for harcſy, and burnt in the town of 
Amerſham : at his burning his only daughter, a faithful 
woman, and married to one Clark, was compelled with 
her own hands to ſet fire to her dear father: and at the 
ſame time John Clark her hu!b2nd with many others did 

bearing fagots, many others were burnt in the 
cheek with an hot iron, bearing the marks of cur Lad Je- 
ſus Chriſt about with them. 

Preſemly after there was one father Roberts, a mul ner 
of Miſſenden, burnt at Buckingham for the teſtimony of 
the truth: at the time of whaſe burning, above rweaty 
perſons were compeiicd to bear fogots, and to do pen- 
ance. 


About two years after Thomas Bernard, an huſband- 
man and James Melton, a labourcr, were both burnt at our 
fire far the truth at Amerſham. | 

Anno Chriſti 1 506. There was alſo in Amerſham one 
Thomas Chaſe, = man of a godly, honeſt, and ſober be- 
haviour, and one that could not abide idolatry, and fuper- 
ftition : for which being by ſome wicked men, 
he was brought before the biſtop at Woodbatne, who 
propounded many queſtions to him, which he intermixcd 
with many taunts, jcers, aud reproxches ; Chaſe anſwered 
him ſtoutly d<frading the wrath, aud oppoling idolatry for 
which he was by the biſhop put into his priſon called, The 
little eaſe: there he lay cruelly bound is chains, jives, and 
manacles, and almoſt pired with hunger. The biſhop 
alſo ſent his chaplains often to him with checks, taunu, 
rebukes, and threateninge, floutings, and mockiagg, all 
which the godly martyr Lore with inviacible patience, and 
conſtancy, remembring often that of his Saviour : * Blet- 
led are they that ſuffer perſecution for righteouſneſs fake, 
for theirs is the kingdom of heaven.” When the biſhop 
ſaw that by his cruelty he could prevail nothing 2g2iaft him, 
but that rather he was more fervent, and zcalous in — 
fendiag the truth, and that he paticntiy bore all his wick · 
edneſa; he conſulted privily to put him to dcath for fear 
of an u amongſt the people, and accordiugly ſh cd 
after he cauſed him to be cruelly ſlrangled, and preſſi d to 
death in the priſon, who called moſt beartily upcn God 
to receive his Spirit: the biſhop cauſing it io de bruited 
abroad that he had himie lf in priſon. 

Arno Chriſti 1 597- was one Thom: Norris, who 
for the profeſſion of the goſpel was condemned by the bi- 
ſhop and burat at Norwich: not long after there was i 
Saliſbury, one Laurence Gueſt, who for eng ing the (= 
crament of the altar, &c. was conveni d butore the bil: op:

on of his faith even to the end, tho” he was put to his trial 
in the conſiſtory, and urged to abjure, which he utterly 
"refuſed, and in diſputation put them to great ſhame. And 
being aſked for what intent he brought thoſe books into 
the realm, he anfwered: To the iatent that the goſpel of 
Chriſt might be and God the more glorificd a- 
mongſt Chriſtians; confefſing further that he had fold, 
and diſperſed many of theſe books to ſur dry pcrſons in the 
kingdom, and to divers in the dioceſs of London. At laſt 
they proceeded to his ſentence, at which time he boldly 
ſaid unto them: * The life of you of the ſpirituality is fo 


: evil, that ye be the heretics; and ye do not only live evil- 


ly your lues, but maintain the like in others: Ye allo 
Hinder that it may be known how men ought to live,” &c. 
Then was he condemned for an heretic, and degraded, and 
ſo delivered over to the ſccular power. When the biſhop 
of London bad degraded him; he ſmote him ſo hard on 
his breaſt with his croſiers flaff, that he ſtruck him down 
backwards ig a ſwoon, and broke his head; But when 
he came to himſelf again, he praiſed Gon that he was de- 
livered from the malignant church of antichriſt, and that 
he was came into the true church of Ius us Cunts T, mi- 
litagt here on carth, and truſted anon to be in heaven with 
Jzsus CurisT, and the church triamphant for ever : 
and fo by the ſheriffs he was carrried to Newgatz, where 
he continucd about an hour in prayer, and fo went to the 
fire with a joyful, and conragious heart: much cruclty 
was ſhewetl in his burning, for that for lack of fire he 
continued {lf an hour alive: and when his left arm was 
burat, he rubbed it with his right hand, and it fell from 
his body: he continued in prayer to the end without movi 

About the lame time John Tewkſbury, leatherſeller of 
London was convented before Cuthbert Tonſtal biſhop of 
London, and acruſcd for having Tindal's Teſtament, and 
the Bible written, and ſome other good books: before 
them he made 2 confeſſion of his faith, yet at laſt

Mr. James B ham, whoſ: father was a knight in Clo. 
ceſler ſhite, was crrefully educated by his parents both in 
learning, and religion, fo that he was well filled both in 
the Latin, 2nd Grezk tongues : atterwards he applied im 
ſelf to the ludy of the law : he was of a virtuous diſpog, 
ticn, and godly converſation: much addicted unto prayer, 
and a diligent reader of the holy ſcriptures : a great main.

very merciful to his clients, ready to give counicl to wi. 
dows, fatherleſs, aud afflicted without money. or reward: 
at aſt he was ſuſpected, and cumplained of to $ 
Thomas Moore then chancellor of England, and 
being by a warrant from him arreſted in the mid 
de temple, he was - carried before him to Chelſey, 
where he continued a Irce priſoner for a While: Sir Tho. 
mas M ore in the mean time labouring both by frown, 
and flattery to withdraw him from the truth; but wha 
that prevailcd not, he cauſed him to be bound and whip 
at a tree in his garden, and then feat him to the tower: 
and after a while, Sir Thomas Moore being preſe ot, be 
cauſ-d him to be cruelly rack'd till he was lamed, becank 
he would not accule his acquaintance of the temple, nar 
diſcover where his books lay: then was bis wife impriſos 
cd, and his confiſcated.

began to read his defiaitive ſentence, but ſtopped ia th: 
midſt faxing, that he wouid reſerve the reſt till he ſa a his 
time; and ſo ſent him back to And five days at- 
ter he was again ſcat for into the canſiſtory. aud the cha- 
cellor again demanded of him, whether he would yet ab- 
jure, and ſubmit hiwſcif ? Bainham was contented, and

The life of Dr. Barnes. 


OCTOR Barnes after he came from the uni 

of Lovain, went to Cambridge, where he was clec. 
ted prior of the Auguſline fryars. At this time the know. 
lege of good letters was fcarcclycntred into the univerſity; 
whereupon doctot Barnes began to read in his own honle, 
Terence Plantus, and Cicero, fo that by his great pains 
and indultry, he cauſed the houſe to flourith with learui 
and divers began to be eminent for their ſcholarſhip, 2 

t whom was Mr. Coverdal. After this foundation 
laid, he began openly to read upon Paul's cpiſlles, and that 
he might advance Chriſt, and his holy word, he turned 
their unlavom y problems, and former fruitleſs diſputati- 
ons to better ſubjccts about the holy ſcriptures, whereby 
ne ſhort ſpace he made many goud divincs: the fame or. 
der he alio obſerved when be diſpuied in the aviverſiry 
ichools. Thus by his reading, diſputations, and 
ing be became tzmous and mighty in the fcriptarcs, al- 
ways prevc ing «gant biſhops, aud kypecrites, yet fow 
dot tun remainders of idolatry which himſelf praftifed, till 
good Mr. Bilcey, and fume others converted him w 
unto Chriſt. Then preaching publicly in Cambridge, he 
was accuſed of herety by two fellows of King's hail. This 
itrred up fore godly, and lea ned men ot Pembrook hall, 
and other colieg:-s often to meet together at an houſe in the 
towu, which in deriſion was by their adverfarics called 
Germany. 

Doctor Barnes his adverſarĩes accuſed him in the te- 
gent-houſe; and articles being put in agaialt him, he pro- 
miſed to return an anlwer to them, which accordingly he 
did at the next convocation : then did doctor Nottaris

ing, which be, haviag aotice of from a friend. privily 
made an cicape, and getting on a beggar's cloaths, he went 
to London; and fo by Antwerp, and from thence he tra

This was all that was done the firſt day; for by this 
time was the whole body of the univerſity gathercd toge- 
ther, who knoched at the docrs, and faid that they would

and therefore theie few pcrſcas ſhould not take upon them 
only, and prirately to hcar and determine ſuch cauſes; 
and when the vice chænccllor could not fatisfg them, he 
faid, we mult for the preſeat give cover this matter, for 
the nniverfity is in a tumult, and fo we departed, 

But two or three days after, I was called into Clare hall 
to the vice chancellor's chamber, wherewcre allo the afore- 
faid;dofors gathered 2gainſt me there did they intreat me 
with flattering words to ſubmit to maſter vice chanccllor's 
counſel, whereupon I required to be indiffereatly heard 
by him, together with my adverſaries, and then if I had 
foid any thing agniuſt the truth, I would ſubmit : they re- 
plied, that it was for my good that he did fit in judg- 
ment, for if witneſſes ſuould come in againſt me (as cer - 
mainly they wonid) I were a loſt man: to which I antwer+ 
ed, that fach muſt needs be falſe witneſſes, for ma 
learned men heard my ſermon, who would certainly t- nip 
the truth: they replicd, that if three came in againfl me, 
twenty three would not help me, fer that was the law, 
c. Alter they had a white coofurred together privatcly, 
the vice chancellor came to me, and told me thai un his 
conſcience they were all friends, and intended to fave duth 
my name and fame, which yet they could not do, «xc: pt 
[ followed their counſel : after a while upon their much 
urging, I faid, right worſhipful maſters, I trufl ye be 41 
my friends, and have ſo much charity in you, as that you 
will not caſt me away cxcæpt you find me obſtinare, which 
I truſt you ſhall not do. For I rever intend: d to ſay any 
thing againſt Chriſt's truth; yet ſecing the law is ſo dan- 
gerous as you have ſhewed me, I had rather put myſelf 


upon your charity, than to ſtand to the danger of it: and 


therefore to theſe articics, I thus anſwer, that here are 
many words and ſeatences which I did ſpeak, and there- 
fore I fubmit myſelf to you, intrcating your favour not to 
take me in the worſt ſenſe : then after they had given me 
my oath to ſtand to their judgment, the vice chancellor, as 
he ſaid, abſoived me ab excommunicatione juris. 

But herein they dealt treacherouſly; for unknown to 
me they had a notary that wrote down all theſe paſſages;

the vice chancellor, drew up a recantati-

Alſo one Mr. Barber, maſter 
of arts in Oxford, a godly, and learned man, that diſputed 
ftoutly, and accurately againſt the doctrine of trauſubſtan 
tiation through the iniquity of the times was at lat 
brought to a recantation, after which he never proſpered, 
but wore away with gricf and ſorrow till he dicd. 

Anno Chriſti 1544. There was in London one Robert 
Teltwood, who was famons for his fill in muſic. where- 
upon the muſicians in Windſor college, de ſired doctor 
Sampſon their Dean, that he might Have a place amongſt 
them; but ſome of the canons hearing that Teſtwood 
ſmelled of the new learning. (as they called it) oppoſed 
his coming: yet at laſt, through the importunity of th 
former, a place being void, he was ſcar for, and after font 
or five days trial, his voice and (kill were fo liked, that he 
was ſettled amongſt them, and was in eſteem both 
with the dean, and canons a good while : bat when they 
perceived by his diſcourſe at their tables that he was a 
Lutheran, they began to miſlike him, and one day being 
at dinner with d»Qtor Rawſon, there was one Mr. Ely 
preſent, who took occaſion to rail againſt lay men for ſlu- 
dying of the ſcriptures: Tcltwood couſd not bear it, but 
replicd tat he thought it no hurt for them to ſtudy, aud 
know the ſcriptures: and after, falling into farther dif 
courſe about the fapremacy of the popes Teſtwood in his 
heat of argning affirmed that every king in his own domi 
nion ought to be the head of the church vader Chrilt : 
thi: fo net ed Ely that he flung from the table; and 
though Te ſtwodod aſſayed to pacity him, yct he could not 
prevail. E:y labouring to ince uſe all ih houſe againſt him : 
but whilit he was ſecking to deſtroy Teſtwood, the act of 
parliament came forth to aboliſh the ſupremacy of the 
pope, and to mak» the king head of the church, by which 
mcaus Teſtwood tor the preſent eſcape d. 

But not long atter, Teſtwood walking in the church, 
and ſec ing the pilgrims come by flocks trom Devonthire, 
and Cornwal with candles and images to offer to king 
Henry of Windfor, his ſpirit was moved at that great ido- 
latry, whcrenpon he went to them, and in a gentle man- 
ner exhorted them to leave that falſe worſhipping cf dumb 
creatures, an4 learn to worſhip the true, and everliving 
God aright, ſhewing them how God plagued his people 
for going a whoring after ſuch flocks, and ſboncs, and 
would pl1gne them, and their poſteritics if they would not 
leave it: this, through God's mercy, prevailed ſo far with 
fome of them, that they (iid the would never go on pil- 
grimage more. Then going further, he ſaw another com 
pany licking, and kiſſing a white lady of alabaſter that 
ſtood bebind the high altar, wiping their hands upon it, 
and then ſtroking their own heads and faces, which lo tir 
red up his 2 al. that with a key which he had in his hand 
he ſiroke off a piece of the image's noſe, ſaying, © Se good 
people, what it is, nothing but a piece of carth that can- 
not help itſ If, how then will yor have it help you ? For 
God's take be no more thus deluded, and fo he went home 
to his houſe * 

The rumour hereof preſently was ſpread abroad, and 
many came to ſee it, and amongſt the reſt, one Symonds 
a lawyer, who tccing the noſe on the took it up, 
pn Re ods, Sod noſe to Teſt- 


Many were greatly offended with Teſtwood, the canons 
for his ſpcaking againſt their profit, the wax chandlers fur 
indring their market, &c. Yea ſome of the canons meu 
threatened to kill him: hereupon Teſtwood ke pt his houſe, 
minding to ſend a relation of the whole buſineſs to the 
lord Cromwel, his eſpecial friend. The canons hearing 
of his intent, ſent their verger to him to requeſt him 
to come to church, but he refuſed in of 
danger: then did they fend for a juſtice of peace, 
being come, and hearing the matter, was 
to meddle with it: but at the canon's requeſt, 
went to Tefiwood, and upon his faithful Pn 
ſecurity, he prevailed with him to go church : 
one of the nn men drew his dagger at Te{lwood 
the juſtice of peace ſecured him: and after debate in 
chapter houſe the buſineſs was fo pacified, 
might quietly come, and go to church as formerly. 
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After a while upon rclique ſundzy (as they called jy 
wherein every one was to carry a relique in proc ſſiot. 
Teſtwood. amongſt others had Becket's Rochet prefſi. red 
him, but ke puſhcd it from bim, faying, It they gwe it 
him, he would wipe his tail with it: ſome other jelts he 
put upon them, which much them. 

Doctor Sampſon, the dean, bring dead. and one Mr. 
Fraccklen fuccecdiag him, one of the c2nons in defpite of 
Teſtwood. and his ſect, ſet upa paper on the church door 
ia commendation of our lady. aſcribing to her, rede mpii. 
on, juſtification, ſalvation, &c. Teliwood ſec ing this pa- 
per, plucked it down : the next morning ſuch another waz 
ſet up, and Teſtwood comiag a little before the dean, 
plucked it down again: whueupon the dean aſked him, 
how he durlt be fo bold to pluck it down in his preſence ? 
Teſtwood anſwered, that he marvcll. d mach more that he 
would ſuffer ſuch a blaſphemous paper to be fer up, ad. 
ding, that he would juttify what he had done. This bold. 
nels ſo oſfend d them all, that they faid he was an heretic, 
and would roſt a fagot one day for this jeer. Let not. 
withſtanding all the thieats of his enemies he lived in 
peace, till afrer the death of lord Cromwel, and till Wins 
cheſter had fo far in ſinuated into the king's affeftions, that 
he wholly ruled the roſt; at which time Teſtwood being 
ſick in bed, was f-tched our, and ct into prilon, toge- 
ther with Antony Pa ſon, John Marbeck, and Henry Fil- 
mer, and after a while they were all brought forth to judg 
neut before doctor Capon, biſhop of Saliſbury, and ſome 
others: Voeltwond's indie ment was, for that when the 
pri ſt lifted up the facramrnt, he ſaid ; What, wiit thou 
lift it up fo high ? what, yet higher? take heed that thou 
let him not fall: as alſo for that at fuch times he uſed to 
look don on his book, or another way, that he might 
not fee the ſacrament : whereupen he faid, I beſcech you, 
my lord, whereon did he look that marked me fo well? 
Mary, quoth the king's attorney, he could not be better 
occupied than to mark fuch heretics that fo deſpiſed the 
bleſſed facrament. 

The jury that went upon theſe men was packed for the 
purp»ſc, and therefore quickly bronght ia th. ir verdict 
that they were all guilty. Then the priſoners being carried 
away, prepared th: mſelves to dic on the morrow, comfort- 
ing ove another in the death, and paſſion of their Maſler 
Chriſt, who had led the way before them, truſting that the 
fame Lord who had enabled them to fuffer fo far for his 
ſake, would not now withdraw his fireogth from them, 
bur enable them with ſicdiaſfl faith, and power to over- 
com” thoſe firry torments through his free mercy, ard 
goon. is; and fo they ſpcnt the greateſt part of the night 
in prayer, both for themſelves and their perſecutors, who 
through blind zcal had done they knew not what; yea 
ſuch heaven!y talk was ame ogſt them that night, that they 
which watched them, whereof the ſheriff was one, with 
dive re gem more, were conſtrained ro ſhed 
plenty of tears; in the morning came a pardon for Mar- 
beck 

When the other three were to go to execution. Antho® 
ny Perſon ſe ing many people in the priſon, faid the 
Lord's prayer, and fo taking their leave ot Marbeck, praif- 
ing God for his dcliverance, and praying for his increaſe 
in godlin- fs, they defired his hearty prayers, kiſſed him, 
and fo went out of the priſon. As they paſſed through 
the ſheets they defircd all the faithful to pray for them, 
to ſtand faſt in the truth of the goſp:1, and not to be mor- 
ed at their afflitions, it being the happieſt thing that cvet 
befcl them. When they came to the place of exccution, 
which was under Wiadfor caſtle, Perſon with a chearful 
countenance embraced the (take, and kiffing it, faid, * Now 
welcome minc own {weet wife. for this day ſhalt thou, and 
I be marri d together, in the love and peace of God.

: then they beſeeching his grace of pardon, told him 

ialy that in all their lives they never fart on a matter 
which went ſo much againſt their conſciences, as did the 
death of Perſon, Teſtwood, and Filmer, delivering to him 
a pitiful tale of the caſting away of theſe three men: the 
king turning his horſe head, rode away ſaying, * Alas poor 
innocents: after which be withdrew his favour from the 
biſhop of Wincheſter, cauſing doctor London and Sim 
moods to be apprehended and examined before the coun- 
cil, where it was proved to their faces that they were both 
perjured. and there npon they were adjudged to ri de about 
Windſor, with their faces towards the horſe tail, and to 
ſtand upon the pillory, at Windior, Reading. and New 
berry, with papers on their head for accuſing the afore- 
faid martyrs faiſely, and for pci jury: This was written 
by John Marbec, that ſhould have been one of them. 

About the ſame time there was one Adam Damlip, for- 
meriy chaplain to Fiſher, biſhop of Rocheſter, after whoſe 
d:ath he travelled through France, Germany, and Italy, 
in which journey he conterrcd with many learned men a- 
bout the controverſies in religion, and at the laſt he went 
to Rome, where he thought to find much ſtrictneſs in life, 
and ſincerity in religion, but inſtead thereof he met with 
ſuch blaſphemiug of God, contempt of the truth of Chriſt 
looſcneſs in life, and ſuch abundance of all 2bominations, 
and filthineſs, that in his heart ke abhorred to ſlay there 
any longer, though he was much ſolicited thereto by car- 
diael Pool, who offered him good preferment. lu his re- 
turn homeward he came to Calais, and waiting there for 
paſſ.ge into England, he fell into acquaintance, and con- 
ference with ſome honeſt men, who tindiog him l:arncd, 
and well affected to the truth, earneſtly ſolicited him to 
flay there a while, and to preach two or three days, that 
he might do good to the people, and refreſh himſelf after 
his tedious travels. This he conſented to, if he might 
have the licence of thoſe in authority therenato. Hereup 
on theſe hooelt men brought him to the lord Liſle, the 
king's deputy for the town, and marches of Calais, ac 
quainting him what conference had paſſi d betwer u them: 
which known, the lord Liſle inflamtly deſired him to lay 
there, and to prezch three or four days or longer at his 
pleaſure, promiting that he ſhould hare both his own. and 
the commiſſirics liceuce to authorize him therein After 
he had pre iched three or four times, he was fo liked both 
for his learain;;, utterance, and ſincere docti ine. that he 
had not only the approbation of the common pc ape. and 
foldiers. but the lord deputy, and moſt of the council gave 
im proſe and thenks for the fame. The lord deputy al- 
—— ad kim his table in his houſe. if he pleaſed to (tay 

accept of it, and to accommodate him with hate 
he lacked, if it could be had tor moacy, either for books, 
or any other things, if ke would ſtay and preach to them 
ſs long as it ſhould ſeem to him: maſter Damlip 
heartily thanked his lordihip for his kind and liberal offer ; 
but refuſed io accept the fame, only defiring him to 
2ppoint him ſome quiet place in the town, RAIN 
have the opportunity of applying himſelf to his ſiudics 
without diſturbance, promiling that he would twice every 
day preach uato them, according to that talent which God 
bad lent him. 

The lord deputy much rejoiced hereat, and ſending for 
an doncſt man (William Stevens) requeſted him to receive 
maſter Damlip into his houte, promiling to pay him with 
the molt whatever he ſhould demand, as alſo to fend him 
every meal one of the beſt diſhes from his own meſs. Maſ 
ter Damlin deſired his lordſhip to torbear that kindneſs, 
King him that a ſpare diet was moſt convenient for ſlu- 
deats : yet this noble lord would not be refirai bur 
that very mcal he ſcut it. Thus for the ſpace of above 
wwenty days together he preached every morning learuedly. 
plainly, and hotils about the ſacrament of the Lord's ſup- 
per, inveighing againſt, and contuting the popiſh errors 
about it: his Opinions he confirmed by ſcripture, and an- 
vent fatl:cxs : cxhorting the people to turn from popery,

declaring what a zealous papiſt he had been, and how God 
wrought upon him by ſt cing the ahominable wick<dneſs 
which was univerſally practiſed in Rome, ſhewing, that if 
gain or ambition could have prevailed with him, he might 
have becn entertained by cardinal Pool: but durſt not do 
it out of conſcience, being convinced of the truth by the 
holy ſcriptures; his auditory cncrealing daily, he was for- 
ced to preach in a larger place. And at laſt he ſpoke a- 
geioſt the picture of the reſurrection, which was in fiat 
Nicolas church, ſhewing that it was but a deluſion ſet up 
by the French before Calais was Engliſh, vhereupon there 
came a commiſſion from the king to the lord deputy, and 
ſome other commiſſioners to f arch he ther there were 
three hoſts lying upon a marble ſtone be ſprinkſed with 
blood, as was commonly belicy:d. Upon ferrch no ſuch 
thing was found, but three white counters irſtcad there of, 
which they had painted like hoſts, and with them a bone 
that is in a ſheep's tail, which the next day maſter Damlip 
ſhewed to the people out of the pulpit, and by the lord 
deputy were (ent unto the kiing 

The devil envying the progreſs of the goſpel, ſlirred up 
the prior of the Whiic - Friers, to bark again maſter Dam- 
lip. and privately to write letters againſt him to the clergy 
in England, fo that a while after he was ſent for to ap- 
pear before the arch biſhop of Canterbury: there he met 
with Gardiner biſhop of Wincheſter, and ſome others, be- 
fore theſe he conſtantly affirmed, and defended the doc- 
trine that he had taught, anſwering and cuntuting all their 
obj: tions, fo that his adverſaries marvelkd at it inſo- 
much as ſome of them faid plainly, that the feriprures 
knew no ſuch term as trauſubitantiation, yer did Win- 
cheſter threaten him with fire, and faggor, if he perſever= 
ed in defence of what he had ſpoken : maſter Damlip an- 
ſwered, that the n:xt day he would deliver to them in 
writing, what he had affirmed, and what he would 
ſtand to: that night doctor Cranmer {cot him word 
that if he appeared any more, he could not eſcape 
burning, whereupon the next day he fent them four 
ſheets learnedly written in Latin, containing a confeſ- 
fion of tis faith, t-g ther wth a defence of his opimicn 
by teſlimonies of icripinre, ancient fathers, &c. And 
then ſtept aſide into the weſt country. and there lived ob- 
ſcurcly whilſt God's people in Calais ſuff-red great perſe · 
cution : for the king being informed that there was great 
diſſenſion in Calais by reaſon of diverſity of opinions which 
might endanger the Joſs of it, at the motion of the lord 
Cromwell he ſent over two y and learned dit ĩnes, who 
in cffe& preach. d the ſame deftrive that Damlip had done, 
ind ſo quieied the people, that they left the town in peace. 
Afrer their departure one William Smith, miniſter ot one 
of the churches, began to preach, and carneſtly to invrigh 
againſt papiſtry, exhorting men obedicntly to hear the 
word, and no to ſe or contrmn the fame. 
Some of the council perſwaded him that fe ſhould not be 
ſo violent, but to wait with patience till God ſhould 
change their hearts, &c. To whom he aniwered in the 
pulpit: ſome faith he, adviſe me that I ſhovid not be fo 
carneſi againſt the contemoers of God's word, &c. But 
ler all ſuch take heed ; for I frar that God for their con- 
temning of his word will not long bear with them, but 
make ſome of them that they ſhall not have an head lefr 
upon their ſhoulders to bear up their caps withal z which 
atrerwards alto came to paſs. 

Thus malier Smith continued in the diligent employ- 
ment of his talent, ill the devil raifed vp ſome of his in- 
ſtruments to perfecute him, and other godly Chriſlians 
which were all {cnt over into England: they wrote letters 
'0 the privy council, ſuggeſling. that by the means of 
Damlip they were inſecied with horrible heteſies, and cr- 
rors : of theſe perſons thus accuſed, Themas Brook Ralph 
Hare, James Cock, and James Barber were firſt ſent for 
over, and committed to priſon at Weſtminſter, afterwards 
they were brought before the bi : grievous letters 
wcre written againſt them trom Calais, by their adverſa- 
rics, fo that if God had not mightily preſerved them, they 
had all certainly periſhcd.

There was about the fame time a popith prieſt called 
Nightiagal, parſon of Crondal, near Canterbury. who 
boaſted in the pulpit, that he had been with cardinal Poole, 
who had made him as clean from his fins, as he was at 
the Foatſtone ; boaſting alſo of the popez's bull that was 
come into Eogland. But whilſt the words were in his 
mouth, he f.

In the fame month, John Alcock, « godly man dicd in 
priſon, and was buried in the ficids : alſo letters were feat 
to the ſheriff of Kear, to ipprehend Thomas Woodgate, 
Williaw Mainard, and one Harwich, for preaching up and 
down that country. 
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George Mirth, born at Deane in Lancaſhire, was well

t he utteriy abhorred all kinds of hereſy, defiring all 
the people preſent to berr witneſs thereof; profeſſing that 
but the truth, which had been eftabli- 
ſhed in king Edward's days, ia which pure religion, and 
doctrine, he would by Gc2's grace, ftand, live, and dic. 
Then the biſhop to read the definitive ſentence : but 
ſtopping in the midit, he aſked him if he would have the 
queen's mercy in time?

aud people, called hard upon him to cant and fave his

Thea the biſhop ſiuiſhed his ſentence of condemnatica ; 
after which he faid, * Now I will no more pray for thee 
than I will pray for a dog; yet ſud Mr. Marſh, I will 
pray for your lordſhip, and ſo he was delivered to the ſhe- 
riff; of the city of Cheſter, who impriſoned him cloſely, 
ſo that he bad no relicf, or comfort from any world!y 
creature, only ſome few citizens in the evening at a hole 
in the wall would call to him, and aſk him how he did? 
To whom he ulcd to anſwer very chearfully, that he did 
well, and thanked Gd moſt highly, that he vouckſafed of 
his mercy, to appoint him to be a witneſs of his truth, and 
to ſuffer for the fame, wherein he did moſt rejoice, be- 
ſecching him to give him grace not to faint under the croſs, 
but paticntiy ro beat the fame to his glory and comfort of 
his chu ch. When the time came that he ſhould fuffer, 
the ſheriff;, accompanicd with many billmen, fetched him 
out of the dungeon; all the way he went with a book in 
his hand, whercon he looked, ſo that- the people faid, 
This man goeth not to his death as a thief, or as one: 
that deſerveth to die: at the place of execution, one 
ſhewed him a pardon, if he would recant; hereupon Mr. 
Marth faid, that he would gladly accept the ſame, but ſee- 
ing it tended to pluck him from God, he would not accept 
of it upon that condition : then he began to exhort the 
people to ſtick to Chriſt; whereupon one of the eriffs 
laid, George Marſh, we muſt have no ſer moning here: 
then kner led be down, and made his prayers, and fo ſtrip- 
ping himſclf to bis ſhirt, he was faſtened to the flake: the 
fire being unſkilfully made. and the wind driving the flame 
to and fro, te ſuffered much cxtremity in his death, which 
yet he abode very patientiy.

being made biſhop by king Edward the VI. according to 
this book, there was obtruded upon him by other bithops, 
a rochet, and a bithop's robe; this man being l arned. and 
having becn long brought up in Germany. becauſe he re- 
fuſed thoſe proud things that are admired by fools, was 
caſt into priſon; and at length, being overcome by their 
importunity, he was compelled to his ſhame, to give 
place to their impudency, to the common grief and ſorrow 
of all godly minds. 

But happily you will ſay, whercfore ſpeak we of theſe 
things which appertain not to us? Yea verily, we think it 
concerns you much, fur if theſe men, armed with your 
authority, thall do what they liſt, this evil in time (hall be 
eſtabliſhed by you, neither (hall there be any end of this 
controverſy in England. But if it ſhall pleaſe your honours 
to moderate between us, that this whole matter may be 
referred to thoſe five men above mentioned, not we alone 
that are preſent, but all poſterity ; yea of whole Engliſh 
nation, and all good men, to the perpetual memory of 
your names, ſhall be bound unto you for this great bence- 
fit.

He wrote alſo commenra 
ries upon Iſaiah in thirty tomes ; upon Ezckicl twenty five 
tomes ; upon the Canticles in ten books, &c. 

Whilſt Origia executed his paſtoral office at Cæſarea 
which was after he had left Alexandria) many flocked to 


him five years, profited fo much in the holy ſcripture. that 
they were ordain*d biſhops in Pontus. And now Origin 
being above ſixty years old, and much worn and walled 
by reaſon of his inceſſant fludies and painful exerciſes, at 
length permitted that thoſe things which he had publicly 
preached and diſputed of, ſhould, by his notaries, he copied 
he would not ſuffer to be done.

The Life C RIAN, who die Anno Chriſti 259, 


p YPRIAN was an African, born in the aucient city of 


Carthage, and b:iog educated in the ſtudy of the li- 
No un. 7. 
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beral arts, he profited ſo much therein, that whileft he 
was young, he was choſen profeſſor of Rhetorick. Vet 
was he at firſt a Gentile, and idolator, looſe ud profane 
in his practiſe, and u uch addicted to the fudy of magical 
arts: but it pleaſed God, who had choſen him to a veſſel 
of mercy for his own glory, to convert him by the means 
and minittry of Cecilius, a godly P: c(byter of CartFage, 
(who'e name he ever afterwards bore ;) and by the occali- 
G0 
onas : 

Immediately upon this conver ſion, he diſtributed all his 
goods amongſt the poor: and the Carthaginians perceiving 
in him a very great zcal and ardour for the propagation of 


. | the Chriſtian r: ligion, they prevailed with him to be or- 


dained a preſbyter, in which office he ſo worthily demean- 
ed himſelf, that not long after he was made the biſhup of 
the charch of ; and th rein gave an <xcellent (x- 
ample of modeity, humility, charity, greatneis of mind and 
fidelity. His modeſty appeared in that, in all great and 
weighty buſineſſes, he would never determine or aft any 
thing of himſelf, bat by the common conſcat and advi_c of 
his preſbyters, yea he, many times called in the kelp and 
affiltance of the whole church; his homility appeared in 
that he was never tenacious, nor wiltul in his own judg- 
ment. bat what was wholſomly adviied and count I} d by 
his brethren and coll agucs, that he willingly aſſ a1ed to. 
His charity was notably ſech, in that he did ao! or), come 
mend the care of the poor to his preſbyters; but himſclt 
allo, according to his ability, was alwav- forward in mini- 
ſtring to them The greatneſs of his mind apprared in this 
ſpeech of his, Si qui funt &c. If there be any, faith he, 
that think to adio themſclvcs to the church. not by their 
prayers, but by their threats; not by their humiliation 
and fatisfaftion when they have ſcandaliz: d the bie hren, 
but by their great words and menaces : let all ſuch know, 
that the church of the Lord will oppoſe them, and bat 
the teats of Chriſt will prove immovable, and not tobe con- 
quered by them. His fidelity will notably appear by his e- 
pillles, whercin hc excclicarly comforts the afflicted te- 
calls ſuch as were fallen or commends the care of them to 
other biihops of the church, vigorouſly oppoſeth the here- 
tics and ſchiſmatics. Neither was he only a ſpectator of the 
martyrdom of others; but ſuffered himſelf to be proſcribed, 
yea choſe death rather then to betray the trura of th: goſ- 
pel, or to approve of the leaſt detection to the impious 
worſkip of the gentiles. 

By theſe means his fame increaſed fo exceedingly, that 
he was not ſo much the biſhup of Carthage, as of all A- 
frick, yea of Spain, the Eaſt, Weſt an Northern church- 
es. Yea, he was judged the father of all chriftiaas. 

And to the further ſetting forth (to the praiſ of God's 
grace) of his glorious vertues wherewith he was exdued, 
appearing as well in his own works, 43 deſcribed by other 
worthy writers: he was court-ous and gentle, loving aud 
full of paticace, and there withal ſevere and impurtia in 
his office. Furthermore he was moſt uff. bie and kind to- 
wards his brethren, and took much pains in helping and 
relieving the martyrs : yea, he wrote letters to the elders 
ind deacons of his biſhoprick, that with all fiudy and 
endeavour they ſhould gently entertain, and do all the ot 
fices of love that pollibly they could do to the martyrs in 
his abieuce. He was very pradcat and circumipe ct: of a 
marvellous [iberal diſpoſition towards the brethren that lcd 
for refuge from other countries ; and fo often as he had 
cauſe of abſcnce ; he commintcd the care of thoſe poor men 
io his fellow officers, writing to them that of th ir own 
proper goods they ſhould help their baniihed brethren to 
that which was n:cr{ſary for them. 

He had allo great ſkill ia the fore knowh ge of future e- 
vents. He wis of ſo communicative a Giipotition, that he 
concealed nothing which he knew, but with meckneſs and 
willingneſs uttered it to others. He maintaiacd Eccleſiaſ- 
tical peace and concord with thole that diff.r. d from him 
in ſmaller matters. Laſily, he neither circumvented, nor 
did prejudice to any man; but did that which always 
ſe:med good in his judgment. He much addicted himiclt 
to reading ; and would let no day paſs whercin he read 
not ſame part of Tertullian's works, and when he called 
for him, he uſed to fay, Da magiſtrum, Give me my mal- 
cr.

Tell me, Euſcbius, Was thou not in 
iſon with me in the time of perſecution ? and I truly 
one of my eyes for the truth ſake, but thou haſt no- 
thing mutilated in thy body, veither didſi thou give any 
teſtimony for thy conſeſſi on; thou liveſt and haſt had no 
member cut off. How gateſt thou out of priſon, but be- 
cnuſe thou cither madeſt a promiſe of ſubmiſſion to our 
perſccutors, or elſe didſt that which was abominable? Eu- 
ſebirs hearing theſe things, grew into great choller, and 
diſſolved rhe aſſembly, faying, If you come hither, and 
now ſpeak ſuch things againſt us, ſurely your accuſcrs 
ſpeak nothing but the truth. For if you go about to ex 
erciſe a tyranny here, much more will you do it in your 
own country.” 

There is much conteſt amongſt dic ines both ancient 
and moderu what Euſcbins faith was about the perſon of 
the Son of God: fome charge him with arianiſm for de- 
nying the deity of Chriſt, But Athanaſius faith, that he 
r:canted it in the Niczzae council, Euſtathius of Antioch 
accuſed him for inuovating the Niczne Creed, when as 
bimſe!f profeſſed that he reſted ſatisſicd therewith, Hicrom 
nameth him for an open defender of the Arian impiety. On 
the contrary Socrates, out of Euſebius his writings, en- 
deavours to vindicate him from that charge. 

Learned Scultetus thus reconciles them, Arins (faith he) 
denied two things: the eternity of the San of God, and 
his co-equality with the Father. Euſcbius doth every 
where profeſs the eternity of Chriſt : but his co equality 
he never ſeriouſly believed. 

He uſed to fay, * That Moſes wrote the old law in dead 
tables of ſtone; but Chtiſt did write the pertct docu- 
ments of the New Teſtament in living fouls :* he flouriſh- 
d under Conſtantiaus M1gnus and Conſtaatins, 

His eccleſtaſlical hiſtory is well known, beſides which 
he wrote ſome other books, as Libra Preparationis Evan- 
gelicæ 1 5. Libri demonflrationis cvangelicæ decem, aud ſome 
others which are loſt, 


The Life Lacraxrius, who flouriſhed Anno Chilli 
308, 


UCIUS C:zlins was an Ttalian by birth, and from his 

country Firmia was called Firm:ianus, & a lafteo di 

cendi genere was called Lafantius ; he ſomerime lived at 

Rome, where he was ſcholar to Arnobius, under whom 

he profited exceedingly, and became fo famous for his elo 
quence, that he far ſurpaſſed his maſter rhereio. 

Wimpheliogus contends to hare him a German by birth, 
and faith, that there is till this day a famous family of the 
Firmiani in Germany, who boaſt themſclves to be the pro 
g<ny of LiQtantius. 

Haviag perfefted his ſtudies at Rome, he went into By 
thinia, where he taught oratory under the reign of Dio- 
clefian and Conſtantine ; and when he ſaw the Chriſtian 
religion to want ſome eloquent defenders of it, he took 
pen in hand, and beſides divers other writings which are 
periſhed, he wrote his ſeven bocks of Inſtitutions againſt 
the Gentiles ; a book de ira Dei, of the anger of God: 
and another of God's workmanſhip ; alſo an epitome of 
the divine inſtitutions. Other things that are fathered up- 
on him are ſpurious, faith the learned Scultetus. 

About the ninetcenth year of Diocleſiau, there was an 
horrible perſecution ruiſed againſt the church of Chriſt, 
wherein the Chrifliaa churches were demoliſhed, the fa 
cred fcriptures, and other godly books were burat, the 
Chriſtians themſelves were dragged to moſt inhamaa tor 
tures and tortmcnts ; yea, where any were found that con 
fluntly adhered unto Chriſt, they were cruelly martyrcd - 
yet it picaled God to hide Lactantius ia this great ſlor m, 
though he retaĩned his piety, fearing ao torm ats, but re- 
tol ved both in life and death to cleave cloſe untu Chiiſt. 

He dedicated moſt of his works to Conſtantius Magans. 
Hierom faith of him, Lactautius uaſi quidam fluviur Tul 
Rane elequentie : Lactantius flowed with eloquence. yea, 
was as abounding as Tully himſelf, &c. In his old age, 
_ for his rareparts, he wos appointed tutor to Criſpus, Con 
ſtantine's fon : he was ſo far from fccking after riches, 
that he dicd very poor.

The Life of Aruanasrus, who died Anno Chriſli 3; 


THAN AS was born ia Alexandria. and by the 

care of his pareats was brought up in all forts of 
learning both human and divine; being 2 boy, upon a ſo- 
lemn feſtival day, be was playing among(t other boys, who 
would needs imitate the church in her ſacred offices, and 
for that end they choſe Athanaſius for the ir hip, who 
acted his part well, examiniog other boys about the Prig» 
ciples of rcligion to prepare them for baptiſm. It tall oat 
that whilſt they were at their ſport, came by Alexander. the 
biſhop of Alexandria, and obſerving the manner of ther 
palt time, he called them before him, cxamining every 
boy what part he had ated, thereb; gathering their dif 
poſitions for future employments : then did lie cauſe them 
all to be carefully educated ia good learging : but abow 
all he took a love to, and was <xc-:ding carcful of the e- 
ducation of Athanaſius, for his ingenuity, diligence, and 
towardlineſs ; and when he came to ripcucſ of years he 
made him deacon, and finding him a gimble, and good 
diſputant, be took him with him to the council of Nice, 
ſummoned by Conſtantin: the Great againit the Arians, ta 
aid and aſſi t him in his diſputations, which procnicd hin 
much hatred and trouble from the Atians, as aftcrwadk 
we ſhall hear, 

Alexander having by long familiarity with him, pained 
experience of his picty, parts and zcal ia defending the wth 
gainſt the heretics of thoſe times, when he liy upon Hi 
death bed, was directed by God to chaſe Athanatius for 
his ſucceſſor in his biſhoprick ; Wich Athanalins havieg 
intelligence of, hid himſelf, that he could not be tore, 
Yet did Alexander call for him, and wlien he came aa, 
being now near death, he faid, O Arbanatius, * Thu 
— 22 cauſt eſcape, yet ſhalt thou uot elcye 

is > 

After the death of Alexander he was ſearched out,. and 
made his ſucceſſor. This fo irritated the Arians (who had 
now crept into favour with the old cmpecor) that they 
ſought by all means to caſt him out of Alexandria, and 
for that end they accuſed him to the emperor as the 2uthar 
of much ſedition, and of many tumults in the church; 
they charged him with keeping many out of the churdh 
which deſired to return into the unity of it, by which 
means peace and concord was prevented: they proce» 
red many bĩſhops and preſbyters to atteſt the truth of thels 
things to the emperor, profeſſing themſelves to be ortho 
dox, aud accuſing Athanaſius and the biſhops thut adher 
ed to him, to be the authors of the mu ders, bonds, ww 
juſt ſtripes, wounds, and burnings in the church: Ah 
naſius on the contrary wrote to the emperor, that tholt 
Ariaus were the authors of unlawful ordinations, and d 
innovating the decrees of the council of Nice, „ corrupt 
ing the faith, of ſeditions, and of preſecuting the or:hodox 
with unjuſt contumelics aud reproaches. The good of 
emperor in thele various informations, knew not wi:om (9 
believe: but the Arians being abour him, havicy his et 
at command, they procur-4 thc emperor to write h Ai 
naſius, to require him to prohibite none from entriny v 
the church, and that if ke ſhould do otherwiſe, tc thr 
ened to drive him out of Alexandria, and to pen nt 
biſhop in his room. Hereupon Athanaſius wrote back t. 
the emperor, labouring to conviace him, that the Aria 
ought not to be admitted to communicate with the cath* 
lic church. Euſcbius (one of the chicfelt of the': r 
perceiving that he could not this way prevail agaialt Arb 
naſius. intended ſecretly to make him away. but nt fas 
ing how to eſſect it, he ſpake with the Mictians t= 
heretics) promiſing, that if they would accuſæ Athinalich 
to the emperor. ke would fo far prevail with him 20d 128 
other great perfons about him, that their cue ould ® 
heard ; hereupon they put in a charge again'? At 14824%5 
that he had impoſed a tribute of linen — upon N: 
Egyptians, affirming that he had alſo gathered the fume 
But it pleaſed God that by chance there were prese

of Thrace ſhould h put to death, and Arians were placed 
in all theſe biſhops rooms. 

But ir pleaſ-d God that Athanaſius was made privy to 
theſc blood decrees of the emperor ; whereupon he fled 
from Al-xandria, and eſcaped the danger. This the Ari 
ans, r: joiced t. and grievouſly traduced him for it ; which 
Athena ſius hearing of, apologized for himſelf, making a 
relation of the horrible praGiles commited at Alexangria 
by Georgius the Arian, 

There came (fith he) to Alexindria certain perſons 
that ſought us out to execution: the ſoldiers una wares be 
ſet the church, and inſt-2d of devort ſerving of God, took 
in hand their bloody twords, Georgius alſo join.d with 
them: then were the virgios haled, and clapt up into pri 
for : the biſhops were bound, and led away by bands of 
ſoldiers : the fatherleſa ard widows were diſpoſſeſſed of 
their houſes : whole families were rificd : the true Chri- 
Nians were violentiy trailed and lugged out of their habi- 
mtions : their doors were nailed up: the clergy mens 
brethren were in great danger for their brethrens ſake : 
theſe things were very grit vous, but that which followed 
was far worſe. The week after Whitſuntide, the people 
did faſt, and met in the church yard to pray, becauſc they 
abhorred the communion of Georgius: but when this 
paſſing lewd man h-ard of it, he ſtirred up agaioſt them 
one $-baſtian. a captain. who alſo was a manichee. He 
immediately with a great troop ot ſoldiers, all in armour, 
and with naked fwords in th ir hands, and bows and ar 
rows prepared. ran upon the prople as they were praying 
upon the Sabbath, aud fieding there but a few, (for the 
hour being paſt, the greater part was gone home) he com · 
mitted ſuch hainous acts as very well became his perſon. 
He ſet on fire 2 great company of faggots, he made the 
virgins and nigh tte burning flame to fcorch them:

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* Behold (faith Athanaſius) the lewd praftices of wick- 
ed perſons ; although they are privy to the haigous offen- 
ces committed againſt me, yet they are nothing aſhamed 
of them, but charge me with a foul ſpot, in their opi- 
nion, and blemiſh of iafamy, for eſcaping the hands of 
cut-throats and blood ſuckers ; yea, they beſhrew them 
ſelves that they diſpatehe q me not out of the way. More- 
over, that they may ſtain my credit and eſlimation. they 
fall to accuſe me of faint hear teduc ſs, and a timerous diſ- 
poſition ; being forgetful, that whilſt they blaze theſe 
things to my diſpraiſe, they cauſe the ſhame to light up- 
on their own pates. For, if it be a diſcredit to fly the 
hands of a tyrant, how much more for them to perſecuie 
® man to death? He that flycth ſceks means to fave his 
life ; but he that perſecuteth gocth about io procure ano- 
ther's death. 

* That we ſhould fly, in ſuch caſes, the ſeri dath 
warrant us; but in thirſling after the blood of cur bro- 
ther, the command is broken, and the author thereof is 
tound the chief cauſe of the flight. If they blame me 
for giving them the ip, they are worthy of far greater 
ſhame and reprchenſiou themſelves ; for let them ceaſe 
from perſecu ting, and threatening with death, and then 
will ceaſe from running away.

There was alſo a certain nobleman called Paſcentius, an 
Arian, by whoſe authority the tribute was enaftcd with 
much rigour, the Catholic faith was much oppoſed, 
and many godly miniſters were much moleſted and troub 
led; Augulline coming to Carthage where he was, pro- 
fcred to diſpute with him in the preſence of many noble- 
men : bat this heretic, though he accepted the challenge, 
would by no means ſuffer any thiug to be written which 
paſſed betwixt them; and his pretence was, left that 
which was written might be made uſe of againſt him to 
his prejudice becauſe of the law: hereupon Auguſtine con- 
ſented privately to diſpute with him without notaries ; 
yet withal, he foretold, that after the diſputation, every 
one would take liberty to make reports of things never ſpo-

life long can ſcarc: ly know and read over. And knowing 
the duty impoſed by St. Paul, 1 Cor. vi. t, &c. of endes. 
vouring to decide controverſies, he was very forward when, 
ſoc ver be was requeſted either by Chriſtians, or by meg 
of any other fc to comprowilſe and decide their conirorer- 
ics, with much patic n- and prudence hearing beth par. 
ties, that ſo he might paſs a righteous ſentence; and thit 
he _— more fully take cognizance of the cauſe, he 
uſed ime to ſpend a whole day faſling to hear the 
ſame, always taking advantage thereby to do what poſſe 
good he could to their fouls, like a good fieward preach- 
ing the word in ſcaſon, out of ſeaſon, exhorting, inflrat 
ing and reproving with all long ſeffering and doc r inc, e. 
deavouring to ioſſruct the ignorant, and to quicken thoſ 
that were remiſs in the way to heaven. Many letters be

Let being prevented by death he left ſome of his books 
mperfefted.

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danger of fouls, he poured forth prayers and tear* day and 
night. For he ſaw cities ſubverted, villages deſhruyed; 
the inhabitants being either (iv or driven away; church- 
es deſtitute of miniſters ; holy virgins defloured; (on: of 
them dying under tt.cir torments; fome flo with the 
ſword ; fome led into captivity, in danger of having their 
fouls intected with error and hereſy, and their bodies en- 
{lived under a cruel enemy. ; 

He faw the palms of thank(giving ceaſed in the congre- 
gations; the temples burn /; and the ſolt mn aſſi m- lie 3 to 
be given over; the ſacraments either not to be bought af - 
ter ; or none to diſpenſt them to thoſe that deſired them : 
and for thoſe which fled into mountains woods, deſarts, 
caves of the earth, or to any other plac-s of retuge ey 
were cither hunt d out and (lain, or periſhed with famine 
and drought. The biſhops and miniit rs of churches, 
(which had by the goudneſs of God) ſcapi d their bloody 
hands, being ipuiled of all things, went about bugging 
their bread. 

He icarce ſaw of all the innumerable churches of Africk, 
three remaining, v:z. Carthage, Hippo, ard Circe, which 
thro' God's mercy yet rem ned in ſome fatety : tho' aot 
long after his death Hippo bing forfaken of her iububit- 
ants. was burat by the enemy. Theſe things this puud 
man much be wailed ; and that ah ch much increatcd his 
lorrow was, that juſt gow the enemies were coming '9 
befiege Hippo, the goveraor whereot ua on: carl Buai- 
face. This ſiege laſted fourteen months, herein Auguſ- 
tine with his fellow biſhops that were fl d thither for re- 
fuge. aud his pre{byters, exerciſed themie'ves wr oliy in 
pray / vs and tears, intreating the Fath r of mcrcies to be 
my rcitul onto them. and io prelerve his chmch from the 
rage of the adverfaries. And dne day as th fat at dia- 
ner , Auguſtine faid to them; * You know bre- 
thren, that from the b»ginning of this ſi ge. my daily 
prayers have bet u, that God would either tree us from it, 
or give his ſervants patience and courage to undergo what 
he impoſeth, or to take me cut of this preſen evil world ; 
and | believe that God will anſwer my d: fire.” And in- 
deed accordingly in the third month of the fieg he fell 
ik of a fever which proved his laſt ſickneſs; ocither 
would God defraud his lervant ot th: fruit of his pray 8; 
and indeed he was ve ry powertul in prayers, fo that ſome- 
times he hath caſt out devils, and reflored ſick men to 
their health. |

by this gift rec:ived no ſmall conſolation to countcrpoile 
the ſorrow of his abſence. | 

Shortly after the Arians renewing their perſecution 
(which for a ſpace they had diſcontinued under a pretence 
of more moderation) biſhop Fauſlus wis conilraincd by 
frequent removes from one place to another to hide him- 
{-f, and Fulgentius had no better ſhift than to flee to ano 
ther little monaſtery governed by one Flix, who having 
ſufficiently heard of his learning and vertue, would have 
religued the goverament thereof to Fulgentivs ; but he 
conſtantly re fuſed it; yet at the great importunity of the 
brethren, he was enforced to take part of the government 
upon him : fo that theſe two holy men equal in their love 
to God and their neighbours, equal in vertve, and like in 
conditions, mutually governed the place, each fearful of 
offending the other; cach vigilantly attending the good of 
the ſocicty. But the perſecution growing more hot, they, 
together with their diſciples, were forerd to remove iato 
more remote and unknown parts of Africa; and at laſt 
ſenled in the territories of Sicca, where they exceedingly 
profited the people, and gained many fouls to Chriſt. 

But the old caemy of mankind envying their godly la 
bours, (lirred up an Arian prieſt called Fzliz, who, not 
far off, had corrupted many with his herctical opinions, 


and authority, but greater in malice, fearing left by the 
means of Fulgentius (whoſe learning now grew famous) 
many of his ſeduced diſciples ſhonld be reclaimed to the 
truth, he cauſed all the ways to be beſet by which theſe 
t vo fathers ulcd to go to infirudt the people ; and it pleaſ - 
ed God that as theſe two walked by the way, they fell into 
theſe watchmens hands, who preſently loaded them with 
irons, and carricd them to the Arian pricſt. Fælix when 
he ſaw that he was like to be apprehended, threw away 
ſome money into a buſh, which he happened to have about 
him for the brethrens ſuſtenance. The Arian prieſt when 
they came before him uſcd them very roughly, demanding, 
of them why they came out of their own country to ſub 
vert his Chriſtian hearers ? And as they were about to an 
ſwer, he would not hear them, but firſt commanded them 
to be ſcourged: whereupon Fælix requeſted that his bro 
ther Fulgcatius might be ſpared: for (faith he) he cannot 
endure the extremity of the torment, but in all likelihood 
will breath forth his innocent ſoul under your hands. But 


us ſhould be ſpared, who being of noble parentage was of 
u tender coaſtitution, and fo the blows with the ſlaves 
were the more prievous to him, whereupon he 
de ſired to be heard having ſomewhat to fay; and fo 
th ipes aud baſlinadoes being intermitred, he began 
his eloquent mouth to relate the cauſe of their 
thoſe parts, cauſing his very adverſarics to 
eloquence and flowing language.

Mor the Great was born in Rome : his father 
was a ſenator, by name Gordianus; his mother's 
name was Sylvia, a woman noble by birth, but both of 
them more noble for their piety. Our in his ten 
der years was carefully educated by his parcnts, being ia- 
{iraQted both in religion and literature; and as he grew in 
years, ſo heencrealed in learning, which he retained with a 
firm memory, whereby he was enabled afterwards to make 
good uſe of it for the profit and benefit of the church of 
God: having gone through the ſtudy of other arts, he 
ſpent two years in reading of Pythagora: ; but foding lit- 
ile fatisfaQtion therin, he at laſt with much diligence breath. 
ed alter more divine ſtudies ; and after his father's death, 
having more freedom in diſpoſing himſelf, and his eſtate, 
he gave all his riches towards the relief of the poor, and 
betook himſelf ta monaſtical life, firtt under Hillarion, and 
afterwards under Maximianus, who both of them were 
famous for their picty and learning. 

He was very abſtcmious in his diet, frequent in faſtiog 
and praycr, and fo ſtudious of the facred icriptures, that 
he could ſcarce find leiſure to cat his food till neceſũty 
urned him thcreunto: and indeed his abſtinence was fo 
great that he much impaired his health thereby: yet would 
he not give over bis employments, ſpendiag all his time ic 
prayer, reading, writing, or dictating to others. His ha- 
mility was very cxamplary; for though he came of noble 
parents, yet had he ſo little reſpect to his deſcent, that 


with tears he would often fay, * That all earthly glory | 


was miſerable, if the owner of it did not ſeek after the 
glory of God: He was very exact in ſpending his time, 
taying, that he was to give an account of it unto God; 
peirher was he leſs charitable to the ſouls of others; for on 
a time when many merchants were met to fell their como- 
dirics at Rome, it happened that Gregory paſſed by them, 
and ſaw many young boys with white bodies, fair faces, 
beautiful countenances and lovely hair ſet forth to fale, 
wherenpon going to the merchant, their owner, he afked 
him from what country he brought them? The merchant 
anſwered from Britain where the inhabitants were 
ly ſo beautiful: theh ſaid Gregory; Are they Chriſtians, 
or hcathens 7 h atheus replycd the other; whereupon 
Gregory deeply ſighing fad, Alus for grief ! that ſuch 
fair taccs ſhould be under the power of the prince of dark- 
n ia, and that ſuch beautitul bodies ſhould have their fouls 
void of the grace of God ;* Then did ke again aſk the 
merchant by what name that people were called?

ENER ABLE Bede an Ervpliſh Saxon was horn 
anno Chrifti 671, near the monaſtery of 3t Peter 
and Sr Paul in Wyriaunda His purent+ dying when he 
was but ſeven years old. he was bred np in that monaſte- 
ry, under two abbots Bennet and Ch ofride, men tamous 
in thoſe times for religion and learning: under whom ne 
was trained up, and from his child hood accuſtom d to 
virtue and piety. He proved very learned in philoſophy, 
aſtronomy, muſic, and poetry; in Greek rh» toric, arith- 
metic, and n iſtorv; but eſpecially he ws very ftudious of 
the holy ſcriptures. | 
Three things were familiar to him in his whole life: to 
pray, write, and preach He was made deacon at nine- 
tecn years old, and a pr: {byter at thirty: after which time 
he wholly devored himfelt to the medit»rion of the holy 
ſcriptures. H- was ſo famuns for learning and pi ty. that 
he was fent for io Rome by Pi pe S«1gius, to help to et- 
tle the churches peace: he was very modeſt never hunt- 
ug after pre fer ments, fo devout ip reading the (cr iprures, 
that he would ofren ſhed tears, and after he ended read- 
ing, he conclud: d with prayers.

By this plain anſwer, without daubing, Craumer beg. 
in the king's mind ſuch an opinion of his learning and bo 
neſty, that he cheered him up, telling him that thoſe as 
ticles were not ordained for his fake; and ſhewing tim 
what were the chief accuſations laid io agaiaſt him, whici. 
Cranmer knowing to be falſe, and forged by the cavy and 
malice of his popiſh adverſaries, intreatcd the king to ap- 
poiat inquiſitors, whereby the truth might be ſifted out; 
for, faith he, I am not afraid to undergo the hazard of a 
judgment. hs 

The king, truſting to his ingenuity, bade ſearch, 
and try out his own cauſe himſelf. But Cranmer replicd, 
that it would ſcem unequal to his adverfaries, that he 
ſhould be made cenſor of his own acts, and therefore ſtili 
deſired another judge. But the king ill affirmed, that 
he would make none otker the icquiſitor of his lite, hav- 
ing put ſo much truſt and confidence in him alone, know- 
ing that he would certainly and full; relate the truth, with - 
out a lie, of his own deeds, whether they were good or 
bad. After which words the king diſmiſſed him. 

Preſently after Dr Craumer ſent Dr Cox, his vicar gene- 
ral, and Mr Anthony Huſſcy, his fecretary, with ample 
commiſſion to ſearch out the plots which were contrived a 
gainit him by the papiſts of Canterbury, who ſpcat a month 
or two, and yet did little; being perſons that favoured 
the popclicgs. 

In the mean time his adverſaries at court urged much 
that he might be impriſoacd, and might then be examined 
of the hereſies laid to his charge; preſuming, that if once 
he were removed out of the king's fight, they might eaſily 


- | overwhelm him with feigned crimes, and fo work his de- 


ſiruftioa. And the king, being tired with their daily im- 
portuaities, granted, that if he was manifeſtly convinced 
of any crimes, either againſt church or ſlate, he ſhould 
be carried to priſon. 

Hereupon Gardiner and his aſſociates reſolved the next 
day to ſend him priſoner to the tower; and the king con- 
cealed his that he might ſee how far their malice 


would extend, and yet reſolved to ſecure him: For 
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not only oppoſe all piety and honeſty, hut threatened war 
to their own country. The chief of theſe was that Per- 
rinus before mentioned, who, wich his companions had 
brought themſelves into this condition, that they muſt 
needs uſe extremity ; for which end they appealed from 
the preſbyrery to the ſenate. The preſhytery, on the con- 
trary, pleaded their eccleſiaſtical conſtitutions, agreeable to 
the word of God, and ſettled by authority ; and therefore 
ey defired the ſ:nate, that their privileges might not b- 
iofrioged. The ſenate concluded, that the eccleſiaſtical 
laws, being eftabliſhed, ought not to be violated. But

The principal of the ſe war 
Sebaſtian Caſtalio, aud Lwlius Socinus, there in plcading 
their own cauſe: the former indeed more cio iy. and the 
latter more openly, as one that ſtudied to vindicate the 
clear authority of the ſcripture, in a certain preface, tothe 

g of the Holy Bible; and in his annorations u 
the firſt cpiitle of Paul to the Corinthians had endes 
ed to draw men from the written word of God, as aniss 
perfect rule, as if Paul had taught to fume of his dilcighs 
that were more p rect than the reſt, a certain more hib 
den divinity than that which he had committ d to writing 
Hereupon Mr Calvin n Chriffi 1554. fer forth a cops 


lubſcribed by all his colleagues : adding many reatons why, 
and how far a magiſtrate might proce: d in puniſhing ſuch 
an one 2s was lawfully ccuvicti d of hereſy. The 
ries on the contrary publiſhed a hp dy, co lefted panty 
out of the writings of the ancient ta: hers. which they per 
vertcd to their own ends, and partly out of the writings 
certain unknown fanatics, and under the name of Martin 
Bellius, which indeed was Caſtalio, though afterwards he 
toreſwore if, and falſifving alſo the name of the city, in 
which they falſely pretended that it was publiſhcd. 

To this book, (warming with meny errors and blaſphs 
mies; Mr. Bcza anſwered, thereby to free Mr. Calvin ron 
that labour, who was now buſy in writing his learned co 
mentaries upon Geneſis, and in divertiag other danger 
from the church: for the factious went on to innovate 
thiogs in the city, and though the amneſtic was again re 
newed before the ſenate upon the ſecond of February, yet 
they daily worſe and worſe, fo that Mr Calvin wt 
much buſied both in blaming and reproving them for then 
wickedneſs, and in endeavouring n the

The queen hearing of theſe proceedings, fearing what 

follow, reſolved to ſend ſome French bands to Stir- 

w- hinder their coming over the Forth; which the 
lords having intelligence of, privately in the night with 
great expedition poſſe ſſed themſelves of the town before 
the French came, wher-upon the queen and her party pre- 
featly left Edinburgh, and went to Dunbar. Thea did 
the proteſtants march to Edinburgh, where alſo the mo 
numents of idolatry were demoliſt.cd by the rude multi- 
de. Coming thither they wrote to the queen defiring 
that they might enjoy liberty of their conſciences ; That 
Jeſus Chriſt might be truly preached, and the ſacraments 
duly adminiſtered, and that ſcandalous and unable miniſters 
might be removed: but the retnraing no anſwer, the pro- 
teſlants returned home, the lords only ſtaying, who were 
now called, The lords of the congregation. 

In the mean time the Fench being informed hereof, 
and preſuming that they ſhould meet with no reſiſtance, 
haſtened to Edinburgh ; which the lords hearing, called 
upon God for afliſtznce in that ſtraĩt. It is true, they 
might have retired themſclves, but then they had expoſed 
the brethren of Edinburgh to danger. and therefore they 
rather reſolved to hazard the nttermolt cxtremity. 

The French firſt marched to Leith, and as the lords 
were advancing for thcir aſſiſtance, the tounſmen ſurren- 
dered the town io the French, without making any reſiſt- 
ace; wherenpeca the lords retreated to Cragingate, there 
to oppoſe the :nemy. 

Divers mcdiators paſſed to and fro in the mean time to 
hare ſettled peace, and at laſt ſuodry articles were agreed 
upon, and the duke of Caſticheraid, and the earl of Hunt · 
ley promiſed the lords, that if the queen brake any one of 
ler articles, they would forſake her party, and join with 
them. The ncxt day the lords left Edinburgh, and when 
it was jodg d dangerous for Mr Knox ſtill to abide mini- 
ler at Edinburgh, the brethren requeſted Mr John Wil 
lock to remain with them, to which he gladly aſſented, 
delring to make it appear, that he preferred the comfort 
of the brethren before his own life. 

Shortly atter open war brake forth between the queen 
regent, and the prote ſlauts; and the queen having more 
French forces, with money, and ordnance ſent her, the 
Scotiſh nobility were fain to ſend to queen Elizabeth for 
ad, and till it came, to retire themſclves towards the High- 
lads for their fafety.

And when the French had Qlripped the ſlain, and laid 
their naked bodies along their walls, the queen looking on 
them faid, Yoader are the faireſt tapeſtrics that ever mine 
eyes beheld; I would that the whole fields which are be- 
twixt Leith and this place were all ſlrewed with the fame 
ſtuff, But this joy laſted not long; for a fire kindling in 
Leith, many houſes, and much of their proviſion was con- 
ſumed thereby: whereupon the king of France ſent am- 
baſſadors to queen Elizabeth to conclude a peace, which was 
effected, and the Engliſh and French armics were drawn 
out of Scotland ; to the great joy of that nation, infomuch 
that thankſgivings for their great deliverance by the help 
of the Engliſh were inſerted into their liturgy. And pre- 
ſently after ſome commiſſioners of the Scottiſh nobility 
were appointed to ſettle miniſters in their places, by whom 
Mr Knox was ſettled at Edinburgh, where he preached 
many excellent ſermons. :

About the end of this lecture, arrived Madam de la Ta 
barriere, his davphter, ſ-nt by her huſband to viſit him, 
and render the laſt office s of her duty to him: he expreſſed 
much coatentment in ſecing ber, faying, that God had 
granted him that which he deſired; that ſhe made up 
a great part of his comfort, and had done him a great plea- 
ſure in coming. He enquired likewiſ- concerning ſome of 
her children, which ſhe had not brought with her; and 
gave her his ble ſſing: afterwards exhorting all his children 
io general, to the union and brotherly lore, that they 
might poſſ:ſs in peace the inheritance which he ſhould 
leave unto them, enjoining them in particular, not to go 
to |aw about it; which was promiſed unto him with gc at 
aſl verations, by his ſons in law, and daughters, and par 
ticularly by Madam de Fonrenay in the name of her huſ- 
band then abſent in Normandy ; which being done, full 
of contentment, he faid, That he was arrived at the h ight 
of comfort, ſince he died with the aſſurance of leaving peace 
amongſt his children. And as all retired themſelves to leave 
him in repoſe; how ſhould | ſl:ep faid he, there being 
ſo many good people near me? His daughters then return 
ing unto him, he took them by the hands, faying, That 
he would ſpeak unto them, and would have them to an- 
ſwer him; and then repeat / d unto them all the precet ding 
exhcrta-ions, tending to the fear of God, and to peace and 
mutnal coacord. 

Sometime after the miniſter diſcourſing unto him, That 
of all his enemies he had now none left to fear, not fin.

in particular, he ſeemed to take much delight in that dit 
courſe ; amongſt the reſt, as he ſpake unto him concerning 
fin, he ſaid, That irs power was the law, aboliſhed by 
Chriſt for ſuch as belicve in him; for death, that it was in 
deed to be fearcd of thoſe that are out of Chriſt, phobers 
taten belos, faid he in Greek. alluding to a paſſige in Ari 
ftorle's Ethicks, where death is fo called) but not to thoſe 
that die in the Lord, by whoſe croſs death was difarmed : as 
touching the world, the miniſter telling him that he knew 
well y his own experience, how little its temptations can 
prevail againſt ſuch as the Lord fortifies, his grace and 
mercy having alweys conſtantly accompanied him in all his 
ways, even to the preſent hour, which was an aſſured ſign 
of the faithfulneſs of his eternal love towards him. He an-

upon theſe words, We know that if our carthly houſe 
of this tabernacle be diſſolved, we have a building of Gal, 
a houſe not made with hands, eternal in the heavens.” And 
aſking him if he believed nor all theſe things; if in ths 
faith he were not aſſured to be made pattak«r of that ei- 
nal weight of glory, ſpoken of by the apoſtle; he anfuen 
ed, That he was entirely perſuaded of it by the demouſim- 
tion ef the holy ſpirit, more powerful, more clear, and more 
certain than all the de monſtrations ot Euclide, and f 
ing thoſe words, by the demonſtration of the holy ſpirit 
taken our of the 1 Cor ii.

would often go to the hop-yard or barn, where his buſi 
ne's lay, to talk and confer with him, and when he was 


ſome of the b.  morſe!'s from his own table, and ſerting 
him not far from him, that he might the better confer with 
him, which he continued to his dying day; fuch oth-r 
ſervants as he choſe to be ever about him at home, he 
made happy, by his taking opportuvitics to impart ſome 
wholeſome words of admonition and inflraftion to them, 
Kc. He never thought his table better furniſhed, than 
when he had ſome godly perſons to fit with him, or ſlaud 


pond red with the ſilt of hol ſome word :; and for other 
of his ſervants employed in huſbandry, and ſuch out ks 
he never ſuffered them to want ſuch enconr2gemen!s 2s 
might make them chearful in his, and God's fervic: : he 
wovld ſometimes go abroad to them, raiſe matter of ſpeech, 
and confe rt ncr from their callings, works, wages, &c. for 
their ioftruftion and cdification: and there were few of 
them but cxerciled themiclves unto godlineſs, praying in 
their courſes every night in the kitchen, when their ma 
ſter was gone to bed ſuch of his ſervants as were inclined 
to marriage, he provided well for rhem. 

The religious duties which he daily and dnly performed 
in his family, morning and evening, were theſe ; he role 
very ear!y every morning before any in his family, berwixt 
three and four o'clock in the fummer, end at five in the 
winter, and then fp-at an hour or two in private, before 
he rang the bell to awaken the reſt of his family; in his 
ſecret prayers, he uſed to make mention of every one in 
bie family, and eſpecially as their occaſions and ff ions 
required, and gave thanks for ſuch mercics, as cither he 
or they had received: then he meditated upon ſome 
of God's word or works, wherewith he ſeaſoned his mind 
in the mcrning; then he wrote out fair, part of ſome fer 


up, and met together, he, with his heart, and his hands 
lift up to heaven, ſpake in this manner, 

« Bl-(:d Lord God, and our moſt merciſul Father in 
Chriſt Jeſus. we thy poor children do humbly beſcech 
thee graciouſly to aſſiſt us by thy holy Spirit in this our 
morning excrciſe, that we may faithfully perform the ſame 
to thy pra ſe, and our comfort, and that for Chriſt his 
fake, our only Saviour and Redeemer : Amen. 

This ſet form of ſhort prayer he uſed morning and even- 
ing b fore his cxercile, to convince their ignorance, which 
deny the lawfulnefs of them; then he with his family ſvng 
a plalm, with which exerciſc he was much delighted and 

times ſo raviſhed therewith in his ſpirit, that his heart 
would even ſpring, and I ap in his body; yea, he was fo 
affected with praiſing of God; that he took the word Hal- 
lelujah for his motto, and utun}ly wrote it in the firſt page

niſum nt of the hearers, howl like a dog, mew like a a, 
roar like a bear, froth like a boar. When any prayed 
with bim. his paſſions were ſlrongeſt, and his rage ad 
viol- nce greateſt, ready to fly in th ir faces, and to how 
their voices by his ycellings and oatcries. If one cane 
near him with a Bible, though ouder his cloak, and de 
fo fecr: t, he would tun upon him, and uſe great violent 
to get it from him, and who he could get »way any, te 
rent them in picces; ſometimes he would lie along, # 
if he had been ſtark dead, his colour gone, and muah l 
wide open, that he would on a ſudd' n thruſt both his 
hands into it; and, notwithſlandidg his preat weakoeks 
he would le ap and ſkip from his bed to ihe window, fron 
the window to the table, ſo io bed 2gaia; and d 
with fuch agility as no tumbl.r could do the like.

That afternoon 4 congregation was appointed by them, 
ad the bell rang to it; when Dr Sands, coming out of 
the fields, ſeut for the beadles, aſking what the matter 
meant, r<quiring them to wait upon him to the ſchools, 
according to their duty, which they did, and Dr Sands 
wok the chair.

The firſt three weeks he was in a very bad priſon, at the 
end whereof he was removed to another, where was put 
to him Mr John Bradford. 

On the day of the queen's coronation his priſon door 
was left open, and there came to him one Mr Mitchell, a 
ſpecial find of his, and faid, Dr Sands, there is fuch a 
ſtir in the tower, that neither gates, doors, nor priſoners 
are looked after this day; therefore take my cloak, hat, 
and rapicr, and get you gone, fave yourſelf, and let me 
do as I may. The Dr refnſed this offer, ſaying, 1 know 
no juſt cauſe of my impriſonment, and if I ſhould do this 
I ſhould make myſelf guilty, I will expect God's good 
will; yet am I much bound to you for your love.

Dr Sands and Mr Bradford continued in priſon twenty- 
nine weeks, one Bowler, a perverſe papiſt, being their 
keeper 3 yet by their affable aud loving carriage and con- 
verſe, he began to miſlike popery, and to favour the goſ- 
pel; yea, he was fo far at laſt wrought upon, that on a 
Sabbath, when others went to maſs, he carried up to them

Yet at 
ht by importunity, he cxtorted from him, that if the 
queen would grant him his liberty he would not oppoſe it. 
Thin did Sir Thomas, by two ladies of hocour, prevail 
with the queen, that he ſhould have his liberty, if Win 
cheſter liked of it. Sir Thomas having this , waich- 
ed the biſhop's next going to the quren, and then again 
moved the buſineſs. He at laſt prevailed with them, and 
gat a warrant ſigned by them for his deliverance: yet 
Wincheſter afterwards commanded him not to releaſe him, 
till wo gentlemen ſhould give a thouſand pound bond for 
him not to depart the kingdom without licence Sir 
Thomas ſecing this, procured two gentlemen to be willing 
thus to be bound with him; and then ſending for Dr 
Sands, he imparted all the buſineſs to him; to whom Dr 
Sands faid, * 1 give God thanks who hath moved your 
hearts te be fo cireful of me; I think myſelf much bound 
to you for your love, which God will requite, and I will 
never prove ungrateful: but as | came a free man into pri- 
fon, fo I will not go out a bondman; for as I cannot be 
neſit my friends. fo neither wilt | hurt them: and if I be 
ſet at liberty I will not ſtay fix days in the realm, it I can 
get out. Therefore. if I may oor go free, ſend me back 
to priſon, where you ſhall be ſure of me. Sir 
Holcraft was much troubled at this anſwer ; yet, ſecing

bistime. Twice a day he prayed in his family; and after 
non he uſcd to call his ſervants together, and examined 
them of what they heard, and what they remembered. 
And beſides all theſe his public labours, he ſtudied very 
uad, riſing every day, both winter and ſummer, at four 
o dock in the morning. 

He was very emincat for his charity to the poor, where- 
of we have this notable example: In a time of ſcareity, 
when barley was at ten groats the buſhel, (which in thoſe 
Gays was an extraordinary price) he by bis prudence brought 
it to paſs, that the poor had it fold to them for four groats 
the buthel, of every huſband man in the town; and thus 
be eff.Qcd it: - 

There w*re about twenty plonph-holders in the town, 
al which he, by his holy perſuaſions drew to an agreement 
amongit themſ-lves, to hire a common , and there- 
a to lay up cora for the poor, ſome more, ſome leſs, eve» 
r7 mas according to his ability; ſo that ſome laid up one 
com, ſome a quarter, ſome three com, and Mr Green 
dan himſelf laid in five cooms, all which was delivered 
oat wo the poor at a groat a-peck. There was one day in 
the week appointed for all the poor to come 2nd be ſerved, 
u vhich time eve ry one received accordiug to their charge: 
where there were but two in a family. they reccived one 
beck a week, and ſo more according to that proportion ; 
only no one family had above three pecks a weck. 

He kept but two beaſts himſelf, that the poor might 
hare his ſtra'v ; and when other men ſold their ra for 
mo ſhillings the day's thre ſh, he ſold his for ten pence ; fo 
that io that dear time all the poor in the pariſh had deen 
vell nigh famiſhed, had it not been for his prudence and 
lderality ; which he alſo continued till the price of corn 

which was ſuddenly and extracrdinarly ; for that 
Urs which was ſold for a noble the buſhe], was within 


bigger then other mens, yet he would often charge h. 
man not to firike off all the corn. He uſed not to troub. 
himſelf with reckonings and accounts, but would ſometimes 
aſk his man when he came from the market, how he fold 
corn? and if it was dear, he would ſay, I pray God bricg 
down the the price of it; and if it was cheap, he would 
heartily bleſs God for it. Yea, his charity was not only 
extended to the poor of his own pariſh, but to others alſo; 
for if at any time he had ſeen a poor body at a diſtance 
from him as he rode abroad, he would ſend his man with 
money to him; and when at any time he rode by the caſtle 
at Cambridge, the priſoners wonld never aſk him for any 
thing, nor any one that was with him, for if ke had any 
money in his purſe, they were ſure to have part of it. By 
reaſon of his great liberality, thongh his living was worth 
a hundred pound fer annum, yet he uſually wanted money 
to get in his harvelſt,jſo that his wife (formerly Dr Bound's 
widow) was forced to borrow money to ſupply that want: 
yet was he fo well content with his preſent condition, that 
though he had proffers of livings worth three of that which 
— had, yet would he by no mcans be perſwaded to accept 
them. 

He was a great friend to, and promoter of peac: and con · 
cord amongſt his neighbours and acquaintance, inſomuc“ 
that if any had come to him who were at variance, he 
would either have made them friends himſelf, or if he could 
not prev2il, he would hate made nſe of other friends to 
- them together, thereby to prevent their going to 

w. 

When Martin Mar Prelate came firſt out, Mr Gren- 
ham being to preach at St Maries in cambridge, ſpake free- 
ly againſt that book, manifeſting his diſlike of the fame : 
for (ſaĩd he) the tendency of this book is to make fin ridicu- 
lons, whereas it ought to be made odious. 

On a time the biſhop of Ely ſ ut for him, to appear about 
his noncoaformity: at which time the biſhop told him 
that there was a great ſchiſm in the church, aſking him 
where the blame wns to be Jaid, whether upon the con- 
formiſts, or non conformiſis?

upon their ſcore. The biſhop was fo pleaſed with this 
anſwer, that he diſaſſed him in peace. |

About the year 1 50, his fame was fo ſpread through 
the reformed churches, that king James, then king of 
Scotland, ſent for him, proffering to make him profeſſar 
in the univerſity of St Andrews; whereof, twenty years 
after, upon king James's coming into England, Mr Cart- 
wright makes mention in his epiſile before his comment - 
ry upon Eccleſiaſtes, which he dedicated to king James, 
returning him hamble thanks for that royal favour.

Allo, about the ſame time, the Earl of Leiceſter pre- 
ferred him to be maſter of his hoſpital at Warwick, which 
place was worth to him about one hundred pounds per an- 
num, His employment was to pray with the poor men 
twice a day, to catcchiſe twice a-week, and to preach once 
on the Lord's day at the pariſh church. This place he 
willingly and thankfully accepted of, becauſe he was there- 
in exempted from the juriſdifion of the prelates. 

His carriage and deportment was ſuch, that there was 
not a noblewan or genticman of quality in all the country 
that looked heaven ward, cr was of any account for reli- 
gion and lcarning. but they fought to enjoy his company, 
and found much pltaſuſ e and content therein ; for his con- 
verſation was ſuch, that ſcarce a word came from his 
mouth that was not of ſome ule and concerument. 

He was of a very laborious and irdefatigable ſpirit; it

At Stanton Ward, not far from Newhall, as was before 
iatimated, his family {ill abude in the lintle houſe there 
built for him : where, while Mrs Redich abode ia thoſe 
parte, or when he had any lib« rty to get down from theſe 
parts, while ſhe was longer than uſually detained in or 2» 
bout the city; he went on conſtantly in his wonted 
curſe, teaching freely at Srapenvll every Lord's day, az 
fermerly he had done Only in the year 1617. coming 
down from London (upon hat occaſion, or through 
whoſe infligarion, is uncer tun) he was welcomed home 
by the biſhop's chincellor, with an inhibition to preach 
there, vill be herd further from him.

And nowithſtandiog all the means uſed, that either were 
defired, or could be procured ; ao care being omitted, or 
coſt ſpared, by that worthy gentle woman. who moſt ten- 
duly and iatirely aff cted him, for advice of phyſicians 
who. coaſtantly repuired to bim, aſſiſtance of apothecary, 
according to direction with all requiſite nect ſſaries ſupply- 
ing him, and diligrut attendance, as well of thoſe in the 
family, as of ſome others allo for that end procured from 
abrasd, without intermiſſion ſucce ſſively about him; even 
the geat': woman herſelf ( adviſed to forbear, in 
regard of ſome m ligrity dermcd to be in the diſeaſe) fre- 
him, aud with her 
own hands off. ring, for his bitter cafe, to be helpful un

diſpoſe of it, he ſhould make his choice of any other pre 
ferment that was more honourable and profitable for him ; 
but the doftor's end was to do good, not to get good; 
the king, to make him uſeleſs, and divide him from the 
puritans. The duke was more indifferent, who laboured 
in him to win and gratify the puritans, whoſe power in 
pirliament was very formidable; therefore, when nothing 
elſe would content him, be was confirmed lecturer at Tri- 
nity chucbh, the laſt preferment he ever had, where he 
preached ufter all his time, and did much good. 

The dnke had now obliged Dr Preſton, in the judgment 
and opinion of all the honeſt party, and much diſpleaſcd 
the prelatical; and he ſaw apparrcntiy that kiog James 
apfroved not his ſiding with them, yet he was more ex 

eis than ever in his affe*tions to him, and freeneſs with 
oy He had indecd a very happy and rare compoſure of 
ſ{weetreſ+ aud ſolidity, would play and dally with the king 
as if h. were a woman, and yet enquire, apprehend, and 
argue counſels and debates of ſtate, as it a Burleigh, or 2 
Walſiag am; ſaw clearly the affeftions of the king were 
fading, which the puritans (though never ſo much his 
fric nds) could not repair, and therefore eyed and adored 
the riling ſun who now was grown, and fit for marriage 
but no preparatives to find a conſurt for him. He knew 
the Sp1nith match wis but a colour, and a heaty dandled 
between Briſtol and king James, to fool the prince off, 
and (haut his cars agiinſt the French propofals. This he 
diſcovers to the prince, tells him, kings did not love an 
heir apparrent, how near ſoever; that the daughter of 
Spain was deſigned to a monaſtery, and kept for a reſerve 
unto the houſe of Auſtria; that in France there was a la. 
dy much before her: that if he pleaſed he would wait up- 
on him into Spain in a diiguiſe, and take the French court 
in their way, and fee that lady, and fo diſcover Briflol's, 
and his farher's juggling. The prince reſents, and hugs 
this overture. They tell king Emes; the car! of Briſtol, 
and the Spaniſh miniſters abuſed him, that it was time to 
bring that treaty to ſome concluſion ; defire they might go 
into Spain and play the out. 

The king ſaw who — with his heifer, fear 
ed, as he was apt to do, a check mate; yet for the pre 
ſ at urgeth only bis affeftions to them both, and atked 
them how he ſhould ſubſiſt ſo long without their compa- 
nies? but they perſiſting, he ſigus a warrant with his own 
hand for Jack Smith and Tom Smith, with cach of them 
a ſervant and their horſes, to go beyond fea. 

The duke was not unminodful of Dr Preſton. but leaves

Piſni in imperium adeptats nihil in uli 
mutatum, gun ſi magis imperare peſſet, quam velit, ts 
honours altercd nothing in him, but gave encourage ment 
to all the godly party; and bis ferm-ors at Lincoln's ing 
much wrought upon the parliament, ſo that a bold pet. 
tion was contrived and pteſented to the King at Whitehall, 
from” both houſes of parliament, April 2;. 1624, agu 
the ſpreadiog and increaſe of popery, and the indulgerce 
given unto priefls and Jcfuits, King James was in the e. 
vening of his glory; his party in the court i n ler a dend 
another fun almoſt in view, and the day ſtat a'rcady rife; 
and accordingly he anſwer:d wirily to their petition, be- 
wails his want of information, as the real ground of this 
their trouble, which otherwiſe he had prevented; &. 
knowleged that whilit the treatics lalled with Spain and 
Auſtria, Fe was obliged to compiy ; but now both bei 
broken off, he would be rigid ard fevere apinſt the 
prieſts and Jeſuits; bids them find ont a way fer tore 
rain the growth cf popery, and he world fecond them; 
but reſolves to pay tte duke of Buckingham for all this 
and gives order to the earl of Biiſtol to prepire an itſu- 
mation for that rd; but the match with France, and

The duke laving told tales out of ſchool, :rd broke 
off the match with Spaio, was much obliged to further 
and promote the French, which he did ſeriouſly excuſe to 
Dr Preſton, upon this ground, that there was not ay 
Protc ſtant for to be had; and for to marry 4 ith a ſubjeſt 
had always been uolucky and fatal to the kings of bag: 
land; that the French wonld not be rigid ja religiew 
obſervations, but the Dr conflantly oppoſed ; ooly acknow 
leged this difference, that Spatiſh popery was an abſolate 
ingredient to their weilcra mcauicty, but French was at 
ſo; aud fo this was leſs (vil. 

Bur the French fourd ont this obligation, and we 
untractable, unleſa the duke would aid the king of France 
againſt the Rochellers : this was a hard chapier for one ſo 
much obliged unto the puritans and Dr Preſlon, and be 
therefore Ceclincd all he coul, but nothiog elſe woull 
ſerve, and he knew king James lay ready to take advant» 
ges; fo in concluſion eight hips were granted to oppale 
the Rochel flect, and many colcurs fought to cloud it 
and hide it from the world ; but from that time Dr Pick 
ten doubred of the fainiſhip of the duke of Buckingham 
whom otherwiſe he honoured and loved very much. 

But it was high time for the duke to lock about him;

wed, and wept exceedingly. But Sir Edward Conwey, 
ad ſome of the lords, drew up a writiog, and proclaim- 
o Charles Stewart king, wirs all his titles; and hatte 
vis made to pack away to London. The prince. duke, 
ad Dr Preſton, in coaches thut down, haſten to White- 
val, and there he is proclaimed again with more formali 

ws, and the lord mayor and the city ſent to, where it was 
lone with much ſv/emniry, and great rejuicieg of the pe» 
plz; for the priuc: had that excecding happineſs to come

kif at home. 

All wre not gratifi:d in this great revolution and mu 
tation of aff.irs, and the diſcontent: d party murmurred, 
2nd let fly at the duke, and (the ſickucſe much encreaſing) 
begin to make a mutiny ; and it was much deſir:d that 
the parliament might be prorogucd till ſome other more 
kealhbful, and leſs dangerons time. But the navy agaiuſt 
the Spaniards, and the preſſing wants of all forts that de- 
ended on the court, would not permit, fo it was only ad- 
bed to Oxford ; yet there the ſickneſs was as ſoon as 
they, and ſome of their members ſmarted for it : but haſte 
ws mad to gratify the new king, and the proviſions for 
the navy went forward, many mn engaged, and the king 
reſolved to attend that buſineſs, as admitting no delay. 

There was one thing that invited Dr Preſſon to a jour- 
ney that year, and that was a ſtrong ſuſpicion that the

The duke had now reaſon tolook about him and was very 
able ſo io do; and firſt ke labours to divide the party, by 
drawing, off the e:rl of Pembroke. by promiſing his daugh- 
ter to the ear] ot Montgomery's fon, which afterward be 
did accompliſh : then he cndeavourcd to oblige the puri- 
tans, by gratifying Dr Preſton all the ways he could, and 
particularly in the buſineſs of the college ſuit, by deprive 
iog biſhop William's of the fecal, and giving it to Sic 
Thomas Coventry, wko was one of the college couuſel; 
yea, he went fo far as to nominate the doctor to the king

When others judged 
him ripe for the miniftry, be was not hatty in adventuring 
upon that calling, becauſe he was ſenſible of the weight 
therecf, and alſo defirous to fatisty his canſcicnce concers 
ing the way of cutrance by c piſcopal ſubſer ĩipuon: 
upon the ſerious ſtudying of the points in controvealy, 
betwixt the biſhups aud gon-conformilts, be was difſais 
fied to yield unto that ſubſcription which was then firiflly 
commande d. 

Some conflicts he had with the then biſhop of Cheſker, 
about non couformity ; but though he locked upon a 
ſhop in thote times as a formidable creature, yet he came 
eff unſhak-n. 

Having r.ſclved upon the encouragement given by j» 
dicious d:viacs, to cater into the miniſtry, when God 
meuld make a fair way for bis «dw fon, withour fol 
ſcription, by me inte rceſſion of friends, he, with Mr Jy 
lines Fcring, (who afterwards was famous for the wak 


About the year 16410, he was called to be miciflerst 
Whitmore, a ſmall village near unto Newcaſtle is Sub, 
fordſhire, where he was catertained into the houſe of B& 
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having well weighed all arguments produced on both fides, 
both for and againſt them; and whercin his pprehenſions 
were different from his brethren, he did wiſely forbear to 
veat them ia ſuch ſort, as might occaſion any diviſion or 


Oh! how well had it been with England, if all other 
managed their ſtudies and pratticcs accordiag to 


the whole world on fire. 

Bat, to proceed in the narrative of this worthy man's 
; he was ſo enriched with knowlege, both in practical 
ud polemical divinity ; he was ſo abl to interpret and re- 
coacile diſſicult ſcriptures ; he had ſuch dexterity in deal- 
ing with atflited conſciences, and he was fo well furniſhed 
vith miniſterial gifts for preaching, prayer, and the admi- 

i both ſacraments, that it was not eaſy to diſco 
wherein he moſt excelled. His ability to counſel and 
rempred Chriſtians, was occaſioned (as 
imſelf would ackoowlege) by his conver ſing with Mrs 8a- 
Maiowayring, wife to the geatleman in whole houſe be 
continued many years, as was before mentioned. who was 
much exerciſed in that kind, and was ao unparallelicd 
gentlewoman for holy tendergeſs and cxacineis in reli 


Willing ke was to take every talcar with which God 
had truſted tim. as opportunity was offered; and he was 
4 man molt unwezried in all ways of ſervice 

As he took extroardinary paids in public, fo did he alſo 
n private, eſpc cially on the Lnd's day. For having by 
way of prcperatiom upon the Saturday in the afternoon, 
ſpent about two hows in his houſe, in praying and ex 
pounding ſome (criptures, (to which exerciſe divers did 
reſort) on the Sabbath morning, 1 
of (cri in his family, (wher:of many ncighbours were 
partakers :) then he preached twice in i 
chapters, and 2 2

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la the latter part of his time he had ſome ſcholars whom 
he inſtructed in academical learnirg, reading kftur: s to 


them in logic and philoſopby, and hearicg ihe m to diſ- 
pute, which often they did during his dinner time: and 
while he was at ſupper, other icholuts read a piece of 
Greek or Latin, fo exceeding diligent was he in buſbund- 
ing the ſhreds of time, as he called them; the refiduc of 
the day, till very late, he fpent in his private fiudy. 

And as he was incompatably abfiemions and moderate 
in ihe ute of meat, drink, ſleep, and apparel, fs he had 
n admirable command over his paſſions ; for thoſe who 
moſt converſcd with him never ſaw in ordinate out-breachcs 
of anger, or o:her aſſectious in his converſation. 

This character was given by a friend who was much 
with him, viz, * That as Mr Dod did turn earth into hea- 
ven, by a ſpiritual improvement of all earthly affairs, ſo 
Mr Rall did reconcile earth and heaven, becauſe worldly 
— were no diſtractions to him in his journey thi- 


He lived upon 2 ſmall maintainance, viz. twenty pounds 
per amm, for ſerving the cure at Whitmore and the 
keeping of one cow both ſummer and winter, by Mr 
Maiowayring aforeſaid, with what he got by traching 
ſchool; yet he would often he 
men paſſed through this world with leſs care. 
deed flirred up ſome friends, who knew his great worth 
and mean outward condition, to be helpful unto him. to - 
wards whom he was always really reſpecttul, — 
their love by his daily prayers, and his read nes upon 
occaſions to do ſervice unto them and theirs. Throngh 
— bleſſing upon his yearly incomes, he lived 
very ortably, was given to hoſpitality, and alſo unto 
liberality unto the poor, conſideriog his citate, and I-ft a 
good competency unto his wife and children: yea, fuch

would fay, I have enough, and couugh,, and enough. 
Whereas he went once every year into Oxturdthire, to cx- 
preſs his dutiful reſpe&t unto his aged patents, be made 
choice of that time for his journey, that he might enjoy 
the bencſit of Oxford act. pm his — to — 5 
diſputations was large, fo, by firength of memory, 
>. ao all ike moſt conſi de rable 
arguments urged, and anſwers returned, upon the feveral 
queſtions diſcuſicd. 
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When his nature was enfeebled by conſtant ſtudy, and

byterian champion), yet he hath raiſed 


, both in repect | who do ſtrenuouſly 
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fide. But the truth is, never was any of them able to 
ſtand up under his arguments. Though God was pleaſed 
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ed. cation in the knowlege and fear of the Lord. To 
which end, he had prevailed with thoſe of his pariſh, at leaſt 
the far greater number of them, and thoſe the moſt cunſi- 
deribie perſons to concur with him io it; by ſending their 
children and (:rvants conttantly to be catechized one the 
the Lord's-day before the atternoan-(.rmon, ſome of whom 
he catecniz:d publicly in ine congregation, aud others more 
privai-ly in his own houſe either by himielf or his aſſiſtaut, 
that ſu the public catechizing might neither be too tedious, 
nor intrench apoa the time allutted for other excrciſes, as 
praying reading, expounding, pre2ching, &c nor yet the 
eximinntion of others for want of time, be wholly omit- 
ted; as ally by their own endcavonrs at home to help on 
this work: and likewiſe to contribute their aſſiſlance in 
perſuadiag others to the fame willingneſs. As for thoſe 
w'19 wer more emiacat, but yet ne ded inftroftion, he 
lab 2arcd both by his own perſuaſion, and the perfuaſion 
of others, to work in them a willingneſs to repair to him 
in private at coavenicnt times, that by coofercaces with 
them, and friendly diſcourſe in a familiar and gentle man» 
ner, he might bring them to ſuch a ſufficiency of knowlege, 
as W n.oifary tur their own ſalvation. 

And the better to perſuade prople to a williogneſs thus 
to rec/ ive inſtruftion he uſed by way of encouragement, 
e'p:cia!ly to thoſe of the meaner fort, to give Bibles to 
ſuch as could read, and five ſhillings in money to ſuch as 
could got, when they attained ſuch a meaſure of kaowlege, 
as that they were judged fit to partake of the Lord's tup- 
per. And ſuch like rewards and ts he uſed 
to beſt>w on others, as he ſaw occaſion ; furniſhing them 
with books and writiags, and otherwiſe encouraging them 
according as they ſhould manit.ſt their diligence in gain 
ing and improving their knowicge. All which the gene- 
ration to come, and the children yet unborn, may have 
cauſe to bleſs God for, when they ſhall reccive the bene 
fits thereof communicit d from their parents to them. 
Waile others do as much in them lies, entail ignogance and 
Athciſm upon their poſterity. 

And b cuſe he found it difficult, to bring thoſe of 
ſnalluu mc morics and weak capacitics to und:riiand and 
re mæmber the principles of religion ; diſccrning. that many 
who conid got d Rindily repeat the words, did yet under - 


fiand the morrer, and ther: fore were not to be deſpiſed or fi 


di\crurage'd ; and thers of firmer mcmorics, who were 
able to learn the words, did underſtand little or nothing uf 
the mcaving of them. He did therefore ſtudy how he 
might beit remedy both thoſe cviis ; and to that cad 
framed teveral forms of catechilms in divers kinds. At 
kogth he piiched on that form, as the moſt convenient 
that he could think of, which he publiſhed in print in 
tif uled in en ſenusaur of making the peinciples of the Chri/it 
an religum plain and eaſy, o which ſo mioy thouſunds 
have burn priated of late years, and entertained with great 
approbation 

His method therein is this ; the anſwers which make 
up the main body of the catechiſm, are fo many diſtinct 
aphoriſins, or entire propoſitions in themſelves, withou: 
& pc adaace on the que'tions to make the ſcnſe entire, c 
wining in themſelves a bri f model of divinity: and to 
that purpoſe fo much of the queſtion is till rep ated is 
the anſwer, as is neceſſary to make the ſenſe perfect 
Hereby the learner is br:ed from 2a double inconveni- ncy : 
the one is, that when the ſoak of an anſwer is. imperfe&t, 
he is forced to charge his memory with learning the queſ

he hath learned may be pos ect n. Vhe other is, that 
aptueſs in the learver to miſ*»pply the anſwer to a wrong 
que ſlion, when he learns oaly the predicate of the propo- 
politien without the fabjcett.

which therefore fiace his death hath been performed, 
one that was intimate with him, and fully 
with his reſolutions in that particular. 

As he was careful thus to iefirudt his flock, fo was he 
alſo vigilant to prevent diſorders and miſdemeanours % 
moog them in point of practice, wherein he wat rot a 
tented to uſe his own per tonal endeavours, but did 20 
cagage his pariſhioners to contribute their bc ſt aſſiſlanc 
thercunto; whereunto they did oblige theml. Ives in & 
vers excellent te ſolotions and ta, concluded by 
cammoa conf. at among them, and ſubſcribed by their 
hands, viz. fur the preventing and puniſhing of drenkeys 
acls and tippli ag or profaging the Loi d' day, and of other 
prophage, or diforderly demeanours during the exer.

At the beginning of the porliament, he with Dr Tuck- 
ney, were choſen clerks of the convocation, for the dio- 
ceſe of Lincoln ; herein he might have bren of good uſe, 
i caſe it had been thought fit to have ke pr up that kind 
of aſſembly, to have ated in concurrence with the par- 
liament as in former tim«s. 

In the year 1643. he was by authority of parliament, 
called to be a member of rhe aff. mbly ot divines at Weſt- 
miaſter. And after ſome rime he was coi: n one of the 
aſl. Nors, appointed to e ſſiſi the prolocntor in caſe of ab- 
fence or infirmity. He was in that aff «:bly an eminent 
and very uſetul member, diligent 1nd induſtri- 
ous, being very rarely abſent, and that not bur upon ur- 
gent and unavoidable occasions. For as he accounted it 
an honour to be employed by God in fo public a ſervice 
for the good of his church: lo he did contcientiouſly at- 
tend upon that ſervice preferring it h twue all other more 
particular employm uts, which tho' in themſelves excel- 
leut, yet onght, is his judgment, to give way for this. 

And he was excceding well fitted for this employment,

To trace this matter more particularly—the preateit part 
of the members of this parliament were men of a very in- 
famous charafter. The commiſſioner, the carl of Mid 
dieton, was of a fierce and violent temper, biſhop Burnet 
fays, * His way of living was moſt {plendid, but at the 
fame time was moſt ſcandalous ; for vices of all forts were 
the open practices of thoſe abuat him.” The nobility 
and geatry were remarkably changed to the worſe, Few 
that had been active in former years were now alive, and 
theſe few were marked out for ruin. Several of the lead 

managers finding that the ſtriftacſs of the preſbyrerian 

ciplioe ſtood in the way of their liceatiouſneſs, took a 
diſguſt thercat : beſides great pains had becn taken at the 
clections to get thoſe cholen, who were catirely at the de 
vation of the court; aud if any of another diſpoſition had 
been choſen, fume pretence or other was made to ſet aſide 
the election. 

When they had taken their ſcats in the parliament · houſe, 
Mr Robert Doulgas preached an excellent ſermon from 
2 Chron, xix. 6. * Take herd what you do, for ye judge 
not for man, but for the Lord, who is with you in the 
judgment.” After calling the rolls the car! of Glencairo,

It is to be obſerved, th it according to former uarepeal- 
ed acts, the covenamts were to be taken aud ſubſcribed by 
every member ot ſuccerding pariiaments, before they en- 
cred upon buſia fs : but a acw oath of allegiance, or rather 
ſupremacy, being now impoſed, the ſame was taken by all 
preſent, — the earl of Caſſils; fo that this parliament 
ſat down and proczeded in a method direftly contrary to 
ſtaadiag laws. 

On the 8:h of January the commiſſioner moved that 
the might proceed to bſincfs, in the ancient 
way, by the lords of the articics, without devolving their 
power an them, which he declarcd was not his intenti 
ca ; accordiog}y after ſome debate, it was reſolved, * That 
12 noblemen, 12 Barons, and 12 burgeſſes, with the 
officers of ſtate, ſu ill be in the place of the lords of the 
articles. Theſe were authorifcd, in their ſeveral meetings, 
to hear all matters preſented to them, to reecive proof 
of what they found relevant, and report to the parliament 
ewice a week.” And to th. ſe the nation was chiefly in- 
debted for the laws made in this ſe ſſiun. 

It is very cvident that the main deſign of this parlia- 
ment was to make the abſolute : and this was not a 
little performed by the ſermons preached by too 
m.ny before them. The preachers were not then appoint- 
ed by the aſſembly of commiſſion, who uſed formerly to 
lit in time of par iament, but the king's advocate by his 
jetter. appointe.! what preachers he plcaſcd. Their ordinary 
themes were the wickedaefs of rebellion, the cxtenſive- 
n-fs of the k1ag's power, paſſive obedicuce, &c. and biſhop 
Burnct fays, though they did not ſpeak out, they inſinu- 
ated ror u cſſiiy of a greater authority than was then in 
the church for keeping them in order. One or two 
plaincr : upoa which the preſbyteay of Edinburgh went 
o the cart of Middleton and complained of that as an af- 
front to the law and the king's letter. He diſmiſſed 
tem with good words, but took no notice of their com- 
paints. It will gor be amiſs now to conſider fome of the 
acts made in this ſeſſion of parliament, fince they laid the 
foung nian for all the injuſlice aud cruelty that were ex 
crciled atterwards.

themfelves, and made propoſals to them concerning ſome 
favour and indulpeoct he hope d might be procured. The 
news wes very agrecable; but the attempt of Mr James 
Mitchell, a pre acher, inte rrupted all meaſures of this kind 
for ſome time. 

This Mr Mitchell took a reſolution to diſpatch the arch 
biſhop of St Andrews. Accordingly, on the 11th cf 
July when Sharp and Honnyman biſhop of Orkney were 
going into coach at the head of the Blackfriar's wynd in 
Edioborgh Mitchel diſcharged a load: d piſtol in at thc 
north-fide of the coach. Honnyman received the ſhot in 
the wriſt, which was deſigned for Sharp. Sharp was fo 
uaiv:rſally hated, that, though this was done in the high 
Arcer, and in full light of the day, yet none attempted to 
cine Mi Mitchel, who, with great deliberation, went 
down the wynd, changed his c'cthes, and eſcaped. The 
cry ſoon aroſe that a man was killed; upon whach ſome 
replied, It was only a biſhop. 

This accident made a little impre ſſion on Sharp- Biſhop 
Bornet ſays, that he thought it decent to go and congratu- 
late him on this occaſion, and tells us, that Sharp faid, 
with a v:ry feriovs leck, * My tin es arc whclly in thy 
hand, O thou God of my life.” This, ſays Burnet, was 
the ſingle ex pre ſſion favouring of piety that ever fell from 
him in all the converſation that pefſed betw:cn them.

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The ſame day another letter, dated the 31 t of May, 
came from his maj. {ty to the council, approving of their 
conduct as to tne indulged and r<quiriag them to proſe- 
cute thoſe who could nut comply ; and, for preſerving 
pe=cr and order within the dioceſe of Glaſgow, to give « 
ccmm-ſhon to duke Hamilton, the earls of Lialithgow, 
Dumftrics, and Dundonald, and the prefident, or any two 
of them, to put in execution the laws and cs of council 
in rc lation to church affairs, and to inquire into what dil 
ordeſs have becu, or may be committed within that dio- 
celc, and to call before them theriffs, juſtices, &c. who 
have been or ſhall be gent in ex<cuting the laws agaidit 
conventicles, deſerting the kirks, irregular baptiſms and 
marriages, c. When this letter was read io council, all 
the m mbers were not pleaſed with it, eſpecially with the 
commiſſion they were ordered to give; fo that it was the 
end of July before a return was made, which ſhall be re- 
lated in its proper place. 

Mean while the council, on the 19th of June, recom- 
me aded io the lords of ſeſſion to grant no ſuſpenſions upon 
lentences paſſed on account of church irregularities that 
ſo nothing might hinder thc ir execution. 

About the end of June, Mr Alexander Peden, late mi- 
niller at N-w Glkoluce in Galloway, a man of fingular 
piety, zral, and fithfulneſt, and of whom many remark- 
able things are related, was apprehended by major Cock- 
burn, in the houſe of Hugh Ferguſon of Knockdow in 
Carrick, who had obliged him to ſtay that oight in his 
houſe. They were both carried priſoners to Edinburgh. 
On the 26th of Jane the council appointed the regitter 
aud advocate to examine him; and upon their report be 
was ſcat to the Baſs, where he continued to the year 1678. 
Mr Ferguſon was fiacd in 1000 merks for harbouring and 
convet ling with h.m, and the council ordered 50 |. ſter 
ling to be paid to Cockburn out of the fines, and 25 I. to 
be diſlributed at his pleaſure among the ſoldiers under his 
command.

About this time began the proſecution of the i 
mioiilcrs for not obſerving the 29th of May.

The duke of Lauderdale, being thus voted a grievance 
by the commons of England, made the beſt of his way to 
Scotland, where in the month of December, he held his 
fourth {cfſivn of parliament. Whes the parliament was 
Opened the king's letter was read, deſiring their affiſtance 
i carrying on the war with Holland, and aſſuring them 
o his affection in very kind words; and lik-ways told 


ſeſſion of parlizment is, that cual courſes may be laid 
dowa for fertling aud curbing the infolent fficld-courcn- 
ticles and other ſe ditious praftices, —and that if fairnels 
will aot dv, fore: mult compel the refrattory to be peace- 
able and bey the law.” The duke f:-conded the let- 
ter with a ſpeech to the fame pus poſe; bnt provid-rce in- 
terpoled, ſo that no uc laws were mad: io this fi Hion 
agaialt the prefbyterians ; fur the duke ſoon fuund that a 
tirong party was formed agsiutt him; for wien it was 
moved * that a committee be appointed to draw up 1 
an{wer to his majeſiy's letter, duke Hamilton moved that 
the ſtate of the nation might ſirit be coalidered, in 6; dcr 
to the redreſs ot prievances, fome of whom he mention- 
ed, And then, according : concert, about twenty men- 
bers, one after another, ſpoke to ſeveral particulars, Some 
meutiou d the falt, others the tobacco aud brandy ; tume 
complained of thc 2dmniffration of juſtice, and others of 
the coin.” la ſhort, warm dcbatcs aroſc. Aad when 
the commiſF2ger appeared with ſome brifſkneſs for a tu 
ply to his majeſty, one of the members utk-d, Whether 
this was a frez parliament or not? Sir Patrick Hume of 
Polwart, and leveral other g atlemen, ſpoke with great 
treedom aud plaĩuneſs. So that now Lauderdale had the 
mortitication to find himſelt votcd a gri- vance by the com- 
aons of England, and bis meaſates oppoſed in Scotland, 
and theretore he had no other ſiutt but to adjourn the 
par'tament. 

About tis time a breach happened betucen Lawder- 
dale and Dr Buruet. atterwards viſhup of Sarum, the (f- 
fett of hien was, that the dottor in the year 1675, 
turned inroria'r againſt the duke in the houle of com- 
mons.

1 hall relate the traaſactions, as ecar as poſſible, in the 
order of time wherein they happen. d. 
On the 8th of January Mr Mathew Mackail, min“ 
ſter at Bothwell, was let out of pritun, where he had becu 
for ſome tim, but refuſing to cogage not to preach, was 
confined to the pariſh of Carlouk, and a bond was given 
tor his 2 when called, He had preached to up- 
wards of 1000 people in the fields, in the year 1669, 
from Ila. xxxii. 5. but though that ſermen made great 
goile, yet it docs not appear he was troubled for it. 

On the 25th of Jannary the parliament was farther 
prurogued to March. The biſhops had concrived great 


g | hopes of accompliſhing their defigns at this par liameut,

Whether theſe grievan 
ccs were preſent:d I kn»w not ; but it they were laid be 
fore the commrfliager and council, yet the procecdings at 
this tim in Scotland, and the diff-reace between the two 
dukes in England, prevented the gratification of the per 
ſecuring clergy at this juncture. 

As ſoon as the prorogation of the was 
known, duke Hamilton and others went to court, to lay 
before the king the gri of the nation. Religion 
was overlooked by both parties. And though the king 
blam d Hamilton for raifiag heats in the parliament, yet 
he dilmiſſed ibem with promiſes that it ſhould fit in March, 
and all ti eir grievances be conſidered. Accordingly they 
all haited home; but, when they were met, Lauderdale 
produced a letter from his majz<ſly adjourniag them till 
Odder. 

Mein while, about the beginning of January, Mr 
James Michel was diſcovered, and apprehraded by 
Sir William Sharp and two of his brother's ſervants, and 
was by the chancellor's order, made cloſe priſoner. On 
the 1oth of February he was examined by the lord chan 
cellor, lord regiſter, lord advocate, and lord Halton, and 
denied th. aſſ-. ſſination of the arch biſhop (but being tak- 
en ap-rt by the chancellor, he confeſſed. having got aſſur 
ance of his lite) that it was he wno ſhot the viſhop of 
Orkacy while aiming at the archbiſhop. ' Lord Halton, 
in a letter to the carl of Kincardin, faid, That he thought 
his punichment would be the loſs of his hand, and perpe 
tual impriſonment in the BIS. On the 12th of Febru 
ary he was x mind before the council, and ſaid nothing 
bur what he had faid before the committee. He was 
th » remittad to the juſtice court to rec ive his ind ctment 
a | {-ntcnce; to have his right hand cut off at the croſs 
o Edinburgh, and the forfeiture of his goods and poſte 
rity, wich laſt part was not to be exccuted till his ma- 
jeſty be acqu.imed, becauſe, fays lord Halton in a fe- 
cond letter to Kincardio, aſſurance of lite was given him 
up n his conf: ſſiun. 

On the 16th of February he wrote a large letter from 
priſon, to a friend, viadicating his practice, and own 
ing the principles upon which he went. 

But, whil: this [fair was on the carpet. the rev. Mr 
Foreſler was apprehended by the magiſtrates of Stir 
ling, for preaching in private familics in that town ; for 
which good ſer vices the magillrates had a letter of thanks 
from the council, and had blanks ſent them that they might 
fill them up with narcs, and with the charges they were 
at, to bring in whom they ple ſed to Edinburgh, whither 
M Forreſter was carried under a guard, and where he 
continued till the indemnity in March, when he was fer 
at liberty | 

But to return to Mc Mitchel. On the 2d of March he 
was brought before the lords of juſliciary, and indifted 
for de ing concerned in Pentland, and for the attempt on 

the arch biſhop of St Andrews. But he pleaded not guil- 
ty, and ĩuſiſled that the thing all:dgcd agaiaſt him ſhould 
be proved. The lords poliponed the affair till the 25th. 

Man while the lords made an act, March 12th, in 
which it was ſpecified, that Mr J-mes Mitchell * confel- 
ſed his firing the piſtol at the archbiſhop of St Andrews, 
upon aſſurance given him of his life, by one cf the com

On the fecond of November, the heritors of Ayr aud 
Renfrew m t at Irvine, as they were ordered, and, after 
a good deal of reaſoning upon the council's letter, they 
unanimouſly came to three refolutions, 1. That it was 
not in their power to ſuppreſs conventicles. 2. That it 
is their humble opinion, from former <xpericnce, that a 
toleration of preſbyterians is the only proper expedient to 
ſettle and preſerve the peace, and caulc rhe forefaid mcet- 
ings to ceaſe. 3. That it is their humble motion, that 
the extent thereof be no leſs than what his majeſty had 
graciouſly vouchſafed to his kingdoms of England and 
ireland. Theſe reſolutions they communicated to the 
three noblemen by whom they were aſſembled. But their 
lordſhips, knowing how anacc: ptable it would be to the 
council, declined recciving it, and the gentlemen would 
make no alteration. Aud therefore the three lords, on the 
8th of November, ſcar a letter to the council, lignifyiog, 
that the geatiemen had declared that it was not in their 


power to quiet the diſorders. 


Though the leading aca in the council appeared difſa- 
tisfied with this refuſal, yer it is probable it was what 
they wanted, that they might have a handle to proſecute 
their cruel iatentions agaiaſt the welt country. Accord- 
ingly they now reſolved to exccu:e their project formualy 
agreed to, of railing ſuch a number of the ſavage High- 
anders as might ever-run and depopulate the weltern 
ſhires, thongh in a time of It does not 
appear that they had as yet any ard-rs of this from court.

I have ſcaled 
and ſigued my condemaation with my own hand. But 
I purpoſely omit other iaſtances, which the reader will 
tiad in my author. 

The quartering of ſoldiers for not paying the ceſs was 
auc ther ucc:{ivn of great oppreſſiun. The reaſons why 
many r:faic4 to pay this have been mentioned, foldiers 
were ſcat to the recofants, and quartered upon them till 
ten times the value of the ceſs was deſtroyed ; and, after 
all. a compoſition was forced to b: made with the coilec- 
tors. Seven cows were taken from one Gavin MacLy- 
mont in the pariſh of Carſphairu, upon his refu/al, after 
the loſs he ſaſſained by quartering, though he was not 
charged above the value of i 5 chillings ſterling. 

Multitudes were baniſhed, many of whom never return 
cd. I ſhall have occaſion to mention ſeveral of theſe af. 
terwards in their proper plac. Only here would ob. 
ſerve, that one john Gate was commitied to priſon at 
Glaſgow, for modeſily declini ag to drink the king's health; 
his wife was imprilon-d in a different room in the am 
jail, where ſhe fell fick ; and though ſhe was with child, 
could not get ont till a ſurgeon gave 2 certificate that her 
life was in danger; but, when ſhe was relcaſcd, ſhe was 
not ſuffered to go with her eight children to her own 
houſe ; and the people beiag terrified at the dreadful prr 
£:cutions for reſet and converſe, would nat take her iu; fo 
that (he was obliged to ly ia the ſtrects, till the lady Ardry, 
notwithſtagding the hazard ſhe ran, gave ber the conveni- 
ency of her brew · houſe, where three of her children died. 
Her huſband continued feveral months in irons, and was 
at laſt tranſported to America, where be died. She fur- 
vived her troubles, and was alive when my author wrote 
his hiſtory. George Ruſſe], in the pariſh of Cambuſae 
thang, was firſt impriſoned, and then lent abroad to the at 
my, wicre he died for the great crime of having a child bap 
tized at a conventicle ſome years before. 

This year the moſt uabumaa practice of killing inno 
cent people in cold blood, in the fields, began to be ulcd, 
and public authority was given for it, as we ſhall relate 
in its proper place; but before that could be pretended 
it was put in practice. Accordingly, as e John Smith 
was returning from ſome meeting, he was taken ill, and 
Gr down ia the fields. A party of foldiers coming that 
way, without any proceſs or ceremony, hot him where 
they found him. 

Tte priſuns were crouded, and many died there, par- 
ticularly George Shiells, Thomas Scot in Bouncheſter, 
Joha Falla in Keiſo, aud Thomas Turnbull in Ancrum. 
But I ſhall naw relate the moſt remarkable tranſaftions of 
this year, as acar as I can, in the order of time. 

As #1cs were one of the fore oppreſſions the country 
groaned under, ſo the moſt of theſe were ſquandered by 
the exators, and a ſmall part of them was accounted for. 
Bat, on the 3d of January, a letter from the king was 
read ia the council, 5nd recorded, wherein his majeſty re 
quired them to call judg's and magiſtrates to an account 
tor what fin*s they received, aud to purſue thoſe heritors 
who w:re ſined and had not yet paid them, as they ſhould 
ſee proper. A committee was appointed to take this 


matter und r conſideration, and agreed. that the þeritors, | i 


who had not paid their fines, ſhould be charged to do it 
in 15 daye ; and that ſuch cf them as applied e 
tion thould be heard before the council. Whether 
council examined the magiſtrates, &c. as to the way the 
fines were diſpoſed of, is not recorded, farther than that it 
appeared, that the magiſtrates of Edinburgh had rectived 
8349 l. 128. Scots, and were allowed 2001. ſler l. for their 
charges, which was 2 tolerable good allowance, and would 
he very encouragiog tu other magjltates in their ſevere cx- 
acti os.
